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177 jobs on the line as 
school budget talks begin

NEWTON — The School Depart- 
ment has recommended an FY82 
budget that calls for the elimination of 
almost 177 positions, as well as higher 
tuition and fees for school and com- 
munity programs. 

Publicly unveiling the budget for 
the first time before a crowd of 100 at 
the Bigelow Junior High School last 
night, School Superintendent Aaron 
Fink said that the $37,840,000 budget 
“reflects the best education possible 
within the constraints’? of double-digit 
inflation and Proposition 2%. 

“There is no easy way, no magic 
formula. When you reduce a budget, 
some things have to go, requiring 
very hard choices,” Fink said. 

Primary among the hard choices 
made was the recommendation to let 
go of a little more than 106 non- 
tenured professional and almost 70 
non-professional staff positions, or 
almost one-fifth of the current school 
depertment payroll, in order to save 
close to $2.5 million next year. 

That savings would approximately 
equal the projected increase in

salaries of the remaining 872 positions 
over the next year. 

The F Y82 budget is $177,000 below 
the current budget/and has already 
been trimmed by $3 million in 
response to school committee budget 
guidelines, which passed 
unaninimously in December. 

The proposed personnel cut in- 
cludes almost 24 elementary 
classroom and specialist teaching 
positions, 54 secondary classroom 
teaching positions, 29 adminstrative 
and instructional support positions, 
almost 16 teacher aide positions, 19 
secretarial and clerks positions, 14 
custodial and maintenance positions, 
and almost 22 full and part-time food 
service positions. 


Newton neighbors lose 


Grotto rezoning al

NEWTON — A zone change for the 
“Grotto” land on Washington Street 
won approval from the Board of 
Aldermen Monday. 

The land was bought by local 
businessman Jack Marshall from Our 
Lady’s Church last year. His petition 
for a zone change to allow him to con- 
struct a small office building on the 
site was strongly opposed by several 
area residents, 

The 18-5 tally to approve rezoning 
was the climax of an issue which had 
caused bitter division among several 
of the aldermen. Intense pressure 
from both sides kept the sensitive 
petition alive for three meetings of the 
full board. 

Favoring the change were Ald. 
Baker, Barker, Budge, Creem, Daley, 
Gentile, Katz, McGrath, Morris, 


Richmond, Schur, Shea, Sheehan, 
Taglienti, Tennant, White and Jeffer- 


son. 

Ward 1 Ald. Robert Gaynor, a vehe- 
ment opponent of the rezoning, also 
voted on the prevailing side. Gaynor 
refused to comment on whether he 
will move to reconsider his vote, 
which would again bring the item 
before the full board. The aldermen 
would then have to decide if they want 
to discuss the issue again. 

Voting in opposition were Ald. Car- 
michael, Coletti, DePasquale, Dietz 
and Miller. Ald. Bauckman was ab- 
sent. 

On Jan. 19, the motion to rezone fail- 
ed to carry the board by a single vote. 
Ald. Mark White then reconsidered 
his negative vote, keeping the issue 
alive and opening himself up to lobby- 
ing pressure. 

With one hand set in his coat pocket, 


The superintendent also stated that 
the staffing cuts would result in a 
slight rise in average class sizes, from 
23.0 to 23.6 at the elementary level and 
from between 21.5 and 22 to 23 on the 
secondary level. 

He cautioned, however, that grade 
distributions make such calculations 
less meaningful and added that ap- 
proximately one-quarter of all classes 
in Newton have more than 25 
students. 

The proposed budget also calls for 
tuition and fee increases designed to 
raise between $120,000 and $140,000 
and make many school and school- 
subsidized programs ‘‘as near self- 
a ey as possible,” according to

White told the aldermen the number 
of letters and phone calls he had been 
getting on the issue were keeping him 
from his work. ‘‘This one was a tough 
one, there were legitimate concerns 
on both sides.” 

White made the reconsideration 
move because, ‘“‘When I walked out of 
here, it was the first time in eight 
years on the board I've been un- 
comfortable with a vote I made.” 

Acknowledging whatever flak he 
might receive for changing his vote, 
White said, “I'll take whatever 
era liabilities that come with the 
ob." 

In a personal aspect of his speech, 
White chided an unnamed alderman 
for threatening their friendship over 
the vote. ‘A friendship can’t be con- 
tingent on a government vote and if it 
is it isn’t a friendship,” he said. No 
deals have been made, this is a cons- 


Under the budget, elementary 
school lunches would rise ten cent to 
70 cents and secondary school lunches 
an equal amount to 75 cents. 

Cutting the budget of al! Chapter 639 
subsidy programs between 50 to 100 
percent, the school department has 
also recommended that students in 
summer school classes for credit pay 
$100 in tuition, or twice as much as 
present, and those in make-up and 
review classes pay 50 percent more or 
$75 in tuition. 

Creative arts participants would 
see their program fee rise from $75 to 
$115 for the Saturday and summer of- 
fering. Previously-free continuing 
education would require a $5 to $10 fee 
for shop courses and a $5 registration 
fee would be assessed on senior 
citizens. 

Additionally, the fee to use school 
buildings would rise by an as yet 
undetermined amount. 

Among the other losers in the pro- 
posed budget are the secondary 
school athletic programs, special in- 
structional programs and teacher

Board grants pay raise for Quinn 


NEWTON — Police Chief William 
Quinn has been given a raise while the 
rest of the department'’s officers are 
still without a new contract. 

Mayor Theodore Mann asked the 
Board of Aldermen to give Quinn an 
additional $2,363 as a ‘‘salary adjust- 
ment” before a final salary is deter- 
mined. The Finance Committee ap- 
proved the causal on a unanimous 
recess vote which was then approved 
by the full board Monday night.

Under law, the Police Chief is paid 
at least double the base pay of the 
lowest ranking patrolman on the 
force. The proposed increase reflects 
a 7%-percent raise which is the 
average settlement being accorded 
other municipal unions. 

FinCom chairman Edward Rich- 
mond said that all the other city 
department heads got pay raises two 
weeks ago so the mayor wanted to 


give Quinn the advance to be ‘‘fair'‘. 

“I think it’s the first time I’ve heard 
of us doing this,’ said Alderman 
Ernest Dietz. ‘If he needs the money 
perhaps we could give him a loan,” he 
added. 

The effect of raising Quinn's pay 
while the city is unable to reach an ac- 
cord with the patrolmen’s union was 
questioned. ‘We are in effect, actual- 
ly encouraging a higher settlement, 
we should wait until they make a set-

tlement,”’ said Dietz. 

Alderman Donald Budge echoed 
Dietz’ concerns, stating, ‘I don’t see 
how we can adjust them legally until 
the base pay for the patrolmen is set- 
tled by contract.” 

Reassured by City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk's opinion that such a raise 
would not be violating law, the Fin- 
Com members approved the raise on 
a7-0 vote.

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Tribute to Ed English 
draws scores of friends 


NEWTON — It was a fitting tribute 
to a man who has served the city for 
10 years. 

About 400 friends, including a score 
of past and present city officials, 
gathered at the Needham Park Tower 
Motor Inn last week to commemorate 
City Clerk Edward English’s 10 years 
of service to the city. 

Clerk of the Board of Aldermen for 
nine years before his appointment as 
city clerk in January 1980, English 
was greeted with hugs, kisses and 
handshakes from friends and well- 
wishers from throughout the com- 
munity.

Case of harrassing calls 
continued without finding 


DEDHAM — “No further com- 
munication by either party,” Judge 
Paul Mulvaney ordered after hearing 
testimony in the trial of a Newton 
woman charged with making harrass- 
ing phone calls toa Norwood woman. 

Mulvaney continued the case of 
Joan Singer, 85 Clements Rd., Newton 
Centre, without a finding until July 29, 
1982, 

Miss Singer faced charges of mak- 
ing harrassing phone calls to 
Georgiana Clem of Norwood last 
April and May. The calls were traced 
to the home of Miss Singer's parents, 
who live across the street from Mrs. 
Clem’s daughter, Charlotte 
McGowan. 

According to testimony from Mrs. 
McGowan, the problem began when 
Miss Singer complained about Mrs. 
McGowan’s dogs. These complaints 
led to hearings before the Zoning 


Board of Appeals which found that 
Mrs. McGowan was not keeping a 
kennel at her home as Miss Singer 
had charged. 

Miss Singer allegedly called the 
McGowans ‘5000 times” over a four- 
year period, Mrs. McGowan testified. 
Finally, the McGowans had their 
phone number changed to an unlisted 
one in early 1980, and then Miss 
Singer allegedly started making the 
calls to Mrs. Clem in Norwood. 

Mrs. McGowan also testified that 
her husband’s business phone was 
tied up on many occasions by harrass- 
ing phone calls. Her husband, who is a 
doctor, was unable to receive phone 
calls from patients, she said. 

According to Mrs. Clem, the calls 
began last February. She said she 
received approximately 400 annoying 
calls, allegedly from Miss Singer, 
over a three-month period. 


Mrs. Clem said, ‘‘The phone would 
ring, and then the party would hang 
up after I’d said ‘hello’ three or four 
times.” 

Testimony from personnel at the 
telephone company said a trace of 
calls made to the Clem home showed 
they had come from Miss Singer’s 
house. However, the phone is listed in 
the name of Miss Singer's father, 
Nathan, and her attorney argued that 
no evidence was presented directly 
implicating Miss Singer. 


In continuing the case without a fin- 
ding, Judge Mulvaney told both par- 
ties if calls were made, they were to 
contact the Probation Department 
which would in turn notify the 
telephone company. The phone com- 
pany would be instructed to place a 
“trap” on the lines to see where the 
calls originate. 


DeNucci sees governor's revamp of 
human services as positive step 


BOSTON — “The Governor’s 
message on human services holds out 
hope that for the first time state 
government will attempt to control 
the cost of health care services 
through a ‘fixed budget* concept that 
will determine a bottom line cost to 
the state in providing Medicaid 
assistance,” Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci 
(D. Newton-Waltham),; House Chair- 
man of the Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs Committee, stated. 

This section of the budget comes 
under the jurisdiction cf DeNucci’s 
committee, along with all legislation 
dealing with matters such as the 
elderly, welfare, prisons, children’s 
services, veterans, the blind, han- 
dicapped, drugs and alcoholism. 

“The Governor stated his ad- 
ministration will be meeting with 
health care providers to revamp the 
method of health service delivery and 
this is a positive step toward a 
uniform system of payment that 
seeks to find quality care that is both 
efficient and less costly. 

“Until now we have seen the state 
merely throw money at problems and

we simply cannot afford to cure ills in 
this manner. We must find a new ap- 
proach to the way we provide essen- 
tial services without denying those 
services to people truly in need. 

“Tt is a shame that some of my col- 
leagues have acted too quickly in 
criticizing Gov. King. I feel the Gover- 
nor’s Medicaid proposal is innovative 
and deserving of the study a complex 
plan suchas this demands. 

“T believe we have to work with 
both the public and private sectors to 
map out a uniform system of 
payments and to devise a plan similar 
to one of the four Health Maintenance 
Organizations (HMO) that currently 
operate in the Commonwealth. In in- 
itial meetings with providers and 
human service advocates, we have 
heard favorable comments to this 
new approach,” DeNucci continued. 

“T believe that if we can accomplish 
this goal, there will be more money in 
local aid for cities and towns. 
However, we should also remember 
that the governor’s budget message is 
a recommendation and that the 
legislature will have the opportunity

through the Senate and House Ways 
and Means Committees to meet the 
Governor's challenge. Governor King 
is saying.that it is time for change. 
He’s presented one approach, and the 
burden is now on the legislative 
branch to meet the challenge or better 
it.” 

DeNucci also noted that there are 
increased funds for the elderly in 
homecare, meals and congregate 
housing as well as increased funds in 
the Department of Correction budget 
for new prisons to alleviate the over- 
crowded conditions which he con- 
siders, ‘‘A danger to all the citizens of 
the Commonwealth.” 

The mental health budget has been 
increased and some §$18 million 
dollars in expanded day care money 
has been inserted in the Welfare 
Department budget to help parents 
get off the welfare rolls and into the 
job market, without the stigma of 
‘workfare.’ 

“Overall, the philosophical con- 
cepts of the Governor are solid and 
deserve the legislature's close atten- 
tion,” concluded DeNucci.

MBTA keeps 
commuter rail 
service here 


BOSTON — The commuter rail ser- 
vice reduction plan approved by the 
advisory board’s rail subcommittee 
was implemented Sunday for trains 
operating out of South Station. 

Originally, two stations in Newton 
on the Framingham Line — West 
Newton and Auburndale — were 
scheduled to close. The MBTA has 
reviewed the service and each station 
will have one train a day in each 
direction instead.

Newton Station, a train will leave at 
7:45 a.m., two minutes earlier than at 
present; make no stop in Auburndale, 
and arrive at South Station at 8:15 
a.m. 

Outbound, the train leaving South 
Station at 4:55 p.m. will not stop at 
West Newton, but will stop at Auburn- 
dale at 5:17 p.m. and the train leaving 
South Station at 5:20 p.m. will stop at 
West Newton at 5:38 p.m. and will 
make no stop at Auburndale.

King’s budget 
swerve on 2‘, 


There are still no solutions, no prospects 
of easing the pain, and more questions as 
Proposition 2 12 grinds away in its threat to 
decimate local services. 

Gov. King’s budget was a bad news 
document. Its provision for only $37.6 
million in local aid is far, far away from 
the $400 million or more estimated as the 
loss to municipalities because of the new 
law. 


Two things were clear. The administra- 
tion is not practicing the austerity forced 
on the cities and towns. Instead, it is using 
revenue increases to sustain its own pro- 
grams. King’s stand against no new taxes 
passes the buck — to the Legislature. 

Outrage is the mildest of terms to 
describe reactions from communities be- 
ing hit the hardest. Bloody battles are 
coming on Beacon Hill as the lawmakers, 
responding to pressures at home, try for 
the amendments which would either soften 
the impact by phasing it in more gradually 
or look for new tax income to put into local 
aid. 


For the past several weeks, it is the 
mayors, city and town managers, select- 
men and other municipal officials who 
have been taking the heat. Many say they 
are being “‘bombed”’ or ‘“‘crucified” for 
making severe local service cuts when 
there is no choice but to comply with a law 
voters themselves made effective. 


This is true, of course. On a 60-40 ballot 
result, the electorate was saying that it 
wanted a reduction in real estate taxes. 
The expectacion of those on the yes side 
was that municipal officials would be join- 
ed by the governor and legislators in a 
common effort to take the load of property 
owners without sacrificing essential func- 
tions of local government. 


It just hasn’t happened. Education, 
recreation, school athletics, police and fire 
protection and other services are being 
battered, or certainly will be unless a 
measure of relief can be had before the 
final budget drafts for fiscal 1982, which 
begins July 1. 


If the Legislature were to decree level 
funding in King’s budget — holding it to 
what was spent this fiscal year — it could 
furnish the $300 million or more needed to 
offset excessive slashes under 2 12. 


That has to be a forlorn hope, probably 
because the governor and the General 
Court have established a folksy relation- 
ship. Only a grassroots revolt can make it 
happen. 


About the best that can be expected from 
the Legislature, if anything, is a reprieve 
in the form of a one-year delay on im- 
plementation to permit full and fair 
market valuations. 


Ultimately, it could be a Supreme 
Judicial Court decision that will provide an 
acceptable solution. Five suits are work- 
ing in that direction, testing various provi- 
sions in the law. Our view all along is that 
serious legal doubts are indeed involved.

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Coal and wood need guidelines

BOSTON (UPI) — As energy costs soar 
and. supplies dwindle, Massachusetts 
residents and businesses are turning to 
alternative sources of energy such as coal 
and wood — and with both comes the need 
for environmental guidelines. 

The perplexing problem currently facing 
politicians and environmental and energy 
officials is where to draw the line on en- 
vironmental precautions and where to sus- 
pend pollution standards to allow burning 
of perhaps more polluting fuels. 

As New Englanders grow increasingly 
frustrated coping with their energy bills in 
the midst of one of the coldest winters in re- 
cent memory, environmentalists fear their 
progress is sliding. 


Reintroduction of coal and woodburning 
furnaces into the private home is causing 
environmentalists concern, but what has 
spawned the greater worry, they say, is the 
shift to those sources by business and 
energy companies themselves. 

In an effort to produce more cheap 
energy, New England Power Co. recently 
advised the state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering of a plan 
that would allow them to save $3.2 million 
per month in energy costs. 

NEPCO wishes to convert its Salem Har- 
bor facility to burn stockpiles of cheaper 
high sulfur coal and pass on those savings 
“directly to consumers.” 

For the company to burn the less expen- 
sive coal, however, some sections of the 
Clean Air Act must be temporarily 
suspended. Last month the environmental 
and energy officials held a series of public 
hearings on the NEPCO request. 


The Conservation Law Foundation main- 
tains there is no emergency warranting the 
suspension. ‘‘The way to achieve long term 
coal conversion,” the CLF said, ‘‘is not to 
trade off environmental quality.” 


Salem lawmakers also voiced strong con- 
cerns from their constituents, whom they 
said fear increased health hazards, soot 
and property damage from the conversion. 

Industry failed to convince the panel the 
necessary emergency existed to waive the 
clean air standards. 


Regardless of the panel’s recommenda- 
tions, Gov. Edward J. King, a strong in- 
dustry and coal proponent, Friday wrote 
President Reagan requesting the NEPCO 
plan be approved. 

Citing ‘prohibitive’ increases in elec- 
tricity rates and yearly energy bills that 
are ‘“‘out of control,’”’ King basically asked 
Reagan to find a way around the Clean Air 


Act to allow the four-month Salem 
conversion. 

However, it is unlikely that Reagan will 
find a way to allow the conversion. 

Hearings were also held last month on 
proposed air pollution regulations for wood- 
burning industries. The Office of Energy 
Resources requested the DEQE to draw up 
the regulations. 

The preliminary regulations, however, 
fared poorly at the hearings and were 
criticized by Energy Secretary Joseph 
Fitzpatrick for being stringent and vague. 

NEPCO officials echoed Fitzpatrick’s 
sentiments, describing the regulations as 
“so strict that they may delay or 
discourage the use of wood as fuel.” 

It is obvious the energy problem is not go- 
ing to go away, and political leaders must 
come up with some answers quickly 
without losing sight of gains made in con- 
servation and ecology. 


Iran now thorn for US

MOSCOW (UPI) — The release of 52 
American hostages from Iran has created a 
problem for the Soviet Union: how to pur- 
sue cosier relations with Iran without their 
major propaganda weapon. 

From the day the hostages were seized 
until their release Jan. 20, the Soviets 
relentlessly and gracelessly supported Iran 
against the United States. 

But the Iranians never warmed to Soviet 
overtures as Moscow hoped. Western 
diplomats feel the hostages’ release was a 
great disappointment to the Kremlin. 

“To make a generalization, the release of 
the hostages means Iran is now a Soviet, 
not an American, problem," said one 
diplomat. 

“While there won’t be any quick recon- 
ciliation between Iran and the United 
States, neither will it be a closed ball game 
any more. 

“The Soviets must be frustrated at how 
little progress they made in the past 14 
months, despite incredible efforts to court 
Tran and drive a wedge between Iran and 
America,"’ the diplomat said. 

The Soviets greeted the hostages’ return 
to freedom with charges that were branded 
“scurrilous” by Washington and could 
hardly have gained them credibility evenin 
Tran, 

Among other things, the Soviet media 
said the hostages were being held in 
Weisbaden, West Germany, for ‘‘brain- 
washing” by the CIA, that the United States 
had planned an invasion of Iran just prior 
to the hostages’ release, and that Jimmy 
Carter used the ‘‘hostage drama” as an ex- 
cuse to build up U.S. forces in the Persian 
Gulf. 

The Soviets now face the very real pro- 
blem of a highly volatile country on their 
southern border in the midst of a religious 
revival that could spill over into Russia's 
Moslem republics of Azerbaijan and 
Turkmenistan. 


“The Soviets could live with the shah,” 
said another diplomat. ‘They understood 
him, he ran a stable regime and he was a 
good businessman when dealing with them. 

“But once they recognized the shah

would fall, they had one objective — to keep 
Tran on an anti-American track.” 

; The Soviet press, even before the storm: 
ing of the U.S. Embassy in Tehran, 
discovered elements in common between 


Islam and socialism, which they encourag- 
ed to align in a so-called Progressive Front. 
Now that the hostages are gone, the 
Soviets may find their best tack is to pursue 
that idea, concretely and actively, in Iran. 

_ “The Soviets will push for more coopera- 
tion between the fundamentalists and the 
leftists, led by the Communist Tudeh Par- 
ty,” the diplomat said. “They are no’ 
afraid of the fundamentalists because, in 
the end, the mullahs are too extreme to sur- 
vive. 

If all went according to Soviet design, the 
mullahs eventually would fall out with their 
own people and be discredited. There, 
waiting to pick up the pieces, would be the 
Tranian communists, already well ensconc- 
ed in the bureaucracy. 

What the Soviets fear, he said, are Ira- 
nian moderates, led by President Ab- 
dolhassan Bani-Sadr, and their pro- 
Western leanings. 

Another fearsome prospect, for both 
Washington and Moscow, woyld be civil 
war in Iran. 

For the time being, the Soviets have little 
choice but to wait until the Iranian situation 
stabilizes. But their stake in the outcome is 
obvious. 

Throughout the hostage crisis, the 
Soviets offered Iran economic and moral 
Support. Both were spurned. The Iranians 
even took little advantage of Soviet will- 
ingness to compensate for the Western em- 
bargo. 

‘In December, Afghan nationals stormed 
the Soviet Embassy in Tehran, provoking 
two protests from the Soviets who implied 
the action had been taken with the 
knowledge of the Iranian government. 

The Soviets received an apology, but they 
cannot have forgotten Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini’s outburst last summer, when he 
called the Soviet Union a ‘‘satanic super- 
power” along with the United States.

Looking back at the Carter years 


To the Editor: 

Now that the Carter years are over, 
how will we judge this man and his ad- 
ministration? I think the man was 
fairly decent. A good family man, and 
deeply religious. 

Although basically decent, he was 
an egotistical man who loved the 
glamour, admiration, and power of 
the presidency. 

As to his ability to lead this nation, 
it appears that the job was just too big 
for the man. Outside of his success in 
normalizing relations with the 
Republic of China, and the Camp 
David accords with Israel and Egypt, 
his administration was a dismal 
failure. 

He spoke of a strong America with a 
strong defense, but the opposite was 
the case. He followed the line to the 
left, most of the money in the wrong 
places. 

Shortly after taking office in 1977, 
one of his first priorities was to par- 
don all the yellow-backs that had fled 
to Canada and Sweden. ‘To heal the 
nation’s wounds,’ he said. He gave no 
thought to the patriotic men and 
women who served, nor to those who 
died. 

This was done even though more 
than 50,000 American servicemen lay 
under white crosses and stars of 
David. This was done even though 
legions of honorable veterans of Viet 
Nam were rejected by hoards of 
liberal pacifists and other ingrates 
that remained safely home in the 
United States. We know who they are. 
The Kennedys, the Drinans, - the 
McGoverns, The Hoffmans, The

Later on in his administration, this 
pi esident had the nerve and the gall to 
register young men for a possible 
draft, even after these pardons and 
his apparent distain for the military. 

Jimmy Carter was the Nero of 
America’s post Bicentennial years.

He waved a straw when he heard 
that a Russian army brigade was in 
place in Cuba. He fiddled away a 
strategic waterway to the Panama- 
nians, vital to the defense of the 
United States.

He waved a straw and then ordered a 
wheat embargo and an Olympic 
boycott when Russia invaded 
Afganistan. 

He played his fiddle when he was 
warned by our embassy and other 
sources to remove our people from 
Iran if the shah entered our country 
for medical treatment. 

For 444 days the Ayatollah Kho- 
meini rubbed his nose in the dirt. 

Our returnees are now home, thank 
God, but would still be hostages if a 
Carter instead of a Reagan was

seated in the White House. He cut off 
funds to friendly nations because of 
human rights and fiddled as these 
countries were taken over by leftist 
governments. Now human rights do 
not exist at all in these nations. 

He saddled the private sector and 
then hired people from the Nader 
camp further harnessing the business 
establishment, driving many into 
bankruptcy and out of business. From 
a 5.4 Ford inflation he drove inflation 
into the high double digits.

To the Editor: 

T would like to express my thanks to 
all those who helped us successfully 
launch a unique enterprise in Newton 
Upper Falls. 

In the recently restored 1852 
railroad station in Otis Pettee Square 
there is appearing the first of a series 
of photo exhibits portraying the long 
and colorful history of this village. 

It is believed that this is the first at- 
tempt by one of Newton's early 
villages to establish an exhibit reflec- 
ting its heritage. Grants to land 
ownwrs were made in Upper Falls as 
early as 1634, but it was first settled 
by the Woodward family in 1681. 

The first mill on the river in Newton 
was erected here in 1688; forerunner 
of others that would identify this as an 
industrial village for almost 300 
years. 

The current exhibit pictures the col- 
orful life of pioneer industrialist Otis 
Pettee, who beginning in 1820, was a

for the purchase of new equipment, 
books and supplies. 

The $154,724 junior high athletics 
budget would be axed by more than 20 
percent and varsity teams would face 
from one to three fewer in-city games 
and no out-of-city games. Additional- 
ly, an 18 percent reduction has been 
proposéd in per diem intramural 
salaries. 

On the senior high level, the budget 
calls for a 2.3 percent, or about $9,000, 
cut, but includes the elimination of the 
rifle and sailing teams at Newton 
North, the elimination of assistant 
tennis and ski team coaches, a 23 per- 
cent reduction in the purchase of ice 
time, the reduction of non-league 
games at Newton South, and six to 
eleven percent cuts in materials, sup- 
plies and uniform expenditures. 

“The idea is to maintain some 
semblance of programs, while cutting 
back on transportation and similar 
items ,” said Fink yesterday after- 
noon. 

Expenditures for books, supplies 
and instructional materials would fall 
by almost 15 percent or close to 
$70,000 next year, according to Fink, 
but he added that a 4.5 decline in 
enrollment this year would allow the 
amount of materials per student tore- 
main the same. Administrative and 
central office supplies, however, have 
been cut 10 percent. 


Special instructional programs, 
which include curriculum and staff 
development and special projects, 
supplementary music and drama, 
outdoor education and substitute 
teachers, would be cut by 17.1 percent 
as a group. 

Specifically, the junior high work 
study program would be eliminated, 
es would be transportation for music 
and drama. Substitute teachers would 
also face cutbacks, with no 
substitutes provided for in the high 
schools on the first day of absence. 

Teachers union president Priest 
said that the proposed over 85 percent 
reduction in teacher professional 
development days and the elimination 
of all funding for sabbaticals would 
“remove completely the opportunity 
for enrichment” of teachers. 

Overall, the only budget areas 
receiving increases were mandated 
special education and bilingual pro- 
grams; which would climb 2.7 percent 
or $121,532, operations and 
maintenance; composed primarily of 
a 10 percent or $233,572 increase in 
fuel and utility charges, and fixed 
charges; which would swell by close 
to 21 percent or $400,000 to provide for 
increasing unemployment insurance 
claims against the school depart- 


ment, 

Fink said that in those areas, where 
the school department has little or no 
fiscal control, there has been a 6.6

percent overall budget increase at the 
same time there has been ‘‘not one ad- 
ditional penny” of state aid for educa- 
tion. 

In those areas that the school 
department can control more readily, 
there has been a 2.2 percent or 
$518,357 drop in regular instruction 
and a 14.6 percent or $438,577 drop in 
all other areas, he said. 

Fink added that the projected 
$250,000 savings from a coaine of 
Claflin next September was not in- 
cluded in the budget calculations. 

At an earlier press conference, the 
superintendent said that the school 
department "had reason to believe” 
that the proposed budget would not 
have to be cut any deeper. 

He based this on the city’s belief 
that the request for $2.9 billion proper- 
ty valuation for property tax purposes 
would soon be accepted by the state. 
This, he said, would enable to school 
district to raise property tax revenue 
portion of the $37,840,000 budget while 
still obeying the 2% percent annual 
tax increase restriction under Pro- 
position 2%. 


The School Committee is scheduled 
to hold ten public meetings on the 
budget before voting on it and passing 
it along to the Board of Alderman for 
their newly-acquired right of review.

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Newton Democrats map battleplan

NEWTON—Faced with a rising nation- 
wide conservative tide, Newton Democrats 
met last night with their state party chair- 
man, Senator Chester Atkins (D-Concord), 
to get their bearings. 

“Maybe the party’s missed the boat,” 
Atkins said,‘‘We must address the needs of 
the middle-class as well as the poor.”’ 

Speaking and fielding questions from an 
audience of 30 Democrats, with the majori- 
ty from Ward 1, the state leader discussed 
the new battleplan for a regrouping of his 
ailing party and the political meaning of 
Proposition 212. 

“The party has lost any kind of organiz- 
ing principle. The only thing that’s holding 
it together are accidents of geography, 
aot and a commitment to history,”’ he 
said. 

According to Atkins, the revival of the 
once mighty Democrats will depend on the 
strengthening of grass-roots participation, 
an old feature of the party that was lost ina 
recent turn towards large special-interest 
groups and their financial clout. 

“The money came to us because we con- 
trolled everything,” he said, ‘This increas- 
ing reliance on special interests has 
perverted the purpose of the Democratic 
party.” 

He said the new aim of the state party 
would be to raise money through a large 
base of small contributors, a practice, he 
acknowledged, at which the new 
Republicans have become very proficient. 

This failure ‘‘to adapt institutional struc- 
tures to today’s realities and the political 
technology of the times,” he said, was “a 
great fault of ours and we paid dearly for it 
on election day.” 

He also called on city and ward commit- 
tees to “harness the energy of people who 


take the programs for granted” and lead 
the fight to save them. 

“At some point, we have to say that we 
believe with what the party's been saying 
and do our part,”’ said Atkins, referring to 
both volunteer and financial support. 

Several Ward 1 Democratic officials, 
however, attributed at least some of the 
state party's current financial problems on 
its continuing emphasis on high-priced 
fund-raising events which tend to shut out 
many potential Democratic supporters. 

Atkins said that the party would try to 
respond with lower priced events but 
stressed that they would also continue the 
higher-priced fundraisers that tend to be 
the most profitable. 


The state democratic party's empty cof- 
fers were felt on both sides, with the city 
party treasurer reporting a city committee 
balance of only $10 and Atkins saying that 
state staffers have gone without pay for the 
past three months. 

Ted Gross, Democratic City Committee 
Treasurer, charged that the state organiza- 
tion has failed to live up to prior financial 
support commitments. 

“With a record like that, how can we ex- 
pect the state committee to work with the 
city committee?”’ Gross said. 

Atkins said that some of these problems 
were the result of an earlier administra- 
tion, but said that all other obligations had 
been met to city committees. 

With regard to the passage of Proposition 
2%, Atkins said that the party must read 
the results as a middle-class reaction 
against rising taxes while in a time of 
declining standards of living. 

“The reason 2% happened is that people 
want more services for themselves, less for 
everyone else and close to zero taxes. Peo- 
ple have been encouraged by the political 


system to think this can happen,” he said. 

According to Atkins, the Democratic par- 
ty has yet to develop ‘‘a creative response”’ 
to this feeling, other than maintaining that 
taxes are necessary to support desired pro- 
grams. 

He added, however, that while the party 
must adapt and end the era of ‘intellectual 
bankruptcy,” it must continue to hold onto 
the twin principles of Keynesian economics 
and social welfare. 

According to Atkins, government must 
return to the use of Keynesian economics, 
which were discarded under former Presi- 
dent Carter, to create new jobs, while at the 
same time providing the elderly and 
unemployed middle-class and the poor with 
“a dignified and decent life.” 

“Tt used to be a politics of more, but now 
there are limits. In the past we've had to 
allocate the benefits of growth, now we 
have to allocate the losses,” he said. 

Atkins said that during the upcoming 
state platform convention in April the party 
will develop a more-detailed position on the 
issues, while at the same time move away 
from trying to resolve irreconcilable issues 
such as nuclear power and abortion 
through debate. 

“These issues are the stuff of four or five’ 
hours debate and I’ve never known anyone 
to change their position through debate,” 
he said, adding that the party should con- 
centrale its energy on issues which ‘“‘we can 
affect.” 


“We should build a consensus of those 
who call themselves Democrats, rather 
than dividing into subgroups,”’ he said. 

On February 21, all registered Newton 
Democrats can attend a caucus at the 
Bigelow Junior High School to elect 
delegates to the platform convention in Spr- 
ingfield. The meeting will begin at 2 pm.

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The last crank telephones in America

BRYANT POND, Maine (UPI) — 
Most folks in Bryant Pond don’t 
bother with things like telephone 
numbers. They just crank up the old 
phone on the wall and ask the 
operator to call the neighbor. 

The lakeside community of 1,000 
residents in western Maine is the only 
town in the nation which still uses 
crank phones. But Elden Hathaway, 
the owner of the Byant Pond 
Telephone Co., says it may not be long 
before his customers have to start 
getting used to the new-fangled dials 
and push buttons, like other 
Americans. 

After 30 years in the business, he 
says he is looking for a buyer for his 


tiny company. 

“T’'m not going to keep it too much 
longer, my overhead's too high hav- 
ing to pay the operators,” said 
Hathaway, 63, whose livingroom 
serves as the company's main office. 

“I won't go automated, but 
somebody else will,” he predicted. 

The phone company had 31 lines 
when the weathered, bearded 
Hathaway bought it in 1951. His phone 
number is 32. The system now has 208 
lines serving 440 customers, or about 
700 residents, most of them sharing 
party lines. 

“Operator, can I help you?” 
answers Linda Fraser. 

The ‘‘drop” on the antique wooden 
switchboard had fallen over hole 122. 
Number 122 had just cranked, wan- 


ting to talk to 155. 
“I'm sorry, that number's busy,"’ 
Mrs. Fraser said, 


There was already a wire plugged 
into hole 155. 

“T think a lot of people in town 
couldn't cope if we weren't here,” the 
operator said. “They ask for names, 
they don’t even know people's 
numbers. 

‘And we're always asked what time 
the church service starts, the dump 
hours and the library hours,” she 
said. “Old people take naps and ask 
us not to ring them for a couple of 
hours.” 


Bryant Pond became the last crank 
system in the country last year, after 
residents of Grand River, Iowa, voted 


121-73 to go modern. 

The system can call all over the 
world, Cards listing toll calls are pun- 
ched on a time clock for billing pur- 
poses, 

“T've gotten Belgium quicker than 
West Paris sometimes," said Mrs. 
Fraser. 

Belgium is the European country. 
The town of West Paris is eight miles 
away. Other nearby western Maine 
towns include Norway, Mexico and 
Peru. 


Hathaway, who worked for 40 years 
on the Grand Trunk Railroad, keeps 
an old caboose on his side yard’ — 
equipped with beds, a gas stove 
bought for ‘‘a half-gallon of vodka” 
and a crank phone. A friend recently 


slept there ‘‘when his wife kicked him 
out.”” 

His cluttered house is filled with 
vintage telephones, wall models with 
two mounted bells and “candlesticks” 
— thin hand-held desk models popular 
in the 1930s. Kids call them ‘Bonnie 
and Clydes.”” 

At the nearby Boiler Room 
restaurant, a candlestick sits on the 
bar. 

“It’s worth every penny of the ag- 
gravation,” said co-owner Louise 
Robiller. “It’s a bastion of Americana 
they haven’t done away with, and it 
would be a shame if they did.” 

The phone company switchboard is 
staffed by two people from 8 a.m. un- 
til 9 p.m. A solo operator handles the 
overnight shift. 


“At 11:30 at night they pull the night 
alarm and go to sleep on the couch,’ 
Hathaway said. ‘‘My two daughters 
each work three nights a week, and 
my wife works the other night.” 

The sleeping operators are never 
alone, Two bulldogs, Beauty and Mag- 
gie, camp out on the floor. 

Hathaway says he has had several 
offers from other small telephone 
companies and individuals, but is no 
Tush to sell out. 

“Whenever the price and the time is 
right," he said. 

But he confessed, ‘‘It’ll be a sad day 
for me when I have to give it up and 
she goes automated, and a lot of peo- 
ple feel the same way.

Some students 
switching from 
‘Killer’ to ‘Kisser.’ 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — Make love not war 
was the motto Thursday at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, where several students played “Kisser’’ 
— a peaceful version of the college fad game 
“Killer.” 

Kisser, unlike its violent counterpart, involves 
undergrads exchanging chocolate candy kisses in- 
stead of shots from a toy dart gun. 

The game was originated by Kevin Sidel as a pro- 
test to the 330 plastic gun toting Killer players who 
are roving around the Penn campus seeking to 
“assassinate’’ each other. 

Sidel, a senior, questioned the educational and 
moral value of Killer, which he said was striking 
fear into the hearts of many undergraduates as well 
as promoting violence as an acceptable means of 
behavior. 

“We are playing Kisser to point out that people 
can get together and have fun without shooting each 
other,” he said. ‘Killer doesn’t say much about us| 
— the future leaders of society — when it Supports] 
death and violence.” ' 

Penn’s Killer game began last Friday as an of- 
ficial senior class activity. Each of the players who 
signed up received a toy gun which shoots rubber-, 
tipped darts and the name of a victim to be shot in| 
front of two witnesses. 

The “corpse” then passes on the name of his 
assigned victim to the killer. The game ends when 
only one person remains. 

Sidel said he objects to Killer’s intent, but 
acknowledges its right to exist. He has met with 
University President Martin Meyerson, however, 
to discuss Killer's effect on campus life. 

Meyerson announced Monday he personally 
found Killer ‘‘morally offensive,"’ but said he would 
not abolish the game unless a participant was in- 
jured. 

Many Kisser participants said Killer was desen- 
sitizing students to violence, something they say is 
areality on the Penn campus. 

“People are getting mugged or even killed all the 
time around here and it just doesn’t help to have 
students running around with guns,” said student 
Shirley Rabir, a Kisser enthusiast.

FAITH...and amazing hope

NORWOOD — The young woman sat in the pew at St. 
Catherine's Church on a recent Wednesday night and pa- 
tiently waited for the faith healing service to begin. 

The same could not be said for her small son. 

Like many boys his age, he bobbed up and down, asked 
an endless barrage of questions and curiously watched as 
the men and women stepped in from the cold to take their 
seats. 

Towards the front of the church, a half dozen 
parishioners were poised in wheelchairs. It was not long 
before every available bench was filled. 

Soon the woman was noticed by a passing friend. 
“What are you doing here,” she was asked. The woman 
smiled slightly and gestured to her son. 

Tt was now evident he was ynlike other children. 

A hearing aid could be seen beneath his blond hair. His 
speech was heavy and slow. His only audible word was 
“mommy.” 

The woman pulled her son to her lap as she noticed 
movement on the altar. 

A stout woman stood upon the altar and intoned a 
Catholic littany to the crowd which had swelled to over 
900. The refrain echoed through the church. 

As the ritual ended, the woman in the pew joined the 
crowd in making the sign of the cross. Then, holding her 
son's small hand, she helped him perform the same sim- 
ple act. 

A guitarist, accompanied by five singers, led the crowd 
in song. The sound of the Catholic hymn floated through 
the church. A scattering of worshippers raised their 
arms with the chorus “I will praise him.” 

The woman raised her son’s arms. He smiled and tried 
to sing along. 

Arms rose and fell throughout the song. 

A white-haired priest appeared and introduced the 
man whom the people had patiently awaited: Father Ed- 
ward McDonough, a Redemptorist priest who has 
travelled the world performing healing services for 
countless believers. 

As he walked across the altar in a flowing white robe, 
he was greeted by a standing ovation and applause, senti- 
ment rarely seen in a Catholic Church. 

He began to speak in quiet, measured tones. 

“Let us begin by turning to Jesus,” he said. ‘He won't 
force himself on us; we have to come to him." He held 
out his arms as another hymn began. 

The priest was short and stocky, his brown hair streak- 
ed with gray. He did not fit the mold of a faith healer. 

He was not a pulpit thumping Elmer Gantry, 
gesticulating wildly with fire in his eyes, Nor did he have 
the poise or oratorical polish of a Billy Graham. 

But still they came. 


“Jesus walks among us tonight,’’ he called out. ‘Let 
the blind see and the deaf hear. Heal every kind of 
sickness; heal cancer and diabetes.”” 

Many closed their eyes and softly prayed as he con- 
tinued. 

“Let your kindness and goodness come upon us.”’ 

The crowd joined him ina ‘Hail Mary.” 

After the prayer he called out to the people, 

“Take out your hearing aids and see if you can hear 
better.” 

“Can anyone hear better,?” he asked. 

A handful of elderly people rose and began to walk 
towards the altar. 

“That's Mary,” said a woman breathlessly, ‘Praise 
the Lord.” 

The priest recited a list of maladies and more walked 
up the aisles to stand upon the altar. 

The priest left the altar and walked into the crowd 
where dozens rose to form lines at each aisle. He walked 
over to an elderly woman, touched her forehead, and 
softly murmured a prayer. She immediately jolted and 
staggered back. He touched another and she dropped mo- 
tionless to the floor. 

She lay there as he reached to touch another, she too 
fell back. They crowded about him as he bent to bless a 
boy ina wheelchair. 

- Another hymn began and the church erupted into fer- 
vent song. 

Parishioners were falling by the scores and the aisle 
was now littered with bodies. As some rose slowly, others 
would fall. 

He walked slowly to the rear of the church, a white 
robe ina sea of the faithful. 

Men and women fell back into the arms of friends. 
Others fell with a loud thump into the pews. Many crowd- 
ed out of the benches as he passed. 

He touched some and sprinkled others with holy water. 

A young woman with a walker pushed it aside and, with 
tears streaming down her cheeks, struggled to walk. 
Shouts of ‘Praise Jesus’ rippled through the crowd as 
she moved awkwardly towards the altar. 

There was a flurry of motion and song, Catholicism 
with a tinge of the Southern Baptist. It was an unusual 
scene for this conservative religion, accustomed to Sun- 
day Masses of hushed reverence. 

The priest worked his way towards the front of the 
church where another line formed to meet him. He bent 
to bless the woman as she held her son in her arms. She 
fell to the floor, releasing the boy. As he stood up, the 
priest bent over and whispered in his ear. 

“T don’t know what it is about that guy,” said a man 
standing nearby. ‘He's been in London and Ireland and 
all over, but he’s really humble.” The man seemed 
strangely out of place. He was tall and sturdy with a 


street-wise manner. More a bodyguard than a believer. 

He said he was an outlaw from the Catholic Church for 
30 years. ‘But I'd rather not talk about that,” he said 
sheepishly. 

The man was interupted as the priest climbed to the 
lectern. ‘Let's hear about some of the healings,” he said. 

More than a dozen of the faithful lined up to tell of their 
experiences, 

“Tan hear a little better,” said a man named Albert to 
the sound of applause. 

“It's like someone turned up an amplifier," said a 
young woman. “I’m just praying God I had a healing.” 

Some bent over and spoke of cured backs while others 
raised arms once rife with arthritis. All to the sound of 
applause and ‘‘Praise the Lord.” 

The service ended as it had begun, with song. 

As the woman prepared to leave she was asked if the 
service helped her son. ‘‘I don’t know,” she said softly, 
“he’s half asleep.” She helped him with his coat and plac- 
ed a bright wool hat on his head. Her eyes filled with 
tears. 

“T've been to these before,” she said, ‘‘and I’ve had my 
hopes. But this time I think something happened.” 

In the sacristy Fr. McDonough pulled the white 
cassock over his head and eased his frame into a gray 
folding chair. Parishoners gathered about and listened 
intently to his words. 

“It's a movement where you awaken people to the gift 
of the Holy Spirit," he said. 

He spoke of his initiation to faith healing while he was a 
pastor in Roanoke, Va., in the early 1970's, His interest in 
the movement, and his following, increased as he moved 
north to Mission Hill Church in Roxbury. 

He is humble when he speaks of his healing services. 
“Some priests are teachers and others are writers,” he 
said. “The Lord has given me this.”” 

The priest said the charismatic service is not a new 
movement but one which has been an integral part of the 
Catholic Church for a millenium. 

“Tt sort of began to wane,” he said, “but the spirit of 
God in the church brought it back.” Although he said 
many bishops and pastors are reluctant to adopt this 
emotionalism, McDonough is confident “‘it has no way to 
go but up.”” 

As he put on his overcoat and walked from the church 
to an awating car he said he was often troubled by his 
busy schedule. He said he rarely has the time to take his 
own phone calls. 

Opening the door to the car he called out into the chilly 
night. ‘‘Why don't you join us sometime.”

Waltham five 
wins second

The second one was a lot easier than 
the first. 

After waiting almost a full year for 
a win, Waltham won its second 
basketball game of the season and se- 
cond within two days Friday night as 
the Hawks tripped Weymouth North, 
60-54, at the Dr. Cohn Gym. 

The win also allows Waltham (2-11) 
to climb out of the Suburban League 
cellar for the first time this year.

And like the Hawks first win, this 
triumph was a total team effort. 
Center Dave Kaufman was the main 
man both offensively and defensively 
as he scored 14 points (10 in the se- 
cond half), pulled down 16 rebounds 
and blocked six shots.

Waltham broke on top, 13-10, after 
the first quarter of play and held toa 
slim lead throughout the contest. 

At the half, the Hawks led, 32-27, 
and later increased the lead to seven, 
45-38, after three. Weymouth North 
outscored Waltham, 16-15, in the final 
quarter, but it was not enough. The 
visitors did not have the guns to make 
up a seven-point deficit. 

John Hickey and Mark Barnett pac- 
ed Weymouth North with 12 and 11 
points respectively. 

Newton No. 56, Weymouth So. 53 

Senior Co-Capt. Bob Billings scored 
10 points in the opening quarter to 
hoist Newton North into a 22-10 lead 
and then had to hit a three-point play 
with just 16 seconds remaining in the 
game to give Newton North a 56-53 
Suburban League win over Weymouth 
South Saturday at Weymouth. 

The win raises the Tigers’ record to 
10-4 and leaves them in a third place 
tie with Quincy, each a game behind 
second place North Quincy. In order 
to qualify for post-season play, 
Newton must win 70-percent of its 
games, or four of its remaining six. 

“Everything just seemed to go in,’”” 
said Newton North Coach Jerry 
Philips of his club’s dominant first- 
quarter run.

But Weymouth South (4-6 league 
record), chipped at Newton's lead, 
making up four points in the second 
quarter and then erasing it complete- 
ly by way of a 21-11 third frame. 

“Our defense broke down and we 
got into foul trouble,” said Phillips of 
Newton's third quarter lapse. In the 
quarter, Weymouth South went to the 
foul line 10 times, helping them to 
take a two-point 43-41 lead into the 
final quarter. } 

The Tigers, however, still had 
enough gas in them to rebound for a 
solid fourth quarter. 

“We played better defense and we 
started to shoot well again,” noted 
Phillips of his team’s fourth quarter 
turnaround. Yet Weymouth South 
refused to buckle, as the lead swayed 
back and fourth for the duration of the 
quarter. 

Newton's Bill Carter tied the game 
at 47 with 1:30 remaining, the first of 
three ties down the home stretch. 
Brian Smith then put South right back 
into the lead, 49-47, but Lee Gilliam 
swiftly erased the deficit with a 
bucket of his own. 

Greg Dunn gave Weymouth another 
two-point margin, yet Gilliam had 
other ideas. The forward hit on his 
fourth hoop of the evening to knot the 
game for a final time. 

Greg Duran put Weymouth atop for 
the last time in this see-saw battle by 
connecting on two free throws with 
just 40 seconds left. Then it was Bill- 


ings doing what he does best -score 
points.

The 1981 class will bring to 110 the 
all-time football standouts who have 
bronze busts and biographies in the 
Hall of Fame.

Hall of Fame game that traditionally 


kicks off the exhibition season. This 
year’s game pits the Cleveland 
Browns against the Atlanta Falcons. 

The four inductees were chosen by 
the hall's 29-member Board of Selec- 
tors, which is made up of media 
representatives from each NFL city, 
at its annual meeting in New Orleans 
the day before the Super Bowl. 

Blanda, whose pro football career 
lasted longer than any other player, 
was the only 1981 selection named in 
his first season of eligibility following 
the mandatory five-year waiting 
period after retirement.

NEWTON CENTRE — Mayor and 
Mrs. Theodore Mann of Newton open- 
ed their home to their friends and 
neighbors last week for a Newton 
“Housewarming Party,"’ a residen- 
tial energy conservation program of- 
fered free to all residents. 

The program, co-sponsored by Lt. 
Governor Tom O'Neill, is the 
outgrowth of a successful pilot pro- 
gram run in Newton Corner last Oc- 
tober. 

Now, a $15,106 grant from the Mass. 
Executive Office of Communities and 
Development (Mass. Conservation 
Assistance Fund) has enabled the 
Energy Commission to offer the pro- 
gram to every resident of the city. 

A “Housewarming Party” is an in- 
formal gathering of Newton residents 
in a neighbor's home where they are 
taught how to save money on their 
energy bills through a slide show 
presentation and hands-on 
demonstrations of low-cost, do-it- 
yourself. weatherization techniques. 
Higher priced untertakings, such as 
insulation and heating system altera- 
tions, are also discussed. 

“As far as we know, Newton 
Housewarming is the first time a city 
has offered its residents free informa- 
tion and hands-on experience in how 
to make their homes more energy ef- 
ficient in the friendly and informal at- 
mosphere of a neighbor's home," 
Mayor Mann said. “This is an effort to 
get neighbors interested in energy 
conservation by learning together and 
then going ahead and actually doing 
the work that is needed.”” 


Any resident of Newton is eligible to 
host a party. The host family will 
receive a free energy audit if at least 
10 households are represented at their 
party. 

All those attending receive free 
caulking guns and discounts for 
energy-saving materials and services 
as well as the educational presenta- 
tion. To schedule a Housewarming 
Party, call 552-7057. 

Three energy companies have 
donated their time to the program and 
will conduct the parties and provide 
the free energy audits for the hosts’ 
homes, The companies are The 
Energy Bank, Cambridge; 
Energyworks, Inc., Newton; and 
Home Energy Centers, Inc., 
Needham. 

O'Neill said, “Over the past two 
years, my office has assisted dozens 
of communities in implementing 
locally initiated energy conservation 
education projects. Of those, 
Newton's “Housewarming” approach 
is clearly innovative, and its pilot pro- 
gram proved beyond a doubt that it 
works,” 

“The Housewarming pilot in 
Newton Corner in October was run by 
the Energy Commission to test its 
feasibility as a citywide program,” 
said Barbara Kopans, Housewarming 
chairwoman and commission 
member. ‘Evaluations filled out by 
participants and a follow up telephone 
survey indicated that of the 300 par- 
ticipants, at ieast 80 percent took con- 
servation steps in their home as a 
direct result of their participation.”

Art takes to the roads of New England 


By the Arts Council 


An ambitious and highly successful 
touring program — -for paintings, 
photographs and other visual arts 
such as film and crafts — took to the 
roads of New England less than a 
year ago. 

“We created the touring program to 
fill a gap,” says Greer Markle, direc- 
tor of the program for the New 
England Foundation for the Arts 
(NEFA). “While we saw lots of lively 
programming in the performing arts, 
we saw little similar activity in the 
visual arts. This touring program en- 
courages sharing the rich resources 
found within New England.” 

Non-profit institutions such as 
libraries, schools, historical societies, 
museums, galleries, community 
centers and the like are eligible to 
host the various exhibitions sponsored 
by NEFA. Corporations involved in 
community activities may also apply. 

Among the 16 shows now on the 
NEFA roster are an excellent series 
of early 20th Century English posters 
which champion women's rights, 
more than 100 photographs which 
document a century of life for the 
Brule Sioux on the Rosebud Reserva- 
tion in South Dakota, delightful turn- 
of-the-century American circus 
posters, the stark photographs of 
Walker Evans, two animated films by 
independent filmmakers, and a series 
of rubbings from 17th to early 19th 
century gravestones. . yf 

“Small museums like ours especial- 
ly appreciate the touring program 
because it gives us an opportunity to 
host shows that we don’t have the 
resources to organize ourselves, 
says Joy Gordon of the Danforth 
Museum in Framingham, current 
home of another NEFA exhibition, 
Picasso’s “Vollard Suite,” a series of 
100 etchings done by the artist bet- 
ween 1930 and 1937. 

“Sometimes,” says Gordon,” the 
NEFA program enables us to extend 
the life of an exhibition that we have 
organized, Some time ago, we 
developed a show called ‘Images of 
the Alaskan Eskimo’’. Now on the 
NEPA circuit, the exhibition includes 
photographs and artifacts which 
reveal Eskimo life today. - 

“Without the touring program, 
Gordon continues, ‘such objects 
would be in dark storerooms rather 
than on display for public view.’ 

Markle reports that NEFA is cur- 
rently broadening the scope of its ex 


hibition exchange program. “Right 
now, we are moving into a new area to 
encourage the exchange of exhibi- 
tions. Organizations who want to ex- 
change, borrow or rent an exhibition 
not on our list from another New 
England institution can apply to us for 
50 percent of the rental fee as well as 
for transportation and fine arts in- 
surance costs.” 

NEFA will also Supply a substantial 
portion of the funds needed to develop 
a new exhibition for touring. “‘We look 
at proposals twice a year and our next 
deadling is Feb. 27,” says Markle. 

“Our goal is to identify a variety of 
exhibitions that deal both with con- 
temporary and historical objects. The 
final selection will include shows 
which appeal to different audiences 
and which require different levels of 
security. For instance, while some 
will need museum protection, others 
can be installed in community center 
lounges."" 

Once the shows have been selected, 
NEFA publishes a booklet describing 
them to potential sponsors. Rental 
fees are kept low, ranging from $100- 
500 per month. NEFA furnishes 
transportation and insurance and 
publicity materials. Those interested 
in developing or obtaining an exhibi- 
tion should call 492-2914 or write: The 
New England Foundation for the 
Arts, 25 Mt. Auburn St., Cambridge, 
Mass, 02138. 

“We are very interested in shows 
which feature contemporary New 
England artists,”’says Markle. 

One such show is a major craft ex- 
hibition by faculty and alumni of the 
famous Haystack Mountain School of 
Crafts located in Deer Isle, Me. 

Fourteen distinguished artists from 
Massachusetts are among those 
represented in the Haystack exhibi- 
tion. 

The show, not scheduled to open un- 
til March at the Bowdoin College 
Museum of Art in Maine, has already 
been requested by the Rose Art 
Museum at Brandeis University in 
Waltham, the Rhode Island School of 
Design in Providence, the William 
Benton Gallery at the University of 
Connecticut in Storrs, and the Clark 
Art Institute in Williamstown. 


NEFA’s programs extend far 
beyond the visual arts. Touring pro- 
grams in the various performing arts 
are proven successes. New plans are 
underway for promoting literature; 
and some NEFA staff members are 


pursuing the possibility of regional in- 
dependent film festivals. 

NEFA is an organization funded by 
the six state arts agencies in Connec- 
ticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Ver- 
mont and the National Endowment 
for the Arts. 

“The programs of the foundation — 
of which we are a member — make 
good economic sense,” says Anne 
Hawley, executive director of the 


Mass. State Arts Council. ‘The 
resources of the region are being 
made available to more people. 

A single exhibition can be used by 
several organizations, reducing 
duplication of effort. Living artists 
have their work seen — and 
sometimes purchased — while they 
can still enjoy such benefits. You 
can't lose when a program makes 
dollars go further and benefits more 
and more people."’ 
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Captain Israel Seymour, who presumably fought in the Revolution, escaped 
the redcoats only to be struck by lightning.

AMC charged with making unsafe Jeeps 


DETROIT (UPI) — 
American Motors 
Corp already 
wracked by massive 
sales losses, now 
faces accusations its 
Jeep CJ models are 
unsafe and suscepti- 
ble to rollover 
crashes that have 
resulted in numerous 
deaths and injuries. 

AMC paid more 
than §9 million in 
court settlements in- 
volving Jeep ac- 
cidents since 1973, 
and at least 17 other 
lawsuits are pending, 
a copyright story in 


the Sunday editions 
of the Detroit Free 
Press said. 

The troubled com- 
pany, which recently 
joined forces with 
French automaker 
Renault, is repcrted- 
ly appealing a §2.2 
million verdict and 
has paid off other 
Jeep accident’ vic- 
tims — on the condi- 
tion they do not 
reveal terms of the 
settlement. 

The data came 
from a study of court 
files and interviews

automaker is having 
difficulty defending 
itself against Jeep 
safety lawsuits.

Safety Research In- 
stitute found that 
such vehicles — par-

The study, which 
received new atten- 
tion recently when it 
was featured on the 
CBS television pro- 
gram ‘60 Minutes,” 
also found »he Jeep 
CJ design did not ade- 
quately protect 
passengers in 
rollover accidents 
and concluded ‘the 
stability, crashwor- 
thiness and occupant 


protection features of 
utility vehicles need 
to be improved.” 


Although the Na- 
tional Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Ad- 
ministration has 
found no specific pro- 
blem with the Jeep 
CJ or its roll bar pro- 
tection system, the 
agency is studying 
the rollover situation 
in all utility vehicles.

Promotion of 


alcohol-run 
cars urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The govern- 
ment should promote the manufacture and 
use of cars that burn pure alcohol, the Na- 
tional Alcohol Fuels Commission said 
recently in its farewell report. 

The report, issued as the panel went out 
of business, also said use of the alcohol- 
gasoline mixture gasohol can save oil, and 
it called for more public subsidies for pro- 
duction and consumption of grain and wood 
alcohol fuels. 

James Childress, the commission’s ex- 
ecutive director, told reporters that more 
subsidies are needed to get a significant 
number of pure alcohol vehicles on the 
American roads. 

“We do, in fact, have to develop pure 
alcohol vehicles for the nation,” he said. “I 
think that the private sector has to be con- 
vinced this is not a federal boondoggle.”” 

The report suggested federal purchase 
Guarantees to auto manufacturers to en- 
courage them to produce 50,000 such 
vehicles a year. It also asked for tax incen- 
tives, particularly to private vehicle fleet 
operators, to persuade them to purchase 
alcohol fueled vehicles. 

Fleets account for 10 percent to 12 per- 
cent of the country’s vehicles, Childress 
said. 

The Energy Department and the new 
U.S. Synthetic Fuels Corp. already sub- 
sidize commercial production of ethanol 
and methanol, and gasohol — a blend of 10 
Percent grain alcohol and 90 percent 
gasoline — gets federal and state tax 
breaks to make it competitive with 
gasoline. 

In addition to outright subsidies, 
Childress said changes are needed in the 
Clean Air Act because some of its provi- 
sions are standing in the way of alcohol fuel 
use. 

He said widespread use of alcohol ‘would 
probably be an environmental benefit.” 

The alcohol commission was created by 
Congress 18 months ago and charged with 
studying the potential contribution of 
alcohol to national energy needs. It quickly 
became the countrys prinicpal gasohol pro- 
motion group. 

It was chaired by former Sen. Byrch 
Bayh, D-Ind., and weighted heavily toward 
farm state interests. Former Sens. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., and Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, were members.

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Class sizes may rise

NEWTON — The proposed layoff 
of close to 100 classroom teachers, 
aides and specialists next year would 
mean rising class sizes, cutbacks in 
art, music, and physical education 
programs, and fewer high school elec- 
tives, 

Speaking before the School Com- 
mittee Monday at the third round of 
FY82 budget deliberations, school of- 
ficials outlined specific staffing cuts 
that would leave the Newton school 
system with “much less flexibility .*' 

“T can assure you that lots you see 
now, you won't see next year,” said 
School Superintendent Aaron Fink, 
who spent most of the three-hour 
meeting defending cuts he found ‘‘ex- 
tremely difficult” to make. 

The proposed $37,840,000 FY82 


budget, which is $177,000 less than the 
current one, calls for a system-wide 
staffing cut of 20 percent that includes 
54 secondary teachers, 19 elementary 
teachers, 13 teacher aides and 5 
elementary specialists. 

According to Fink, while the ‘exact 
impact” of the staffing cuts on ex- 
isting programs would not be known 
until scheduling is completed, 
average class size would increase by 
eight percent at the high school level 
and between seven and eight percent 
in the elementary and junior high 
schools. 

On the high school level, Newton 
North would lose 24 teachers. Newton 
South would gain 16, due to the addi- 
tion of a ninth grade class. 

On the junior high school level, 46 
teachers would face layoffs, including 
four from Bigelow, five from from 
Warren, 23 from Weeks (due to its 


closing at year's end) and 16 from 
Meadowbrook (due to its transfer of a 
ninth grade class to Newton South 
next year). 

Assistant Director For Programs 
Helen Randolph outlined the conse- 
quences of the proposed cut of two 
English specialists, 1.5 physical 
education specialists, 1.2 music 
specialists, .8 librarians and .5 art 
specialists. 

According to Randolph, physical 
education staffers would have to 
cover three rather than the present 
two schools, instrumental work in 
music would be reduced to strictly in- 
troductory lessons covering four 
rather than eight instruments, and 
some art class offerings would be 
limited by the cutback in available 
lesson-preparation time for teachers. 

Additionally, one English specialist 
currently working with the Primary 


Intervention Reading Program 
(PIRP) would be eliminated, and her 
training and asssessment work would 
be transferred from the central office 
to individual schools. 

Several committee members ques- 
tioned the cost-effectiveness of ex- 
tremely small class sizes in many 
high school electives and suggested 
the need to curtail the number of 
course offerings in order to allow 
smaller class sizes in basic courses. 

“Can we justify classes of four, five 
or ten?” said Committeman Howard 
Spergel. ‘They have to know that any 
course may or may not be justifiable 
in terms of the constraints we're 
working under.” 

Fink, however, stressed the need 
for “richness” in the high school cur- 
riculum provided by limited-

Mayor predicts 400 jobs will go

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
has said ‘approximately 400 positions 
between the school and municipal 
sides” will be cut as a result of Pro- 
position 242. 

Tn an interview on Sunday, the chief 
executive echoed statements he made 
at a State House hearing on Proposi- 
tion 2% Thursday. 

At a crowded first public hearing on 
the tax-cutting mandate at the State 
House’s Gardner Auditorium, the 
mayor told the Legislature’s Joint 
Committee on Taxation that “very 
few people on the street will believe it, 
until it happens to their own families 
they don't believe what they read in 
the newspapers.” 

Proposition 242, voted into law by 


Massachusetts voters last fall, aims 
at cutting local property taxes. 
Municipal authorities have warned 
the law will force severe reductions in 
local services, Newton voters narrow- 
ly opposed the measure. Statewide, 
the vote was 3-2 in favor of the tax 
cap. 

Nearly $2 million has already been 
cut from Newton's nonschool fiscal- 
year 1982 budget. No estimates of 
where personnel cuts in each depart- 
ment will occur have been officially 
released by the Executive Depart- 
ment. 

The School Department's fiscal- 
year 1982 budget proposal calls for the 
elimination of 176 positions. This 
means approximately 224 full-time 
positions will be eliminated from the 
nonschool side of the ledger. 


All eyes have turned to the State 
House for changes in the law to lessen 
its impact on municipal services. Last 
week’s hearing was the first of five 
meetings on its effects. 

Mann, the first mayor to testify, 
said pension payments and funding 
Must be exempted from the con- 
straints of 242. Calling pensions, ‘‘a 
time bomb facing each and every city 
in the Commonwealth,” Mann said 
pension costs will consume a larger 
percentage of the fixed funding 
available to cities and towns unless 
such an exemption is authorized. 

Pointing to the ‘“‘last-in, first-out” 
seniority system, Mann forecast, 
“The majority of our labor and public 
safety forces will be composed of 
employees averaging 50-55 years of 
age."’ Responding to a question from 


State Sen. William Owens, Mann said 
the rule may have an adverse impact 
on minority workers. 

Repeating a call for level-funded 
state and county budgets, Mann warn- 
ed the legislators to “avoid any 
misconceived notion that 24 was not 
intended to control state and county 
spending.” 

Mann asked that $300 to $500 million 
in anticipated revenue growth from 
state income taxes be distributed 
back to cities and towns. 

The mayor also called for legisla- 
tion that would allow each city and 
town to determine its own value for 
the purposes of implementing Pro- 
position 242. The city is currently ap- 
pealing a State Department of 
Revenue decision which local officials 
say undervalues Newton's property. 


Auditor gives city high rating

NEWTON — The city's system of 
financial management received high 
marks from an independent auditor 
on Monday night. 

Robert Quinn, representing the 
auditing firm of Laventhol and Hor- 
wath, was asked how Newton com- 
pares to other local cities and towns in 
its financial management on a scale 
of 1 to 10. 

“I would probably say a 9.8,” 
answered Quinn. 

Quinn was presenting a yearly 
financial and management report 
commissioned by the city to the alder- 
manic Finance Committee. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan question- 


ed Quinn on certain procedures in the 
city treasurer's office. Her concern 
stemmed from testimony given dur- 
ing the trial of Diana Ossinger that in- 
volved the treasurer’s office. 

Mrs. Ossinger was found innocent 
of cashing 58 of Mayor Theodore 
Mann's paychecks at the treasurer's 
office while serving as the mayor's 
personal secretary. During her three- 
week trial in East Cambridge District 
Court, Ossinger’s defense attorney, 
Thomas Troy, repeatedly cited 
abuses at the treasurer's office. 

Sheehan asked Quinn, ‘‘Is it accep- 
table to have a vault open or accessi- 
ble during the day?” 

Quinn replied, ‘‘It depends on the 
situation and circumstances, but in 
the interest of protecting assets I

would recommend it be kept closed.” 

Asked about whether training for 
tellers in the clerk’s office should be 
required, Quinn said such recommen- 
dations are not part of the audit func- 
tion. He added, “I think our internal 
control is good.” 

The treasurer's office offers City 
Hall employees the opportunity to 
cash checks on a_ weekly basis. 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi reported- 
ly has said he would rather not have 
the check-cashing service in his 
department. 

Alderman Richard McGrath said 
having the money for that service 
located in Newton City Hall puts a 
burden on night employees in the 
building and ‘makes vulnerable other 
valuable documents.” McGrath ask- 
ed Quinn if he would advocate the 
abandonment of the service. 

The auditor replied, “If the benefits 
to employees are negligible, I would 
me to see this removed from City 

all.” 


Quinn mentioned his report ad- 
vocates “no changes in the pro- 
cedures of treasurer's office or it 
would be part of the report.” 

Alderman Sheehan complained that 
parts of this year’s $14,000 report 
were repeated word for word from 
last year’s report. 

“T see a repetition of recommenda- 
tions from year to year, why do we 
need such an audit?” questioned 
Sheehan. 

Quinn said, ‘‘It’s our duty to keep 
hammering away and hammering 
aya until you do something about 
it?” 

The auditor recommended a system 
of surprise spot audits be performed 
on various city departments three or 
four times each year. 

“Tt would be a much more powerful 
instrument and deterrent if internal 
audits are carried out on a spot 
basis,”’ said Quinn. ‘It would be a bet- 
ter way to safeguard and button down 
some possibilities.”

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A windmill 
on his mind

NEWTONVILLE — As its two 
blades whir atop the roof of his 
backyard garage, Gerard Gentile 
studies the movement of his windmill 
and thinks about the future. He thinks 
of his 1-year-old grandchild and of 
finite energy supplies. 

A quiet testimonial to his concerns 
about the future, Gentile hopes his 
windmill will inspire others to seek 
alternative energy sources. 

“No matter how you look at it,” 
Gentile says, ‘our resources are 
limited. But the sun isn't and the wind 
isn't.” 

Appropriately enough, his next pro- 
ject will be a solar cell. 

As far as Gentile and Paul Foley, 
senior. building inspector for the 
Newton Building Department, can 
recall, Gentile's windmill is the only 
one in Newton. 

A two-bladed propeller with a 
governor mechanism, the windmill 
sits 24 feet above the ground atop a 
series of beams. Gentile plans to ex- 
tend it another 12 feet when the 
weather accommodates him. 

The windmill has a top generating 
speed of 23 miles per hour, after 
which it will “govern” itself to that 
speed by adjusting the direction of the 
blades in relation to the wind. 
Although Gentile feels 10 mile per 
hour winds are required to run the 
windmill, the manufacturer only calls 
for 8 mile per hour winds. 

Gentile’s windmill generates 12 
volts D.C. and stores it in a system of 
automobile batteries. From there the 
energy is inverted to 110 volts A.C. or 
ordinary house current. 

“Right now it is powering the 
garage lights and the workbench, but 
it can be backfeeded into the house to 
operate the lights or anything else,’’ 
he explains, 

Gentile’s system, although com- 
pletely separate from Edison, can by 
law sell energy back to the electric 
company, But he “has no intention of 
selling it back to thei.” 

“The system is too stnall to get that 


amount of electricity and we don't get 
that kind of wind to be giving it back,” 
he adds. 

The windmill, which Gentile started 
building in October, is completed, ex- 
cept that it needs to be raised to 36 
feet. He is also continuing to build up 
the battery bank “slowly but surely”’. 

“It isn’t a project fer anyone to 
tackle unless they consult someone 
that knows how to do it,” he em- 
phasizes. “It can be expensive and 
dangerous.” e 

The dangers are mostly structural. 
If built improperly, high winds could 
topple the windmill. The expense is 
countered somewhat by tax deduc- 
tions now available for such projects. 

Although the government is chang- 
ing their regulations every year on 
energy tax incentives, they are “get- 
ting better and better all the time,” 
Gentile says. 

A member of the Newton Energy 
Commission and, oddly enough, the 
owner of Beacon Automatic Heating, 
a local fuel oil distributor, he intends 
for his windmill to be a demonstration 
project. 

Gentile says he is not trying to paint 
a bleak picture of the nation’s energy 
future. ‘I’m just trying to get people 
to stop and think when they turn on a 
light.” 

Self-sufficiency and efficiency seem 
to be central to Gentile’s nature. Even 
the grapevines in his backyard serve 
more than one purpose: they are sup- 
ported by a trellised roof over his 
patio and shade the area in the sum- 
mertime. His oil burner is also one of 
the most efficient on the market. 

As an admitted ‘‘do-it-yourselfer’’, 
Gentile installed three and one-half 
inches of insulation last summer in 
the walls of his 112 year old home on 
Broadway Street in Newtonville. 

“T run a very efficient system," he 
says proudly. 

When his daughter, Elaine, 29, who 
lives at home with Gentile and his 
wife, Nina, was elected a Ward 2 
Alderman, she wanted to set up an of 
fice in their house. The only space

Over uncollected parking fines 


Newton takes 
court to court

NEWTON — A ‘“‘last-resort’’ 
lawsuit filed in Middlesex Superior 
Court last week by the city is aimed at 
recovering more than $1 million in 
revenues from unpaid parking fines. 

“We're trying to have a court order 
the Clerk of Courts to do what he 
should have been doing all along,”’ ex- 
plained City Solicitor Daniel Funk. 

The Newton District Court's failure 
to collect unpaid parking tickets has 
resulted in the loss of more than §1 
million in potential revenue, ac- 
cording to a State Auditor's report 
released last November. 

The report, which covered the 
period from July 1, 1977, to June 30, 
1979, said the court has failed to col- 
lect on 260,109 tickets which would 
have yielded an additional $1,199,103 
for the city. 

The auditor’s report criticized 
Clerk of the Court Henry Schultz for 


not promptly notifying the police to 


issue summonses against parking 
violators who have ignored traffic 


Funk said the courts are “‘still over 
a year behind” in collecting the 
revenues. The city has asked for a 
“writ of mandamus” to ‘force the 
state to perform its statutory duties.” 
This could force the state to hire addi- 
tional personnel for Newton District 
Court. 

“The mayor owes the people of this 
city the expectation these funds are 
coming in,” explained Funk. “The 
Newton District Court is near the top 
in workload but third from the bottom 
in amount of staff it has.” 

Parking violators have 21 days 
after a ticket is issued to pay the fine 
or contest the citation. If the violators 
do not respond within the prescribed 
period, the Clerk of Courts is suppos- 
ed to notify the police to issue a sum- 
mons. 

The auditor's report also complain- 
ed the court has not been issuing com- 
plaints to people who have ignored the 
receipt of leash-law tickets. 

In his reply to the auditor's report, 
Schultz said he could see little im- 
provement in the collection of unpaid 


Fink fields parents: que

NEWTON — School Department 
officials answered questions about the 
proposed school budget before at 
crowd of 70 parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators at Thursday night's 
Newton Council of PTA'’s Roundtable 
meeting. 

Following a condensed repeat of his 
budget presentation to the School 
Committee earlier this week, Newton 
School Superintendent Aaron Fink 
was joined by two assistant 
superintendents to clarify specific 
reductions and increases in the pro- 
posed FY82 budget. 

The proposed $37,840,000 FY82 
school budget calls for an over 20- 
percent school-staffing cut, which in- 
cludes 106 non-tenured teaching posi- 
tions and 70 non-professional staff 
positions, as well as proposed tuition 
and fee increases for many communi- 
ty and school programs. 

At the Bigelow Junior High School 
meeting, concern was raised over 
over the maintenance of an adequate 
special education program, and over 
the budget’s provisions for staff and 
curriculum development, supplemen- 
tal music and drama, and gifted and 
talented programs. 

Reacting to the proposed cut of 
$5,000, or 33 percent, from special 
education teacher training and $3,000 





Fink outlined his concern that suggestions 

for raising fees and tuition to maintain 
programs could lead to an “inequality of 
opportunity” for lower-income students. He 
added that the Newton PTA Council would have 
to work to prevent individual PTA’s from raising 
and contributing money solely to their own 


schools. 





from the special education emergen- 
cy fund, Fink said that the program 
was protected by federal and state 
mandate, 

He added that close to $118,000 of 
the proposed $121,532 increase in 
special education allocations was at- 
tributable to state-set tuition in- 
creases for those students who must 
be sent outside of Newton for special 
instruction. 

School Commitee member Nancy 
Mann, who was in the audience, said, 
“We are neither underserving or 
overserving special education 
students,’’ adding that all students 
enrolled in the program in the fall 
would be provided for as required 
under state guidelines. 

Norman Colb, Assistant Superinten- 
dent for Programs, attempted to 
reduce concerns over a $3,570, or 
about 10-percent. cutback in the sup- 


plementary music and drama budget. 

“The cut will not lead toa wholesale 
elimination of any component,” he 
said, adding, ‘There will not be a 
dismantling of the program, just a 
lessening. 

Colb said that the cut was directed 
primarily at accompanists for music 
and drama productions and after- 
school transportation for the drama 
program. 

Both Fink and Colb spoke on the 
proposed $6,730, or over 10-percent, 
cut in staff and curriculum 
developments, stressing the im- 
portance of professional development 
opportunites and the need to avoid 
any deeper cuts in the “invisible” pro- 
grams, 

“These programs are ones that 
don’t have a large constituency, but 
they're one of the things that have 
kept Newton more than a cut above 


Newton to wait on water meter

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann is reviewing the purchase of $1 
million worth of water meters put on 
hold after the passage of Proposition 
, 


In the wake of Proposition 2%, the 
city has received an additional two 
months to decide whether or not to 
purchase the new water meters that 
would conserve water and generate 
an estimated $200,000 revenue a year. 


The Rockwell Meter Co. of Union- 
town, N.J. has given the city until the 
beginning of April to act on 
Rockwell’s low bid on a contract to in- 


stall 23,000 water meters in the city. 
The firm originally gave the city a 
Jan, 31 deadline. 

Mann’s freeze on the purchase of 
capital equipment, implemented im- 
mediately after the November 
passage of Proposition 2%, put the the 
water meters on the back burner. 

The freeze on capital expenditures 
has also held up the purchase of two 
garbage compactors and three 
automobiles. 

Mann also implemented a city-wide 
hiring freeze after the passage of Pro- 
position 2% which has resulted in 60 
vacancies in various city depart- 
ments,

NEWTON — As the School Depart- 
ment, School Committee, and Board 
of Aldermen struggle with fiscal con- 
straints imposed by Proposition 2 42, 
SCAN working groups are delving in- 
to the budgetary process, 

A community organization, SCAN 2 
% (Service Cuts Analysis Network) 
intends to study the entire city budget 
to arrive at a consensus of community 
priorities. 

“With 2 4 the status quo is chang- 
ing,” said Ron Nuttall, co-chairman 
of the Education Working Group. 
“Anything decided before 2 12, was 
determined in a different context.” 

The working group, headed by Nut- 
tall of the Newton Taxpayers Associa- 
tion and Eleanor Samuels, PTA Coun- 
cil Round Table moderator, has been 
interviewing school personnel and ex- 
perts within the community, examin- 
ing articles and data, and reviewing 


budgets of surrounding towns, 

The group has divided into eight 
subcommittees patterned on the sec- 
tions of the school budget: Special and 
Bilingual Education, Athletics, 
Vocational-Technical Education, In- 
stitutions, Administration, Pupil 
Transportation and Food Services, 
Operation and Maintenance, and 
Issues (pupil-teacher ratio, class size, 
grade re-organization). Initial reports 
of each subcommittee were due Feb. 
11 and at its March 1 meeting, the 
SCAN 2 4% Steering Committee will 
vote on these reports and any recom- 
mendations. 

The Education Working Group, 
which includes members from the 
League of Women Voters, the Newton 
Taxpayers Association, the PTA’s, 
and other interested citizens, 
welcomes participants who do not 
have children in the schools.

NEWTON — A plan to construct 
eight attached single family town 
house condominium units on Cottage 
Street was unveiled Monday night at a 
Land Use Committee public hearing. 

In a meeting at City Hall, Eliot 
Cohen, a local attorney for the Cot- 
tage Realty Trust, presented a pro- 
posal for the three story brick dwell- 
ing on a vacant lot. 

Cohen stressed that the con- 
dominium units will meet the stagger- 
ing demand for affordable middle in- 
come housing in the city. The 
developer expects the units will sell 
for under $100,000. 

Cohen said, ‘This is an exciting 
proposal up for your consideration. It 
possibly may be construed as the best 
buy in the city of Newton.” 

He explained, ‘By putting up the 
eight units,the developer will be able 
to sell them for under $100,000."" 


The price tag for the condominiums 
will go up considerably if the number 


of units are reduced, Cohen said. 
The planning department recom- 


mends the construction of two story 
units. A planning department report 


contends the eight dwelling units 
would not be ‘compatible with the 
surrounding residential area.”’ 


The department recommended the 
developer submit revised plans which 
not only reduce the number of units, 
but also scale down the height of the 
structure. 

The planning department report 
also maintains the Cottage realty 
plans do not comply with re- 
quirements which call for a provision 
of 50 percent of open space. 

Cohen adamantly argued, however, 
the patios in the plan and the rear lot 
line can be used in determining the

Cottage townhouse plan unveiled 


open space provision and presented 
the committee with several legal 
memorandums on the ordinances 
governing open space. 


The plan received strong support 
from abutters and neighbors. Cohen 
presented the committee with a peti- 
tion supporting the development sign- 
ed by 43 people from the Cottage 
Street area. 

In addition, several abutters sound- 


ed out in favor of the development 
before the committee. Donald Stan- 
ton, an area resident, said, ‘‘The plan 
presented is one which I believe will 
definitely improve the 
neighborhood.” 

Cohen presented the committee 
with a picturesque color drawing of 
the units. Furthermore, Cohen 
presented revised plans which he said 
“address many of the planning 
department’s concerns.” 


The vacant Cottage Street lot was 
bought for $20,000 two years, ac- 
cording to Robert Keating, a trustee 
for the realty. Keating said the land is 
presently assessed at $2,000 per year. 


John Staniunas, a Welesley ar- 
chitect who designed the townhouses, 
said the structure has ‘‘a distinct 
residential character which is in 
keeping with the neighborhood.” 


Responding to planning department 
recommendations,Staniunas said that 
scaling down the height of the struc- 
ture will ‘‘only add expense and net 
give us the quality space we are look- 
ing for.”’ 

Access to the Condominiums will be 
provided by a 20 foot wide driveway 
from Cottage Street which will have 
17 parking spaces, including eight one 
car parking garages in the basement 
of each of the units. 


Newton considers hiking parking meters 


NEWTON — Drivers throughout 
the city may be putting a few extra 
dimes in parking meters as a result of 
Proposition 2'2, 

Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner Charles 
Thomas is requesting an increase in 
parking-meter fees from 10 cents an 
hour to 20 or 25 cents an hour. 

The Board of Aldermen's Public 
Safety and Transportation Committee 
Monday night referred the proposed 
hike to the Traffic Commission. 

Thomas explained, ‘An increase in 
parking-meter rates could generate 
needed additional revenue, a portion 
of which could be devoted to the 
maintenance and repair of the city's 
municipal parking lots and their im- 
mediate surroundings...” 

The increase will allow “improved 


maintenance services despite the im- 
pact of Proposition 2%,” Thomas 
said. 

A recent survey by the DPW in- 
dicates Newton's rates for both on- 
and off-street parking are below those 
in nearby communities. Boston, Cam- 
bridge and Brookline charge from 25 
to 50 cents an hour. 

Newton receives approximately 
$135,000 a year from both on- and off- 
street parking-meter fees. Thomas 
said additional revenue will depend 
on the size of the meter-fee increase. 

With an increase in meter rates to 
20 cents an hour, an estimated 
$272,890 would be put into the city cof- 
fers. At 25 cents an hour, the pro- 
jected revenue would be $341,112, an 
annual increase of $204,667. 

Thomas stressed a fee hike will also 


Grotto zoning upheld 17-2 


NEWTON — An office building will 
be constructed on the “Grotto” parcel 
of land on Washington Street. 


In a special meeting last Thursday 
night, the Board of Aldermen denied a 
final desperate attempt by staunch 
opponents to stop the zoning change 
which will allow a local developer to 
construct the office building. 
Aldermen defeated a motion by Ward 
1 Ald. Robert Gaynor to reconsider 
the zoning change by a 17 to 2 vote. 


The land, located directly across 
the street from Our Lady's Church, is 
flanked by the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike and Boston Edison transformers. 


In a reversal of an earlier decision, 
the zone change for the “Grotto” 
parcel was approved Monday at a 
regular board meeting. A clever 
parliamentary ploy by Ald. Gaynor, 
however, forced the special meeting. 


The meeting was marked by bitter 
outbursts from aldermen on both 
sides of the rezoning issue, Land Use 
Committee Chairman Terry Morris 
charged that the last minute move by 
Gaynor was “blatantly irresponsible” 
and “'reprehensible.” 


As developer Jack Marshall and his 
attorney, Howard Levine, looked on, 
Morris said, "To drag people out here 
again tonight is beyond belief. It is not 
fair to the aldermen and the public 
here tonight...We have discussed the 
matter and it has been handled fairly 
and passed.” 

Gaynor vehemently defended his 
right to reconsider. He asserted, “To 
say I am not entitled to use every bit 
of parliamentary procedure to ac- 
complish a goal is unfair.” 


At the outset of the meeting, Board 
President Matthew Jefferson explain- 
ed he called the meeting because of 
the possibility that an attempt by 
Gaynor to file his reconsideration at 
the last possible minute may have 
forced the petition to automatically 
ail. 


He said, ‘‘] don’t believe the will of 
the board would be served if this was 
the allowed to be denied by default.” 


Under a state law, if no final deci- 
sion on the rezoning was reached by 
Saturday, the petition would fail and 
Marshall would have to wait another 
9 days before refiling the zoning 
change. 


Gaynor attempted to place another 
parliamentary obstacle in the path of 
the zoning change Thursday which 
threw the meeting into an uproar. 


In a move that confused many 
aldermen and resulted in a series of 
chaotic outbursts on board rules, 
Gaynor attempted to table the recon- 
sideration until the next meeting 
through a rarely used rule cited in 
“Roberts Rules of Order.”” 


Newton State Rep. Susan Schur, 
who is serving out her term on the 
board, snapped back, *’That motion is 
out of order. The city charter and our 
rules take precedence over that rule.” 


After 20 minutes of bitter argument 
on board rules from aldermen on both 
sides of the issue, Jefferson ruled that 
the Gaynor motion was out of order. 
He stressed that the move to recon- 
sider must be taken up at the special 
meeting or the zone change would 
stand. 


“serve to encourage turnover and 
discourage meter feeding, thus in- 
creasing effective parking capacity.” 

Although the cost of converting 
meters for the hike would be nearly 
$70,000, Thomas said the money would 
be returned within approximately 
four-and-one-half months. 

He said, ‘‘This cost will be offset by 
increased revenue; once conversion 
costs have been recovered, additional 


revenues generated can be devoted to 
the support of parking facility 
maintenance, repair, and beautifica- 
tion efforts which will otherwise be 
unfunded due to Proposition 2%2."" 

Thomas emphasized it is not 
necessary to establish a uniform fee 
structure for both on- and off-street 
lots. He said a higher rate could be 
established for on street spaces, en- 
couraging turnover.

Root, root for 
the home team 


Private financing ought to be able to 
rescue the Bruins and Celtics from a 
change of venue to New Hampshire. Cable 
TV rights almost certainly will bring the 
revenue to make a quasi-public authority 
similar to the Mass. Turnpike an inviting 
prospect for bond purchasers. 

It is inconceivable that Boston should 
give up pro teams of the caliber and tradi- 
tion of the C’s and B’s. The metropolitan 
and southeastern Massachusetts market is 
such that other franchises will come even- 
tually, for a guess, but it will take a long 
time to recover what is now there. 

U.S. Sen. Paul Tsongas, very much on 
the march these days, is proposing a top 
level committee of political figures to work 
with businessmen on a plan. State financ- 
ing is hardly the way to go, not with the 
ongoing drive to pull back the Com- 
monwealth’s spending to match city-town 
budget reduction. 

Revival of a Boston Redevelopment 
Authority arena proposition, once intended 
for the South Station area, is doubtful 
because of the Reagan administration at- 
tack on federal outlay. 

A city offer out of Mayor Kevin White’s 
office of four acres behind Boston Garden 
is interesting, especially to the Celtics. 
Also of interest was the disclosure that the 
Suffolk Downs site in East Boston isn’t 
totally scrapped. 

Delaware North, the Jacobs family con- 
glomerate which owns the Garden and 
Bruins, attributes its look toward Salem, 
N.H., to the failure of the city of Boston to 
make good on tax benefits over a period of 
the past dozen years. 

A more persuasive reason has to be the 
desirability of a professional sports center 
as a come-on for the horse and dog racing 
enterprise contemplated for the burned 
out Rockingham Park site. 

N.H. Gov. Hugh Gallen’s views indicate 
he is rubbing his hands in anticipation of a 
major sports complex, even if it means 
diverting as much as $25 million in race 
track revenue from the state to amortize 
Delaware North costs. Granite State 
voters may think differently. 

And Salem, N.H., voters may turn down 
greyhound racing for a third time. The 
concern hereabouts, however, has to do 
with the future of professional sports in 
metropolitan Boston. 

The main idea now has to be what alter- 
natives can be produced. Boston’s future 
as a convention center and one of the 
premier tourist stops is linked to profes- 
sional sports in generating income. It has 
to have a bearing on the appeal of a 

) stadium. 

Sen. Tsongas’ approach is a good one.

When my girlfriend found her at 11 pm on a cold 
Sunday night, she was warming up in the women's 
bathroom of the new Trailway's Bus Terminal near 
South Station and wondering what to do. 

She was clutching a school bag stuffed with 
everything a 13-year-old girl considers essential for 
a night at a friend's house-pajamas, a toothbrush, 
a hairbrush, a dress for tomorrow, and her 
homework. 

A few minutes of conversation with the blonde- 
haired, blue-eyed Irish girl, who we'll call Rachel, 
established the obvious, that she had run away 
from home. 

Overcoming a hazy fear of being arrested or 
beater: up by an angry father, we offered her the 
couch in our apartment for the night. It would be a 
lot safer and warmer than the spot she had intended 
to head over to in a few minutes, an exposed Bay 
Bank 24-hour teller alcove across the street warm- 
ed by building exhaust from a vent. 

Once Rachel started to talk on the subway ride to 
Cambridge, it was hard to keep her quiet. 

She lived in a four-family apartment house in 


Somerville. Her stepfather was an electrician, her up. n v 
over her friend's house like she did a lot.

that no one would check up on her; no one ever had 
before. 

The walk down the middle median of the ex- 
pressway was cold, but she was wearing a coat. 
What was even harder were the short stretches 
where she had to hold onto the aluminum guide rail 
to keep from falling into traffic. She hoped that she 
could get her gloves clean. 

When we met up with her, she had already been 
walking for three hours and had turned down 
several offers of rides from people who thought she 
was hitchhiking. But, when people stopped, she 
would stop walking towards them and they would 
drive off. 

At first, she went with us because we looked okay, 
but she was careful to cover her tracks. We didn’t 
learn her real name until she told us over an ice 
cream sundae. 

In the apartment, we talked about anything she 
wanted. We asked her delicately about her plans. 


In the middle of a family of 
seven, she had two older brothers, one who was in 
the Navy and another who constantly bragged of his 
humerous arrests and run-ins with the police.

We stayed up until about 1:30 and set the alarm 
for 7:30. She would wake up and decide what to do 
then, but she would have enough time to go to 
school. 


In the morning, she traded her pajamas for a 
blouse and plaid skirt. If I could, she'd take a ride to 
school. 

As we drove through the stop and start Monday 
morning rush hour, she was quieter than the night 
before. We both felt uncomfortable. I asked her if 
she was going to tell her parents about the night. 
She would think about it, but was positive she would 
tell her friends. 

She wanted to stop about 40 yards away from the 
entrance to the small school, which was crowded in 
on a residential block down the street from her 
home. She jumped out quickly and turned to me 
saying thanks and that she would come by some 
time to visit. 

She dodged three older boys shoveling snow off 
the sidewalk and walked into the building. 

This all happened a month ago and I wonder what 
has happened to her. She had, and hopefully still 
has, our address. When I have some time, I'd like to 
stop in and see her teacher to find out how she’s do- 
ing. 

Maybe, though, I just really want to know who 
she told. That night we told her that she should at 
least talk to her teacher about her life, but she said 
that it was obvious her teacher was too busy to 
listen to her.

Edward J. King says the 
threat of major public employee layoffs because of Pro- 
position 2 '2 is an element of ‘‘saber-rattling.” 

Municipal officials say it’s realism. 

There’s an element of truth on both sides. 

King’s ‘‘saber-rattling” analysis is easy to believe 
when the mayor of the state’s largest city talks of laying 
off more than 1,100 of the city’s 5,000 uniformed police 
and firefighters, then refuses to give up plans for a 
$90,000 remodeling job on his personal offices. 

Not every municipal official, however, shares Boston 
Mayor Kevin White's priorities — or his lack of concern 
for appearances. 

Mayors of several smaller cities told the 
Massachusetts Legislature's Taxation Committee last 
week that Proposition 2 +2 — with its mandate to cut pro- 
perty taxes to 2.5 percent of fair market value — has left 
them with no choice but to lay off large numbers of 
police, firefighters and public school teachers. 

The substantial spending reductions dictated under 


Proposition 2 '2 are requiring municipal officials to 
economize in those departments that currently com- 
mand the largest budgets — the police and fire forces and 
the schools. 

Municipal officials have estimated those areas make 
up 60 percent to 70 percent of any community’s budget. 
Budget reductions in those areas are necessary if 
municipalities are to conform to the guidelines set by 
Proposition 2 '2, 

In Somerville, for example, Mayor Eugene Brune says 
his plans call for the layoff of 37 firefighters, 15 police of- 
ficers and at least 100 public school teachers. 

Those plans aren't part of a ‘‘saber-rattling’’ cam- 
paign, Brune says. 

“Tneed those firemen, and I need those policemen, and 
Ineed those school teachers,” Brune says. 

Nevertheless, budget plans call for the elimination of 
their jobs. 

It isn’t enough, Brune and other municipal officials 
say, to follow the governor's advice to cut spending by 
closing underused schools, reducing garbage pickups 
and stepping up the ticketing of car owners who park il- 
legally. 

Municipal authorities are predicting they will lose $500 


million in property tax revenues this year under Proposi- 
tion 2 2. As a result, they will be forced to trim their 
budgets to eliminate $500 million in local programs and 
salaries. 

They can’t save that much money without cutbacks of 
some degree in police and fire protection and education. 
Pee the municipal officials and the governor know 

at. 

They also know the law provides local officials with an 
escape from the restraints of Proposition 2 42. 

If they obtain the approval of two-thirds of local voters, 
municipal officials are permitted to overspend the limits 
set by the new law. 

What King fears is that some municipalities may be 
more intent on campaigning for voter-approved relief 
from the law than on complying with its mandates. 

_If they intend to campaign, he reasons, the scare tac- 
tics of forecasting the elimination of police, fire and 
teaching jobs may well be the most effective technique in 
arousing public sentiment against Proposition 2 1%. 

In some cases, King’s theory may apply. 

But the orders for major budget reductions are real. 
And in most cases, the threatened layoffs will prove to be 
economic necessity — not saber-rattling. 


Now Democrats are laughing

WASHINGTON (UPI) — For the Republican Party in 
the House these days, two sayings come to mind, both of 
them involving birds: 

The chickens have come home to roost. And they are 
eating crow. 

If one enjoys watching adults squirm, the House debate 
over President Reagan’s proposal to increase the federal 
debt ceiling by $50 billion — to $985 billion — was the 
place to be. 

Here was a newly elected Republican president asking, 
pleading, begging congressional Republicans to do 
something some of them had never done: vote for an in- 
crease in the debt ceiling. 

What's more, most of them did it. Democrats giggled, 
guffawed and thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 

For many years, Republicans as a group voted aginst 
debt ceiling increases as Democrats bit the bullet and 
provided the winning margins. 

Then, back in the home districts come election time, 
the GOP candidate would use the Democrat's vote to ac- 
cuse him of being a big-spending liberal money waster. 
Often the attack was quite successful. 

The trouble was ~ and everybody knew it, including 
the Republicans — that such charges were a cheap shot, 
a form of demagoguery that had almost no basis in fact. 

To begin with, the debt ceiling itself has become mean- 
ingless except as a political tool. 

The ceiling merely is the amount of money the govern- 
ment can borrow to pay bills that already have been in- 
curred. The ceiling has absolutely no effect on federal 
spending, That is handled in separate legislation. 

Failure to pass the debt ceiling, however, can lead to 
discomfort. If the government can't borrow money, then 
it can't pay bills, including federal salaries and Social 
Security benefits. 

In the past few years, the debt ceiling has been allowed 
to lapse several times, and was passed only after it 
become clear that the government was headed toward a 
mild form of disaster. 

Usually it was the Democrats who mustered the 
political courage to pass the ceiling as the Republicans 
laughed, 

Now the time has come for the Democrats to laugh, 
and they are enjoying themselves. 

Of course, the Republicans do not have an exclusive 
franchise on demagoguery. But in this case, they made it 





a fine art before their house of cards fell about them. 

The debt ceiling debacle also had a couple of heroes, in- 
cluding the new House Republican leader, Bob Michel of 
Illinois, and Reagan's legislative liaison staff led by Max 
Friedersdorf. 

Only a few days ago, it had appeared that Republicans 
would not be able to swallow their pride and vote for a 
debt ceiling increase. Democrats had made it clear, 
however, that they would not vote for the increase unless 
the GOP members supported their president. 

A massive lobbying effort by Michel and the Reagan 
staff changed a lot of minds. In the final House vote, 150 
Republicans voted yes, only 36 no. 

Republicans, in a transparent argument, insisted that

As a resident of Newton of less than 
two years, I am frequently dismayed 
at the local government’s apparent 
unwillingness or inability to show 
strong leadership when it comes to 
issues which affect the basic health 
and safety of Newton residents.

The next day I learned 
that I had been fined because of the 
violation of a city ordinance designed 
to keep streets clear in the winter 
months for snow removal. 

Because the ordinance is routinely 
enforced I have yet to see a car im- 
peding snow removal equipment 
along the heavily travelled route my 
children must walk to school, but my 
children must walk almost a mile and 
one child over a mile for the most part 
in these same heavy traffic streets 
because the sidewalks are not re- 
quired to be cleared. 

The situation as it exists is not safe 
for any of us no matter what our ages 
but it poses an especially dangerous 
problem for our children and further 
restricts our elder citizens. 

I urge the aldermen to support Mr.

Angry about day care 


To the Editor: 

I and many many parents of 
children in the six Newton Communi- 
ty Service Centers, Inc. day care pro- 
grams are boiling mad at the ar- 
Togance and incompetence we see 
displayed by representatives of the 
NCSC Board of Directors. 

The key issue is the Davis School, 
which the city has agreed to sell to 
NCSC. 

About a year ago parents read in 
the Graphic that NCSC was 
negotiating with Newton to buy the 
recently closed school. The main 
reason for their interest, according to 
officers of the NCSC Board, was that 
existing facilities, at Pomroy House 
in Newton Corner and 429 Cherry St. 
in West Newton, were too expensive to 
heat and maintain. 

Parents quickly became concerned 
that little hard analysis and planning 
were being done, and offered to par- 
ticipate in the site evaluation process. 
We were told, in effect, by John Eller, 
chairman of the NCSC Board, to mind 
our own business. 

Since then, all of our concerns have 
been confirmed. 

In negotiations with the city for 
Davis, NCSC gave away major parts 
of the building to the West Newton 
library and the Board of Health. The 
gym, rather than being available for 
full-time use by the children, is com- 
mitted to the Newton Police Depart- 
ment for exercise during critical 
daytime hours. 

It’s not at all certain that the re- 
maining space will be adequate to 
house all of the constituent programs 
of NCSC. What’s more, rather than 
saving on operating costs, it is now 
estimated that overhead charged to 
programs at Davis next year will be 
higher than overhead at locations 
NCSC is in the process of selling. How 
is that for planning! 

Now, from the parents point of 
view, comes the most puzzling action 


of all. One major space at Davis re- 
mains uncommitted. The After School 
Care program at Pomroy House has 
documented its need for the space, 
supported by the NCSC director of 
day care and the board’s own Day 
Care Advisory Committee. 

The Pomroy parents have 
themselves searched the Newton Cor- 
ner area for an adequate alternative 
site, but none is available. Without 
this space at Davis, many parents will 
be out in the cold next year as far as 
after school child care is concerned. 
Yet NCSC responded that it would 
rather rent this space to some not yet 
identified outside organization. 

That was the last straw. 

Day care is by far the largest con- 
stituent of Newton Community Ser- 
vice Centers. The day care programs 
serve 244 children and represent over 
60 percent of the NCSC annual budget. 

In addition, despite NCSC’s unwill- 
ingness to disclose its finances to 
parents and to the Day Care Advisory 
Committee, we have established that 
last year at least the day care pro- 
grams as a whole were completely 
self-sustaining. 

Still John Eller and many members 
of his board persist in what many 
parents perceive as this condescen- 
ding attitude: that Newton families 
requiring child care services are a 
welfare constituency. 

They seem unaware of the world to- 
day as most of us know it. The parents 
I know in after school care comprise a 
mix of social and economic groups. 
Nearly all work, and many are profes- 
sionals — no different than Newton as 
a whole. 

We have had enough of being 
treated as second class citizens. We 
have tried to reason with NCSC and 
they have ignored reason. Now we are 
going public and will take whatever 
actions are needed to protect the in- 
terests of our children.

Refugee sponsorship 


To the Editor: 

There is a growing feeling of con- 
cern in the Greater Boston area over 
the ‘‘sponsorship” of Southeast Asian 
refugees. 

At the Geneva Conference in July 
1979 the United States promised to ad- 
mit a vastly increased number of 
displaced people from Southeast Asia. 
This, in turn, put a great deal of 
pressure on the Volag Agencies (such 
as Hiaf, the International Institute 
and C.W.S.) to keep up with the quota. 

Last month’s disasterous fire on 
Huntington Ave. left 50 un-sponsored 
Vietnamese without even a roof over 
their heads. Richard Miller of the In- 
ternational Institute was quoted as 
saying, ‘‘This is a double disaster — 
no sponsors, and now nowhere to 
sleep.” 

I contend that these refugees who 
arrive in the U.S. without a definite 
sponsor are infinitely worse off than 
those awaiting their turn in the 
camps. Those who say, ‘This is the 
kindest way," cannot have envisaged 
what it must be like to arrive in sub- 
zero weather, to a place where every 
custom is alien and totally without the 
support of friends or common 
language. Even when these unhappy 
people are met by caring sponsors, 
the trauma is obvious. 

In Waltham two weeks ago, Rep. 
DeNucci and Mayor Clark heard how 


the St. Joseph’s Parish had found 
some 20 young Vietnamese (including 
a pregnant girl of 19) who had been 
“dumped’’ into an abandoned 
building without food, friends or 
resources. 

This type of action is making 
“refugee-resettlement” by concerned 
and competent groups infinitely more 
difficult. Private citizens are outrag- 
ed, the welfare system has to support 
them for months instead of weeks and 
the very people whom we are trying to 
help become swiftly disenchanted 
with the American Dream. 

The basic work of any sponsorship 
attempt takes but a few swift weeks of 
concentrated effort. 

These refugees, whether in- 
dividuals or a family unit are inor- 
dinately proud and are anxious to 
become independent as soon as possi- 
ble. 

I would urge the Volag Agencies of 
New England to commit themselves 
to a drive for new sponsors from chur- 
ches, private individuals and civic 
groups before continuing this carte- 

blanche acceptance. 

There are already too many in our 
society today who fall through the 
cracks in the system without our ad- 
ding to that load.

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Used paperbacks 
turn out to be 
basis of career

NEWTON UPPER FALLS — When 
Len Rosner decided to escape from 
the “executive rat race’’, he and his 
wife, Selma, went the unlikely route 
of the used paperback book business. 

Having worked from 50 years for a 
women's foundation garment firm in 
New York, 20 of those years as presi- 
dent, Len had experience with design, 
advertising and marketing. During 
that time, he was instrumental in 
developing the current method of 
packaging bras in boxes which do not 
leave the selling up to the salesgirl 
alone. 

The packaging of paperback books 
also fascinated Len. Because of his in- 
terest in the selling done by the covers 
of paperback books, Len decided he 
wanted to sell only paperbacks. 

The decision to enter the book 
business late in life also made sense 
because of Selma's experience work- 
ing part-time for a New York book 
store. At first, the couple considered 
opening a new book store, but upon 
the advice of a friend from Memphis 
decided to enter the used book 
market. 

The friend in Memphis owned a us- 
ed book store which was part of a 160 
store franchise — The Book Rack. 
Len was impressed with the stores 
because of their organization, well- 
built book cases and overall 
refreshing appearance. 

Rosner and his wife moved from 
Long Island back to the Boston area, 
where Selma had grown up, and settl- 
ed in Lexington. Based upon the Book 
Rack franchise, the Rosners opened 
their first used book store in Lex- 
ington in 1975. 

Their corporation has since expand- 
ed to Nashua, N.H., Florence, Italy (a 
store run by Rosner’s daughter and 
her husband) and finally to Newton 
Upper Falls. 

Open since October, the Book Rack 
at 293 Elliot Street follows the concept 
of the franchise and is organized and 


neat. All paperbacks are in good con- 
dition and are shelved according to 
category. 

Other special features of the store 
are its cozy raised balcony area for 
children and the original art which 
lines the walls. Len proudly points toa 
pen and ink wash he did over 30 years 
ago. 

Len and Selma find the business 
“eratifying’’ because it encourages 
people to read. At the Upper Falls 
Book Rack store in a turn-of-the- 
century brick building, it is standard 
practice for bibliophiles to trade in an 
arm load of books for another arm 
load. 

All paperbacks in the store are sold 
for one-half of their cover price and 
buyers can trade-in paperbacks for a 
credit of 25 percent of the cover price 
or two for one within the same price 
range. Each $10 purchase entitles the 
buyer to a new bestseller for free, 
while a $5 purchase allows the buyer 
to purchase a new bestseller for half 
price. 

“Since I opened my store in Lex- 
ington, there have been many people 
copying the concept,” Len says. ‘The 
one thing they don’t copy is the trade 
two for one. As far as I know, we give 
the largest trade-in of any used book 
store in the area.”” 

According to Len, 65 percent of the 
books come from trade-ins and 35 per- 
cent are bought selectively because 
the demand is so qreat, such as books 
on science fiction. 

Selma says the decision to open a 
used book store was ‘‘a big change”. 
“We just decided to do our own thing 
and we're happier now than we've 
ever been,"’ she adds. 

Although Selma, a former dancer in 
New York theaters, works full-time 
between the three Book Rack stores in 
the area, Len continues to work part- 
time as a commissioned represen- 
tative for a sweater manufacturer. 

He expects to be completely involv- 
ed in the stores in about seven to ten 
years when he “‘retires’’.

Grants to Homestead 
aid in cataloging 
aid in cataloguing 


NEWTON The Jackson 
Homestead, Newton's historical 
center and community museum, 1s 
the recipient of two grants, one froma 
state avency and the other from a na- 
tonal organization. 

An estimated 10,000 photographs of 
the families, individuals, houses, and 
Villages of Newton's past are now be- 
ing preserved and catalogued thanks 
to a prant of $1,000 from the 
Massachusetts Council of the Arts 
Unul now, this cullection has been 
relatively unprotected and not fully 
utilized due to the lack of a cross- 
reference catalugue 

The work has been undertaken by 
Marjorie B Searl, who trained at the 
Cooperstown Graduate Programs in 
History Museum Studies. Her 
master's thesis involved organizing 
and cataluguing an extensive 
photographic collection belonging to 
the New York State Historical 
Assuclation. She also holds a BA from 
smith College and an MA from Col- 
umbia University 

Searl's dihgence and expertise are 
a tremendous asset to the Homestead. 
For example, she has gathered all the 
holdings concerning the Cobb Family 
of Newton Upper Falls. 

“The Cobbs of Cobb Hill were an old 
fashioned family in the best sense of 
the word—vital, enthusiastic, with 
their share of laughter and tears, and 





above all, loyalty,’’ says Searl, 
“Deriving strength from each other, 
they turned outward and embraced 
the world at large, becoming 
teachers, lecturers, writers, artists, 
and contributors to the life aroudn 
them. In later life, Stanwood Cobb 
wrote, ‘The highest virtue ordinary 
man can attain to is to reciprocate in 
all the relationships of life,’ a 
philosophy that all the Cobbs seem to 
have held as their own."’ 

A portrait of this fascinating family 
will be part of the Homestead's March 
exhibit. 

Soon all the marvelous photographs 
owned by the Homestead will be pro- 
tected from deterioration and accessi- 
ble to the public. Upon completion of 
the project, the staff at the 
Homestead will be able to retrieve the 
photographs easily and thus serve the 
public better. 

The second grant comes from the 
American Association of Museums, 
which has chosen Newton's 
Homestead to be one of 200 museums 


nationwide to participate in its 
Museum Assessment Program 
(MAP).

Revitalization will 
displace merchants

NEWTON — A proposal to 
revitalize Newton Corner may force 
area merchants to look for a new site 
for their businesses. 

A financial consultant for the city 
has determined that “few, if any” of 
the merchants will relocate in the 
area after the project is complete. 

Ronald Druker, president of a 
Boston development firm, has 
presented the city with a §29-$34 
million proposal to revitalize the area 
that, if approved, will force mer- 
chants in the Gorin and Leeder 
building on Washington Street to 
relocate, 

The Druker proposal calls for the 
razing of the Washington Street 
building and the construction of a 140- 
car and a 500-car parking garage. 

A Washington-based financial con- 
sultant’s report says higher rental 
rates at the Druker site and the 
marginal business of many retailers 
will result in few of the merchants 
returning tothe area. 

The reports says most Newton Cor- 
ner merchants could not afford to pay 
“more normal market rents of at 
least eight dollars per square foot.” 
Two-thirds of the tenants are paying 
only $6 per square foot or less for rent 
Most of the retailers are paying $3 or 
$4 per square foot. 


Ina survey conducted by the finan- 
cial consultant, Tischler, Montasser 
and Associates, none of the mer- 
chants answered yes to a question 
asking if they would be willing to pay 
$10-$15 more per square foot for more 
produtive rental space. 

Financial analysts believe it is like- 
ly the rents in the Druker develop- 
ment will be ‘$15-§20 and higher" for 
prime retail space. 

Out of the 15 merchants, five said 
they could definitely not afford the 
higher rent, while others said they did 
not know. 

Where will the merchants go if they 
are forced to leave Newton Corner? 
Although 63 percent of the merchants 
wish to return to the same location, 
virtually none of them knows where 
they will go if they must leave the 
area. 

The Newton Corner Neighborhood 
Task Force on the Druker proposal is 
attempting to help merchants who be 
forced to relocate and has approved a 
motion calling on Druker to work with 
the city to assure merchants are pro- 
vided an opportunity to relocate in the 
area. 

The consultant's report stressed 
one of the primary reasons merchants 
will not be able to relocate to the site 
they vacate is because of the high 
moving costs and re-establishing 
clientele. 


Newton fire stations 


to go solar 


NEWTON — Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D. Newton-Waltham) has 
announced that the State Energy Of- 
fice has awarded $55,000 in grants to 
the City of Newton to be used in the 
establishment of a solar hot water 
system at seven fire stations in the Ci- 
ty of Newton. 

Rep. DeNucci stated, “I am proud 
that Newton has been awarded this 
grant which will be used to help the ci- 
ty reduce its oil needs and cut ex- 
penses. Solar heat is one of the great 
untapped resources. By utilizing such 
a systein, we will be taking the first 
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steps toward making our city in- 
dependent of foreign oil. 

“Should the application of solar hot 
water work at firehouses, it is con- 
ceivable that in the near future we 
will be able to expand the use of solar 
energy throughout the city, both in the 
public and private sectors.” 

The Newton grant is part of the 
reorganization of the State Energy Of- 
fice in the 1980 session of the 
legislature and also part of the bon- 
ding program to generate funds that 
will help municipalities become in- 
dependent of energy inflation. 
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CD to match funds 
for removal of 
barriers to Newton's 
handicapped 


NEWTON — The Mayor’s Commit- 
tee on the Environment of the Han- 
dicapped, concerned with the 
removal of architectural barriers for 
the handicapped in Newton, an- 
nounces that non— profit organiza- 
tions, including churehes and 
synagogues, are now eligible to apply 
for third year matching cash funds in 
order to make their facilities accessi- 
ble to the handicapped. 

Matching cash funds, three Federal 
dears for every organization dollar 
spent for this program, can now be 
provided through the use of Federal 
Community Development funds to 
eligible organizations. It is the aim of 
the Committee on the Handicapped to 
limit the amount awarded to 
organizations for this program to a 
maximum of $15,000. 


Howard J. Lipton, Director of the 
Department of Human Services, en- 
couraged non-profit organizations to 
apply for this program. Lipton noted, 
“The Mayor's Committee on the En- 
vironment of the HandiCapped has 
taken an active role in making 
Newton more accessible to the han- 
dicapped. Several organizations are 
currently under contract for architec- 
tural barrier removal at their 
facilities. We hope that other non- 
profit organizations will apply for this 
worthy program under the third year 
funding.” 


Fred Rosene, Chairman of the 
Mayor's Committee on the Environ- 
ment of the Handicapped in Newton, 
stated, “The Committee is pleased to 
makc this program available again to 
non-profit organizations in Newton. It 
is our hope that this year additional 
buildings in Newton can be made ac- 
cessible for our handicapped 
citizens.” 

The Committee on the Handicapped 


will be mailing an application form 
that must be completed by all non- 
profit organizations seeking matching 
cash funds in order to undertake ar- 
chitectural barrier removal projects 
at their facilities. Applications must 
be completed and returned to the 
Department of Human Services with 
a copy of the certificate of incorpora- 
tion as a non-profit entity by March 
16, 1981 

According to Steven P. Moskowitz, 
Assistant Director of Human Ser- 
vices, and staff liaison to the Commit- 
tee on the Environment of the Han- 
dicapped, ‘The Committee will 
review and evaluate all applications. 
Priorities will be established on the 
basis of the degree of public use of 
facilities in the community and the 
potential benefit to handicapped 
citizens. Site visits will be undertaken 
by the Committee on the Handicapped 
in order to determine the feasibility 
and appropriateness of the proposed 
project.” 

Moskowitz added, “All projects 
must reflect the design standards 
established in the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Architectural Barrier 
Board of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on the Han- 
dicapped will then be submitted to the 
Community Development Program 
and the Mayor for approval.” 

Over the last few years, the Com- 
mittee on the Environment of the 
Handicapped has been instrumental 
in insuring that most city-owned 
buildings are now or will soon be ac- 
cessible to the handicapped.

Gentile flew as a bomber and did a 


lot of commmnications work flagging 
down other bombers. His interest in 
communications blossomed during 
this period and has carried over into 
what he describes as a ‘‘nice, but ex- 
pensive’ hobby —a HAM radio sta- 
tion in his house. 

“T like to talk to people all over the 
world,’ he says simply and the walls 
which surround his radio equipment 
are covered with the call letters and 
the postcards to prove it. 

Gentile has been a licensed 
amateur radio operator for 19 years 
and estimates that there are around 
one-quarter million operators in the 
United States alone. 

A world directory of call letters 
helps Gentile place his calls. He has 
communicated in Italian with Italians 
and has used Morse code to talk with 
people in the Soviet Union and 
Europe. 

“People from all types of fields — 
lawyers, doctors are Ham 
operators,” he says. 

“Barry Goldwater is a HAM 
operator,” he adds. ‘‘A lot of politi- 
cians are,” 

According to Gentile, HAM is an in- 
herited name that was given amateur 
operators years ago. ‘They just call- 
ed them Hams. Actually it’s the 
Amateur Radio Servide Service.” 

“They called them Hams because 
they were experimenters. Not know- 
ing what they were doing, but doing it 
anyway,” he says proudly. 

When asked if she operates the 
radio or takes an interest in energy, 
Nina, 57, shakes her head. ‘No, I'm 
too busy. There are too many things to 
do around the house,’’ she says as she 
heats up a pot of homemade shin bone 
soup for Junch. 

She does take time out for ac- 
tivities, other however — namely 
bingo. ‘‘She's a bingo operator,” he 
says with a wink and she laughs in ad- 
mission.

“T hope we make some attempt to 
balance reasonable class size in basic 
subjects and the need to provide 
diversity,” said Fink. 

Committeewoman Nancy Mann 
said that it would ‘‘not be entirely 
unreasonable” to set a minimum 
class size. 

Commiteewomen Honora Kaplan 
and Sandra Fleischman expressed 
concern over rising class sizes in the 
junior high schools in Newton. 

Outlining the effects of the proposed 
cut of 13 teaching aides, the 
superintendent said a high priority 
was given to maintaining aides at the 
elementary level. Of the positions to 
be cut, only two would come from the 
elementary schools, one from 
Franklin and the second from Angier. 

At several points in the meeting, the 
strain of the drastic budget-cutting 
was evidenced by rising tensions and 
voices between School Department 
and School Committee members. 

School officials stressed that they 
were having a hard time defending 
Many of the proposed cuts, because 
they were not in favor of them. Fink 
added that the committee’s own 
budget guidelines necessitated many 
of the cuts. 

At its meeting Saturday, the com- 
mittee went through the budget line- 








by-line and the most heated discus- 
sion centered on the specifcs in an 
overall $513,857, or a 2.3 percent, pro- 
posed reduction in the regular in- 
struction account. 

Particular concerns were raised 

over the proposed reduction of 2.5 
curriculum coordinator and specialist 
positions, as well as a plan to cut out 
one house in Newton North. 

Under the proposed budget, 1.5 cur- 
riculum development positions and 
one art curriculum coordinator would 
be eliminated and the remaining eight 
curriculum coordinators would face a 
reduction from 11 to 10 months in their 
work year. 

Proposed cutbacks in Department 
of Research and Planning computer 
operations due to staffing cuts 
brought the greatest amount of sym- 
pathy from the committee members, 
with many leaning toward the 
restoration of some or all of the 
$35,811, or 10.5 percent, in the budget. 

The most heated discussion of the 
day involved the proposal to eliminate 
one of the present five houses at 
Newton North. 

According to Fink, the elimination 
of a house master and all supporting 
personnel positions, including two 
guidance counselors and 1.5 
secreatrial positions would save 
about $80,000. 

While the move would change the 
student-counselor ratio from 150:1 to 
200:1, Fink said the proposal is ‘not 
outlandish.”

Security deposits 


By Peter Harrington 


In recent years the law concerning security deposits on apartments has 
been changed to provide many protections for the tenant. 

A security deposit is limited by law to an amount not more than the first 
month's rent. It must be deposited in a separate interest-bearing account 
in a bank located in Massachusetts and it cannot be mingled with other 
assets of the landlord. 

If a landlord holds the security deposit for more than one year he must 
pay interest at the rate of 5 percent per year at the end of each year of the 
tenancy. 

For example, if you rent an apartment as of February 1, 1981, your 
Bndlerd must give you the interest on your security deposit as of January 

1, 1982. 

In addition to giving a written receipt for the security deposit, Mass. 
General Laws, Chapter 186, Section 15B says that any landlord,"’...Who 
accepts a security deposit of a tenant or prospective tenant shall, upon 
receipt of such security deposit, or within 10 days after the commence- 
ment of the tenancy, whichever is later, furnish to such tenant or prospec- 
tive tenant, a separate written statement of the present condition of the 
premises to be leased or rented. 4...” 

The law goes on to say, ‘‘...Such written statement shall also contain a 
comprehensive listing of any damage then existing in the premises, 
.. Such statement shall be signed by the lessor...” 

The law also requires that such a statement contain the following 
language: ‘‘This is a statement of the condition of the premises you have 
leased or rented. You should read it carefully in order to see if it is cor- 
rect. If it is correct you must sign it. This will show that you agree that the 
list is correct and complete. If it is not correct, you must attach a 
separate signed list of any damage which you believe exists in the 
premises. 

“This statement must be returned to lessor or his agent within 15 days 
after you receive this list or within 15 days after you move in, whichever 
is later. If you do not return this list, within the specified time period a 
court might later view your failure to return the list as your agreement 
that the list is complete and correct in any suit which you may bring to 
recover the security deposit.”

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JERICHO, Vt. (UPI) — In the cold 
mountain valley where Snowflake 
Bentley first photographed snow 
crystals 100 years ago, military scien- 
tists hope to find ways to defeat 
winter on battlefields of the future. 

For a month, the 50 researchers of 
operation “Snow One” have camped 
on a National Guard firing range, 
watching the snow drift down. 

In that time, Army meterologists 
sketched the most precise pictures 
ever of falling snow. 

Marines practiced operating equip- 
ment with gloved hands; Air Force 
teams using infrared devices, tried to 
identify tanks through the driving 
snow. 

Army and Navy scientists beamed 
spotlights -and microwaves through 
January’s snowstorms, then 

. Measured how much of the signal was 
absorbed by the snow before reaching 
its destination. 

The purpose: to develop data so 
sophisticated electronic guidance 
systems for future U.S. missiles can 
find their targets in snowstorms as 
well as clear air. 

“Tf some weapons company comes 
in and tells us they've got a widget 
that will solve our problems locating 
tanks on a winter battlefield, we want 
to have the data to find out if that’s 
true,” said George Aitken, Snow 
One’s project director, 

Aitken, chief of geophysical 
sciences for the Army's Cold Regions 
Research and Engineering 
Laboratory in Hanover, N.H., said 
Snow One will cost $1 million before it 
shuts down in late February. 

“A million dollars is nothing. The 
military spends more than that in one 
week buying these weapons systems. 
The important thing is to find out if 
they will work in adverse conditions 
like snow,” Aitken said. 

For snow, Jericho is usually the 
place to come. 

It was here that Wilson 
“Snowflake” Bentley, a poor hill 
farmer, in 1880 produced the 
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snowtlake photographs that first 
revealed the beauty and endless 
variety of snow crystals. 

Bentley labored with a primitive 
microscope and camera to produce 
his black-and-white photos. 

Today, the Cold Regions Lab 
researchers use computers to pro- 
duce brilliant red, blue and green 
snow pictures and laser beam 
holocameras to turn out three- 
dimensional pictures of the snow. 

One thing Bentley and the contem- 
porary researchers agree on: snow 
crystals may be tiny but they are ex- 
tremely complex. They change in 
size, shape, density and water content 
as temperature and wind conditions 
change. 

Right now, scientists do not know 
what kind of snow crystals are pro- 
duced by a given set of wind condi- 
tions. 

And until recently, the military 
didn’t much care. 

“A guy with a shovel is pretty good 
no matter what the weather,” Aitken 
said. 

That is not true of the military’s 
new sophisticated electro-optical 
guidance systems, which can be 
thrown off by the smallest change in 
the size, shape or rate of fall of the 
snow. 

The Jericho project, scientists say, 
is a first step towards predicting those 
changes, 

“Ultimately we hope to be able to 
predict visibility from weather condi- 
tions that are easy to measure,” said 
Aitken. 

The project, two years in the plann- 
ing, has temporarily imposed an eerie 
quality on the quiet farming valley. 

Three Army tanks stand out starklv 
against the snow of the firing range. 
Tripod-mounted meterological 
devices beep and whirr and wail as 
they take atmospheric measurements 
and catch falling snow. 

A blimp-shaped neon-orange 
balloon hangs over the wide field, 
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three dimensional photographs. 


beaming temperature and wind data 
toa computer on the ground. 

At one end of the camp, Aitken's 
people collect the weather data and 
measure the size, concentration, den- 
sity and water content of the falling 
snow. 

At the other, military scientists test 
their electro-optical devices in the 
snow. 

Ateam from the Army's Harry Dia- 
mond Lab in Adelphi, Md., for exam- 
ple, is testing the effects of snow on 
millimeter waves, microwaves that 
can be used, like radar, to pinpoint the 
location of a distant object. 

From a trailer they transmit the 
millimeter waves to a second trailer 
600 meters away. 

One set of receivers in the second 
trailer measures how the signal is 
decreased when it passes through the 
falling snow.

To check kid’s usual level of interest in assorted kinds of food, 
researchers at the University of Montana lead by Daniel Fox first 


presented each of 48 children with a tray containing goodies, 
cheese, carrots, grapes, apples, milk and orange juice, on one 
hand; on the other, Hershey bars, Fritos, cookies, Froot Loops, 
Pepsi Cola and Kool-Aid. The children could eat as much as they 


wanted of anything on the trays.

NEW YORK (NEA) - A mixed bless- 
ing, your refrigerator: It runs, you 
eat; unfortunately, it eats, too. Fuel. 

But you can curb its energetic ap- 
petite, says Jean Hopwood, manager 
of consumer affairs for General Elec- 
tric’s Major Appliance Business 
Group in Louisville, Ky. 

For one thing, keep the door shut as 
much as possible. “Every time the 
refrigerator is opened, cool air 
escapes, warm air gets in and even- 
tually the motor must go on to keep 
down the temperature," she says. 
“Remember, a refrigerator cools by 
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MID-WINTER 


expelling heated air, so the less warm 
air that gets in, the better.”” 

But be disabused of the notion that 
the thicker the frost in the freezer, the 
better. ‘‘All built-up frost does is 
make the freezer work harder to 
remove heated air since it acts as an 
insulator,” she says. And the more 
frost, the more there is for the freezer 
to cool. Pointlessly. So, if defrosting is 
in your hands, and not a built-in func- 
tion of the refrigerator, do it, she 
says, ‘‘when the ice is no more than 
one-quarter inch thick.” It won’t take 
long, you won't have to tiptoe to the 
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sink with an overflowing water tray, 
and you'll end up with more storage 
space in the freezer and less chance of 
uncovering meatballs you froze so 
long ago, they’re unusable. 

Speaking of which, you can avoid 
the buy-it, freeze-it, forget-it, toss-it 
syndrome, she says, by keeping a list 
on the freezer door, or nearby, of the 
date and place you stow something, 
for example: 1-1-81, veal patties, rear 
left-hand corner. “That way,” says 
Ms. Hopwood, ‘“‘you won’t go out and 
duplicate and you'll use what you 
have within good storage time.” 

Do take advantage of the space 
you've got in the freezer to stock up on 
sale items, or, if you don’t fancy a six- 
month supply of sliced zucchini, store 
water at least. “Freeze ice cubes for 
future use so that you’re not paying 
for cooling empty space,” she says.

the refrigerator a rest too. “Use up 
your perishables (milk, vegetables, 
etc.) before you leave. Then follow the 
instruction manual and turn down the 
controls on the refrigerator,” she 
says. “It doesn’t have to operate at 
the usual temperature while you're 
away and, at a higher temperature, it 
won't run that often.” 

It doesn’t have to run at all if you're 
going away for weeks, and you've got 
an independent freezer or a neighbor 
with a gigantic one. ‘Consider turn- 
ing off the refrigerator entirely. Then, 
wash it out, put an open box of baking 
soda on the shelf, and prop the door 
open so that whatever moisture is left 
dries out and you don’t return to a 
musty smell.” 

While the door is open, check the 
gasket, that perimeter of insulation 
that runs around the rim. ‘Be sure 
it's clean,” Ms. Hopwood says. “Any

build-up of soil or spills will prevent 
the gasket from adhering and making 
a good seal when the door is closed. 
Cold air will then leak out causing the 
refrigerator to work harder. You can 
test how well the gasket works, in- 
cidentally, by putting a lighted 
lightbulb attached to an extension 
cord inside the refrigerator and clos- 
ing the door over the cord. If you can 
see light escaping, that proves there 
are gaps and the gasket isn't adhering 
as well as it should.” 

If it occurs to you that there’s 
already a lighted bulb inside the 
refrigerator you can use for this test, 
remember — that light goes out when 
the door is closed. 

Next, Ms. Hopwood says, unders- 
tand that it’s not only how your 
refrigerator works that counts, but 
where. ‘If possible,” she says, ‘“‘keep 
your refrigerator away from the 
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range because they work at cross- 
purposes. The range is there to heat, 
the refrigerator to cool, and when 
they're adjacent, the refrigerator 
ends up with the brunt of the work.” 


But unless you're furnishing from 
scratch, you’re probably stuck with 
the refrigerator where you found it — 
next to the range. In that case, she 
says, ‘‘Always try to use the burners 
farthest away from the refrigerator. 
And always cover saucepans. Foods 
will cook faster because the steam 
will be trapped inside and you'll be 
able to turn the heat off sooner.” 


Finally, if what you're cooking calls 
for preheating the oven, don’t overdo 
it. “You only need ten minutes to 
preheat an oven,” she says, ‘‘so don’t 
turn it on before you start preparng 
the recipe. Half an hour may elapse 
before you get everything ready.”

Maine's 
Indian rights 
is top priority 


AUGUSTA, Maine (UPI) — A top civil rights 
priority this year is determining if Maine must help 
Indians not living on reservations — an area left 
vague in the state's Indian land claims settlement, 
a report released Monday said. 

“As best we can understand it, the Indian land 
claims settlement has almost no impact, or may not 
have any impact, on off-reservation Indians at all,” 
said Lois Reckitt, chairman of the Maine Advisory 
Committee to the U.S. Civil Rights Commission. 

“Tt seems people think the settlement has made 
the Indians rich,” she said. ‘That is not true. We 
want to ask how the basic needs of Maine's off- 
reservation Indians — arguably the most im- 
poverished group in the state — will be met without 
state assistance.” ; : 

A 17-page report prepared by the committee said 
officials who negotiated the $81.5 million settle- 
ment, the largest in the nation’s history, seem 
“unable to distinguish off-reservation Indians from 
reservation Indians. 

“There seems to be a desire to have the state 
government ‘get out of the Indian business,’ a 
somewhat understandable state of mind for govern- 
ment officials exhausted from the long-running set- 
tlement negotiations,” the report said. 

Attorney General James E. Tierney said the land 
claims case has the effect of getting tribal recogni- 
tion for the Indians by the federal government, 
making members of the tribe eligible for assistance 
they were not elgible for before the settlement.

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d that’s the way it is...’ 
with Cronkite

NEW YORK (UPI) — One score 
and ten years ago, television brought 
forth on this nation a new content- 
ment, Walter Leland Cronkite Jr. 

It was altogether fitting and proper 
that they should do this: the man had 
begun preparing in high school for his 
life work, the purveying of news. But 
there is an anomaly here, in view of 
the steady broadcasting that Cronkite 
has been doing for 30 years. 

What he prepared for, and engaged 
in superbly before taking permanent- 
ly to the mike, was print journalism, 
the printed word. 

Today he will tell you: “It's funny 
that I’ve now spent more time in 
broadcasting than in newspapering — 
but I still think of myself as a 
newspaperman.” 

It can be said of three men that, in 
their time as communicators, this na- 
tion hung on their words, waited in 
eager anticipation of what they were 
going to observe and report and treat 
in their special way — Mark Twain, 
Will Rogers, and Walter Cronkite. 

But to his chosen profession, Walter 
Cronkite is elite in a choice sense. 
There have been other bearers of 
news in the history of mankind, but it 
is not written that any of them also 
served as uncle to a nation. 

When this newsman steps away 
from his anchorman job on the even- 
ing of March 6 (having attained such 
a position of deity that in Sweden the 
word Cronkiter means anchorman), a 
favorite uncle will be saying goodbye 
to his kinfolk (some 17 million night- 
ly) gathered at the tube of all things 
great and small in the world of that’s- 
the-way-it-is. 

Uncle Walter, anchorman and 
managing editor of “CBS Evening 
News with Walter Cronkite,” holder 
of the title ‘most trusted man in 
America,” and for three years the on- 
ly journalist voted among the top 10 
most influential decision makers in 
the country, has been bellwether of 
the nightly newscast since April 1962. 
But he joined CBS in 1950. 

His decision to weigh anchor has 
caused comment within the industry 
that the event may mark the end of 
the image of anchorman as deity, 
with influence and respect that make 
him a symbol of his company. 

There is another aspect to his leav- 
ing the job, put forth by Elmer W. 
Lower, former president of ABC 
News, who worked with Cronkite at 
CBS three decades ago: 

“He's one of the last of the old pros 
out of the hard news business, out of 
the print news business. You see, at 
first we hired a lot of people like that. 
But today they hire them from televi- 
sion stations, There may never be 
another Cronkite in that respect.” 

Cronkite was 16 years old when he 
got his first bylines, in the Houston 
Post. As a carrier boy, he got up at 3 
am. to plunk onto front porches 
newspapers carrying stories that he 
had written the day before as a non- 
paid summertime novice newsman. 

“I may have been the only person 
who delivered newspapers in the mor- 
ning for the same newspaper I worked 
for in the afternoon,” he says. ‘I was 
a boy, and the greatest pride in the 
world was to sit on the Houston bus in 
the morning and see people reading 
the story I had written. That was very 
heady stuff.” 

He is also the only anchorman 
whose background includes manning 
a machinegun in the nose of a B-17 
bomber over Wilhelmshaven as a war 
correspondent in World War II and on 
another occasion arriving by glider- 


crash into combat at Arnhem in what 
he conceived to be his job in reporting 
the sights, sounds, smells, and 
smokes of battle for the United Press. 

He is also in all probability the only 
anchorman to state in public that the 
anchorman is to broadcasting what 
typography and make-up are to a 
newspaper — ‘‘We're the familiarity 
quotient.” 

He is certainly the only college- 
dropout cub reporter in history to be 
nicknamed ‘Needlenose’ on the 
Houston police beat, to entertain at 
parties with a mock striptease entire: 
ly clothed and to ventriloquize Dix- 
feland jazz with an imaginary bass 
viol as a dummy, and to proceed from 
those summits to a bagful of honorary 
doctorates and other scholastic 
kowtows, including making the 
graduation address at Harvard last 
June, 

St. Joseph, Mo., among its other at- 
tainments, has had three bell-ringers 
of national moment. The Pony Ex- 
press, with the teen-age Buffalo Bill 
as one of the riders, was born there in 
1860. Jesse James was shot dead in his 
home there in 1882. Walter Cronkite 
was born there 34 years later, on Nov. 
41916. 

James robbed the banks blind and 
the trains to a tizzy. Cronkite has 
stolen popular affection and respect 
to a degree that has awed com- 
petitors, confounded sociologists, sur- 
prised himself, and rendered the CBS 
nightly news dollop top-dog in ratings 
for a decade. 

Most everybody knows about the 

Cronkite of the tube — about 
“Cronkite diplomacy” in the Mideast 
and his many Emmys and yeoman 
coverage of emperor and clown. What 
is not known about is the making of 
the newsman Cronkite in the days 
before he became the familiar face 
and pebble-resonant voice at end of 
day. 
Cronkite is a Dutch name (‘‘and some 
German”) and Walter named his boat 
Wyntje (Betsy pronounces it Wintie) 
after Wyntje Theunis (Toonis), who 
married Siboutzen Krankheyt in 
Nieuw Amsterdam (now New York) 
in 1642. She was the first woman to 
marry a Cronkite in the New World. 

Before sailing, Walter won trophies 
racing sports cars — “‘but when Chip 
was growing up and the girls were 
teen-agers we decided to spend more 
family time; Walter is very family 
oriented, and that's why he thinks 
sailing is great; we can all be together 
uninterrupted.” 

He is also a fierce tennis competitor 
with CBS buddies during lunchtime. 

At home in their New York 
townhouse, the Cronkites have a 
domestic shorthair cat, Dancer. Their 
springer spaniel, Buzzy, always a 
companion on the boat, died last year 
at age 17. Their Chinese housekeeper 
is Yuk-Yee Kui — “Walter calls her 
New Yee, as if she’s one of Donald 
Duck's nephews, Newee, Hooee, and 
Louee.” 

Walter's mother, Helen, 88, lives in 
Washington and, Betsy says, ‘‘has all 
her pals at the Army-Navy club.”” 

Cronkite, a pipe smoker, dapples 
his conversation with Uncle 
Walterisms like gosh, darn, and gee- 
whiz. Betsy comes up with frequent 
interjections like oh boy and oh golly. 

“He brings home letters,” said Bet- 
sy. “They're so friendly. It’s not like 
being a movie star or up on a stage. 
You're right in people's living rooms. 

“People come up to him in 
restaurants and just pat his shoulder 
and say, ‘Oh, it’s so nice to see you’ or 
‘You're doing a great job’ in a friend- 
ly, nice way. It’s really a lovely, 
warm feeling.

figure necessarily, though.” 
ae about people calling him un- 
cle?

“The only thing that worries me is 
that he can’t say no to anybody. And 
you'd be surprised what people want 
him to do — for no money, and for 
pounds of money. And he doesn’t want 
to hurt anybody's feelings. Then he 
worries about it all the time. I find it 
nerve-wracking. 


“And so I hope he'll just sign on 
with CBS, and that gives him an out. 
The good it does you is you don’t have 
to do everything your friends want 
you to do all the time, or make them 
mad or hurt their feelings. He just 
can't say no to anybody, and it’s just 
nerve-wracking.” 

There was such a slew of letters of 
protest when Cronkite announced a 
year ago that he was leaving 
“sometime early in 1981" that the 
evening news people saved some of 
them. Such as: 

“We were so devastated by your an- 
nouncement tonight, tears started to 
flow and I felt as if we all were on the 
verge of losing something which can 
never be replaced.” 

“You are an intangible benefit of 
being an American.” 

“Like President Lincoln, you have 
been the people's representative and 
voice.” 

“You can't do this to us.” 

Not all the outpouring of acclaim is 
in letters. The New York Daily News 
polled lobby gapers in the Detroit 
Plaza Hotel during the Republican 
convention last summer and found the

main attraction was Cronkite — 
ahead of Reagan, Ford, Elizabeth 
Taylor, and Wayne Newton, 

If drafted for office, would you ac- 
cept the race? 

“Ha-ha. I tell you, if appointed to 
the United States Senate, I might ac- 
cept. | wouldn’t want to run for it. I 
think it would be interesting to serve. 

“When I think what one has to go 
through to run for political office, it’s 
not good. And also I don't think it’s a 
good idea for anchorpeople to run for 
office. 

“Tf that ever starts, and there's a lot 
of temptation thrown in anchorpeo- 
ple's way because of the obvious pro- 
minence, without the politician know- 
ing for one minute what they stand for 
— this has always offended me. 

“They come and offer me nomina- 
tions for a lot of high jobs without ever 
asking me what my position on an 
issue is. They just want to use the face 
and name. They can save a lot of 
money that way. 

“The problem is that if any an- 
chorperson ever lets their ego get so 
large that they accept that kind of 
thing, then it's going to cast con- 
siderable doubt, I should think, on the 
integrity of all anchorpeople. The 
question being whether or not they 
are so reporting the news as to posi- 
tion themselves for political gain in 
the future. 

“And so I hope nobody ever does 
it.” 

What do you think of this last 
political year? 

“T think it spent a lot of time not get- 
ting to the issues, as so many political 
campaigns unfortunately do. I think 
politicians are not very good at look- 
ing into the future and trying to sketch 
a future that people can digest and 
study and make a clearcut decision 
on.

“They pander to the immediate 
day-by-day concerns. Right now we 
should be talking about the future. 
We've had technological 
developments that require very 
definite consideration. 

“Take that with problems of pollu- 
tion, depletion of natural resources, 
population, atomic public relations — 
these are long-range problems that 
are almost philosophical, that have to 
be tackled, and yet nobody's dealing 
with them. 

“So I was very disappointed in that 
regard. I had thought we might 
possibly get a dialogue. It was an ex- 
citing year. Whoever loses, 
Democrats or Republicans, they 
always blame me for being for the 
side that wins. 

“Because I’m excited about elec- 
tion returns, and they misjudge that 
level of excitement for being a level of 
enthusiasm. It’s enthusiasm only for 
the job and not for the candidate.” 

You’re gonna get a feeling of relief, 
not having to make that daily 
deadline? 

“You bet. You bet. But I love it. I 
love my work. It’s great to be 
whatever I've managed by luck to be. 
But it's certainly time to have the 
freedom to not be here every day at 
6:30 (the time the program is fed out 
live). 

“Of course, I’m here 10 hours a day, 
so it’s not just a 6:30 job, but there is 
the absolute tyranny of the hour that 
has made retirement lock good. It’s 
not retirement anyway. It’s retire- 
ment from the evening news.” 


And so the old pro is heading away 
from the old deadline. It was good to 
look back on the making of whatever 
he has managed by luck to be. And 
that’s the way it was. This is Walter 
Cronkite. Goodbye. i

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (NEA) - It began quite by 
accident for Horace Glass. He was reading a 
newspaper in 1971 when he came across an article 
that told of an old German boat that was sunk in 
Florida’s Intercoastal Waterway. The boat, an 85- 
foot yawl, was said to have once belonged to Adolf 
Hitler. 

Glass was'intrigued, and decided to investigate. 

He visited the boat, whereupon he was struck by 
its silent association with world history. So he 
bought it on the spot, for $5,000, and commenced the 
adventure that follows. , 

The yacht had indeed belonged to Hitler, in the 
sense that everything in the Third Reich was his. 
When the Nazi Fuhrer was planning to take over the 
world, he included the world of yacht racing. To this 
end he ordered the construction of four boats he 
thought would become the standards of the day. 

One of the boats was the “‘Ostwind"’ (Eastwind), 
and no effort was spared in her magnificence. The 
main mast reached 100 feet in the air, and the 
mizzen mast was 50. The decks were fitted with 


teak, the planking was made of mahogany, and, at 
ful speed she hoisted more than 3,000 square feet 
of sail, 

Alas, the ship was never to race for the 
Fatherland. If Hitler's vision was sweeping, his 
timing was lousy. The craft was launched in 1939, 
three days after the invasion of Poland instituted 
the Second World War. That bit of misfortune was 
to set a more or less ill-fated course for the Ostwind. 

Hitler tried to use the yacht personally during the 
conflict, sometimes to entertain his mistress, Eva 
Braun, but apparently the boat made him seasick. 
Also, Reichsmarschall Hermann Goering came 
aboard to plot the air raids of Great Britain, but 
history indicates that, likewise, turned out badly. 

Even when the war ended, the Ostwind’s fortunes 
remained sour. The U.S. government seized it, and 
tried to use it as a training ship at the Naval 
Academy, but the yaw!'s 13-foot keel was too deep 
for Chesapeake Bay. Thus the grand ship was 
unceremoniously peddled to a succession of private 
individuals, 


‘The first owner lost an eye while racing the yacht. 
And owners after that let the boat slip into 
disrepair. At one time the Ostwind was reportedly 
used as a bordello near Miami. Eventually, in the 
late 1960s, the luckless hulk was invaded by ship- 
worms and vandals, and was sunk several times. 

Then Horace Glass read about it in the 
newspaper. 

And the old boat’s decline was stayed. 

At the time, Glass owned a local advertising 
agency, and was busy making a living and raising a 
family; so he rescued the yawl mostly out of 
curiosity. ‘But the more I got into it,” he says now, 
“the more fascinated I became. | guess it’s correct 
to say that it’s become an obsession with me.” 

To be sure. By his own accounting, Glass spent 
$50,000 just to research the boat's origins. In time 
he was to sell his business and most of his property 
to continue with the project. In all, he says he's 
spent $110,000 and much of the last nine years to 
shore up, repair and refurbish the Fuhrer’s vessel.

Today the object of all this effort and money is 
resting on the St. Johns River in front of its owner's 
suburban home. The 50-ton ship is tied to jerrybuilt 
r-ing that includes telephone poles and house 
ji .s. It is trussed up above the surface of the 
water, so that Glass can attend to its mending. 


Just the same, Glass thinks it's still beautiful. 
And he insists the yacht will yet again repose in the 
dignity it deserves. Once it's sound and seaworthy, 
he plans to float it down the St. Johns to the middle 
of the state — and turn it into a floating exhibit of 
the Nazi state from whence it came. 


Yet Horace Glass vows he will not be dissuaded. 
He says he needs $40,000 to get the Ostwind out of 
drydock, and another $1 million to establish it as a 
Museum ,. Unlike the Third Reich, he adds, Hitler’s 
yacht hag risen and fallen many times, and so 
taybe that means that it’s meant to survive.

New England motorists ex- 
perienced a record-breaking cold 
winter leaving many helplessly 
stranded, some with expensive repair 
bills. The most common problem is 
the cold morning start for conven- 
tional automobiles as well as the new 
fuel injected and diesel cars. 

Freezing temperatures, more 
often than not, are the most common 
cause for hard starts. The cold effects 
each of the car’s fluids which are used 
to help properly maintain smooth 
engine performance and provide pro- 
tection during extreme hot and cold 
temperatures. 

One of the fluids effected by ex- 
treme cold is the fuel for conven- 
tional, fuel injected and diesel fuel 
automobiles. Cold temperatures re- 





quire less fuel to be pumped into the 
carburetor or injectors before turning 
the ignition key. “However, many 
motorists flood the engine by pump- 
ing the gas pedal too many times. The 
reason for cold weather engine 
flooding is simple. Frigid 
temperatures increase the density of 
the air fuel mixture causing the 
engine to need much less fuel in its in- 
itial cranking stages. The gas does not 
vaporize during these freezing 
temperatures causing the gas to re- 
main in its natural liquid state. 
Gasoline must be vaporized before it 
can burn properly within an engine. 
So, when you’re just about to start 
your car, be sure not to flood the 
engine. 

Winter temperatures also cause 
diesel car's fuel to ‘“‘gel’’ transform- 
ing the diesel fuel liquid to a jelly-like 
substance. This “gel,” at freezing 
temperatures, is unable to pass 
through the fuel lines and fuel injec- 
tors preventing the engine to start or 
run properly if already started. There 
are chemicals sold that, when added 
to the diesel fuel tank, will help pre- 
vent this type of gelling. 


Another liquid effected by ex- 
treme cold temperatures is oil. A 
lighter weight of oil should be used 
during the colder months. As 
temperatures drop, oil will become 
thicker causing the engine to become 
more difficult to turn over and putting 
an extra strain on the battery and 
starter. Most owners manuals will 
recommend proper oil thickness for 
winter driving. 

The anti-freeze level is another 
important liquid that must be proper- 
ly maintained. The anti-freeze is 
responsible for keeping the water in 
your engine’s cooling system from 
freezing. Should there be an insuffi- 
cient level of anti-freeze, the water 
could freeze causing the liquid to ex- 
pand and damage various parts 
within the cooling system. The recom- 
mended proper level of anti-freeze 
can be found on the back of most anti- 
freeze containers. 

Another important fluid to keep a 
close watch on is the cell levels within 
your battery. Each cell must contain 
the proper level of battery acid to en- 
sure maximum power for proper star- 


ting.

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DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors Corp. 
Chairman Roger B. Smith says the giant 
automaker may be willing to give the 
United Auto Workers union a profit-sharing 
plan in return for wage and cost of living 
concessions. 

In an interview with the Detroit News, 
Smith called for ‘new approaches” in rela- 
tions between the company and the union, 
but did not set a timetable for seeking to 
renegotiate their current contract. 

“J don’t worry about profit-sharing if it’s 
done right,’’ Smith told the newspaper at 
the National Automobile Dealers Associa- 
tion convention in Los Angeles. “But if 
you're going to put profit-sharing on top of 
a $20-an-hour wage package, that just does 
not make any sense.” 

Under the current contract, which ex- 
pires in September 1982, UAW members 
will be earning about $20 an hour in wages 
and fringe benefits at GM and Ford Motor 
Co. 

Recent UAW contract concessions to 
Chrysler Corp. have reduced that figure to 
around $17 an hour — a cost advantage GM 
and Ford have said could give the No. 3 





automaker a competitive edge in an in- 
dustry long accustomed to uniform labor 
contracts. 

Smith told the News that UAW executives 
“understand pattern bargaining. They 
know we can’t have a two-tier wage 
system: We talk to the union every day on 
other matters. I’m sure that these things 
are going to come up.” 

Ford and GM have been awaiting the out- 
come of the Chrysler renegotiations — con- 
cluded last week — before submitting their 
own bids for contract concessions. 

“It looks to me like the way it will play 
out is that Ford Motor Co. will probably be 
there (at the bargaining table) first, but we 
are not necessarily waiting to see what 
Ford is going to do,” Smith said. 

Smith conceded labor costs can be cut by 
decreasing absenteeism and increasing 
productivity — both of which are top union 
as well as company priorities. But he in- 
dicated that might not be enough. 

“T don’t see anything big that is going to 
happen without reopening the contract,” he 
said. 

On another subject, Smith described as

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Toys in the attic: Lyman House treasures

Picture the scenario: two 
gentlemen aré seated on a Victorian 
Settee in the Georgian mansion in 
Waltham. They are bathed in 
floodlights. The television show's pro- 
ducer, Paula Low, crouches on the 
floor, holding her script in her hand, 
dodging the camerman. In the corner, 
the soundman tapes the show. 


The man with the British accent 
is John Noble, and he is clutheing a 
pair of dolls in each arm. One is a cen- 
tury old. The other 1s as new as tomor- 
row. He is the curator of the toy col- 
lection of the Museum of the City of 
New York, and he is being interview- 
ed by Frank Avruch. co-host of the 
sunuas Open House program of Chan- 
nel 3. 





Author, lecturer and consultant to 
private collectors worldwide, John 
Noble is an expert on the history and 
development of toys and dolls. Impec- 
cably tailored in his English suit, he 
speaks knowledgeably about the 
evolution of dolls and the evolution of 
mechanical walking and talking dolls. 
in particular. 

Frank Avruch explains why John 
Noble is sitting in this particular 
house. in this particular city. 





Century-old doll house 


“Lyman House in Waltham 
possesses some of the most delicious 
antiquities. While rummaging 
upstairs in the attic, the Society for 
the Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities, which owns this mansion, 
discovered one of the prime attrac- 
tions. A rare doll house, circa 1890, 
crammed with authentic period fur- 
nishings, as well as the first doll in- 
vented in America, are all here, in 
this room. Other treasures they found 
are extremely rare toys and dolls, ex- 
actly as left by the children who once 
owned them. They are all ina state of 
perfect preservation, in prime condi- 
tion.” 

John Noble takes up the dialogue. 
“Lyman House possesses one of the 
rarest doll antiquities in this country. 
It is a doll made in Rhode Island in 
1845 by the spinster, Izannah Walker. 
She was the first original American 


“doll-maker. Heretofore, most dolls 


were imported from England, France 
and Germany. This particular doll is 
made of pressed fabric. She is intact, 
in prime condition.” 

He ought to know, surely, as he 
has been an avid collector of toys and 
dolls since his early childhood.

“The urge to collect has been with 
me since earliest memory. | began 
collecting literally from age six as a 
child in England. By the aye of ten, 1 
had amassed a considerable collec 
tion, and by ave 15 1 began actively 
trading among friends, schoolmates, 
relatives and other collectors.” 

As one of the foremost specialists 
in his very special field, Noble trained 
in 1955 with Marguerite Fawdry, a toy 
manufacturer who established the 
famous Pollock's Toy Museum. Noble 
sted her in building the museum's 
collection and soon established his 
reputation among European collec 
tors in that field. 

While on a visit to the United 
sin 1960, he was invited by the 
um of the City of New York to 
serve as its first curator of dolls 
Since accepting that post, he has 
organized the museum's doll legacy, 
catalogued and restored the existing 
collection and acquiring new dolls. 
The Museum is considered to possess 
the most outstanding and comprehen- 
sive public collection of dolls itt this 
country. His current exhibit at the 
Museum, “Hundreds of Dolls," 
features some 800 types of the 
miniature ladies, ranging, in’ time 
from 1745 to 1980. 






























The camera pans over to the doll 
house standing in the corner 
Floodlights illuminate the thre ory 
petite mansion which is standing on a 
pedestal.

“This doll house,"’ continues No- 
ble, to the delight of his au- 
dience, ‘dates from 18/5. It is intact. 

It was 
viven to its donor, the former Carolyn 
Humphrey Gay, who once resided at 
11 Chestnut St., Boston, in the heart of 
Beacon Hill. This painted wooden

‘Nobody comes to Mount Shasta by ave 
dent,” Miller commented as | was leaving for 
San Francisco. “He you're one of the chosen 
few drawn (to this vortex of cosmic energy we 
have here, then youll Keep returning.”

Energy and panic

Freedom! The opportunity to go where you want, when you want and 
how you want — "movements." We're not considering freedom of speech 


and press here. 


Long before the Iranian hostage crisis, our senses were rudely jarred 
by the realization that we could no longer take energy, and gasoline par- 
ticularly, for granted. The fear is common that, at any time, our mobility 
can be stopped or severely hampered by energy shortages or gas ration- 
ing. Jobs are affected; . so, too, vacations and simple pleasures. ‘ 

Some people will respond to this crisis, as they would to any, by seeking 
beneficial ways to adjust; others, with anger and even panic, will attempt 


to hoard or steal gasoline. 


For such latter souls, anxiety can quickly lead to irrational conclusions 
that the same deprivation will occur in other areas — food, clothing, hous- 


ing, etc. Let's stockpile supplies! 


This can further intensify mistrust, suspicion, and generally higher 
levels of human instability, From such generalized fear can develop 
acute problems in family and work situations which, if permitted to 
fester, can actually become entrenched in the society. And this 
phenomenon would occur long after the initial source of trouble, the 
energy crisis, was in the process of being solved or already extinct. 

The challenge for all of us in facing any crisis is to assume that our feel- 
ings are not necessarily facts. Healthy adjustment and even survival in 
large part depends upon our ability to be rational, to test the degree to 
which our apprehensions are based on facts. 

It’s almost axiomatic that nearly all forms of human anxiety can be 
reduced by reason’s daylight, that there are usually practical solutions at 
hand. Knowledge of this builds courage and resilience in the face of the 
myriad of human dilemmas. The energy crisis is no exception. In fact, it 


is already a classic example.

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Marcia Lloyd: Struggling to paint 


For Boston artist Marcia Lloyd, 
life itself is a portrait of the 
unknown artist struggling to sur- 
vive. 

An up-and-coming but not yet 
widely recognized painter, Lloyd 
must, of necessity, work full time, 
in her case as an associate pro- 
fessor at the Mass. College of Art, 
to make ends meet. And while she 
likes her job and finds teaching 
challenging, it isn’t painting; and 
painting is what Marcia Lloyd likes 
to do best 

“It is impossible to find enough 
time to paint,’ Lloyd noted during 
a recent break from her easel in 
the quiet brownstone she is restor- 
ing in Boston's South End. 

Her fifth floor studio is crowded 
with paints and canvas. Because 
she paints primarily landscapes 
and cityscapes, she spends a great 
deal of time outdoors. She works in 
pastels, charcoal and oils and has 
done many subtle dipictions of 
areas around Boston and New 
England. 

Lloyd isn’t alone in her struggle 
to survive as an artist; finding time 











to work is a common dilemma all 
artists face. And that is exactly 
why several organizations, such as 
the Mass. Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, are committed to 
helping a number of struggling ar- 
tists each year through several 
statewide competitions. These 
competitions provide the financial 
support that artists need to be ar- 
tists. To the artist, money is time. 

Take the Massachusetts Artists 
Fellowship program, for example, 
which is funded by the Mass. Coun- 
cil on the Arts and Humanities and 
administered by the Artists Foun- 
dation. 


Each year the program provides 
75 fellowships of $3,500 each for ar- 
tists who are residents of the state 
and over 18 years of age. 

The next deadline is March 15 for 
applications in painting, fiction, 
photography and sculpture. Ap- 
plications also are accepted in the 
fall in choreography, crafts, film, 
video and music composition. For

Marcia Lloyd has never won a 
major fellowship, but she has been 
a finalist in several important com- 
petitions, twice in the Mass. Artists 
Fellowship program, and agrees 
that programs of this type can be 
life savers. 

“A significant prize like the 
Mass. Artists Fellowship can buy 
time to paint,” says Lloyd. “It can 
make a big difference in your 
career to have long unbroken 
periods of time to concentrate sole- 
ly on your work."" 

A full time job can be a handicap 
in the awards arena. Lloyd notes, 
“Some cash prizes are awarded on 
the basis of need. If you have a full 
time job like I do, you are not 
destitute and so the award is small. 
Then there’s so little money that 
you can’t take time off from your 
job to pursue your art. It’s sort of a 
‘Catch 22’."”” 

Art colonies offer another solu- 
tion to the time problem. Lloyd 
spent six weeks during 1980 at the 
MacDowell Art Colony in Peter- 
borough, N.H., widely regarded as 


one of the finest in the country. 
Studios are spread out in the woods 
around the main building. Each ar- 
tist has a separate studio. 

“Tt took me about two weeks to 
unwind and really dig into my pain- 
ting,”” says Lloyd, ‘‘and then, I 
didn’t want to leave — ever.”” 

Lloyd finds a matter-of-fact at- 
titude helpful in facing the strug- 
gle. 

“As an artist who wants to 
become part of art history,” Lloyd 
concludes, ‘I must face the fact 
that the picture is bleak. There’s 
little support in the society for ar- 
tists. 


“It also remains difficult for a 
woman to juggle a relationship, 
children, money and time. Then, 
too, I must squarely look at the 
reality that black artists are rarely 
shown in the major commercial 
galleries here in Boston. The 
system isn't set up to support the 
dreams of a black woman artist. 
Those disappointments don’t stop 
me, though. I just paint whenever I 
can — for as long asI can.”

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Newton man’s ethics 
case Is winding down 


BOSTON — Closing arguments 
before the state Ethics Commision 
were heard last week, ending a series 
of public hearings involving a 
Newtonville man who is alleged to 
have violated state conflict-of-interest 
laws. 

Louis L. Logan, 46, is alleged by the 
commission to have had financial 
dealings with two private companies 
while employed by the state in 1976, 
Logan is a former Massachusetts 
Science and Technology Foundation 
employee. 

The commission’s original order to 
show cause alleged that Logan 
violated a ‘general code of conduct” 
for public employees. 

If the five-member commission 
rules against Logan, he could face 
fines of as much as $1,000 per charge.

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The coach is a lady - Marge Freeman

When Marjorie Joan Freeman's 
twin ans Dan and Richie were too 
young to compete with the 9-12 year- 
old boys, in the Newton Rast Little 
League baseball program, they did 
anyway—in a different manner. 

Dan and Richie's unofficial team 
which consisted of other seven and 
eight year-olds, competed against 
oh other Watasay Little League 
eams, winning all but one 
That was in 197, ia 

Three years later, Dan and Richie 
played for a baseball team that cap- 
tured the Newton Little League cham- 
pionship (NELL.) Their basketball 
team went undefeated to clinch the ti- 
tle of the Newton Athletic Association 
(NAA, ) 

What is the secret to Dan and 
Richie’s teams’ success? Their 
mother. 

Marjorie (Marge) Joan Freeman, 
is a dedicated housewife and mother 
of four boys; Scott 17, Eric 14, Dan 
and Richie 11. Like most mothers, she 
cooks, cleans and chauffers her 
children. Unlike most mothers or 
most women, she coaches Little 


League. In fact, out of 67 coaches and 
several hundred youngsters involved 
in NELL baseball and NAA basket- 
ball, she is the only female. 

“Some women volunteer to work in 
hospitals, I happen to coach, she said 
nonchalantly. 

Margie’s coaching career began 
four years ago, when she formed the 
“Oak Hill Bears’ baseball team. 
Then she became involved in basket- 
ball a year later where she was first 
an assistant coach, then took over as 
head coach two years ago. Her team 
won 14 consecutive games and yet*® 
another championship. 

“TI was reluctant to coach when I 
first started,” she said modestly. “I 
knew I was the only woman ina man’s 
domain and it made me a bit uneasy. 
I'm a competitive person and if my 
team came out winning, I didn't want 
the others (coaches) to feel threaten- 
ed or inferior.” 

“Now my hangups are alleviated. 
My husband Joe and Neil Schwartz 
(her baseball manager and basket- 
ball assistant) had been extremely 
supportive throughout. They helped 
me gain the confidence. I'm not com- 
peting as a female versus a male, but 


as coach versus coach. 

Marge's coaching ability stemmed 
from her on-the-job training. Her 
knowledge of sports, spawned from 
her childhood. 

“T came from a very sports oriented 
family. My dad would bring me to 
games and I enjoyed participating. I 
competed in softball, basketball, ten- 
nis and field hockey.” 

Presently Marge continues to keep 
active.

Newton reps join battle to 
abolish county government 


BOSTON — Rep. David B. Cohen 
(D-Newton) has filed legislation to 
abolish county government. The bill 
seeks to transfer all existing county 
functions to the state and to eliminate 
those functions which duplicate state 
programs or which no longer serve 
any useful purpose. 

“This is a reform which is long 
overdue,’ Cohen said. ‘‘County 
Government, and in particular Mid- 
dlesex County government, has, by 
and large, been wasteful, under- 
productive and unresponsive to the 
needs of its constituents. . 

“Perhaps the single most important 
factor contributing to its poor per- 
formance is the relative obscurity in 
which county government operates. 


Since the Legisiature has failed to act 
as a watchdog over the county 
budgets, many of the most ex- 
travagant practices escape scrutiny 
and are never brought to the attention 
of the public,” Cohen said. 

“It is not surprising that the 
Legislature has not tried to curb coun- 
ty spending. It is the municipal pro- 
perty taxpayer and not the state who 
foots the bill for county government. 
Unfortunately, the Legislature has 
looked upon county government as a 
haven for patronage, rather than as 
an institution for serving the public. 


“The wastefulness of county 
government is particularly tragic in 
light of Proposition 2 %. Tax dollars 
that might have been used to bolster 


important municipal services must 
now fund a bloated county payroll,” 
Cohen said. 

“In addition, the present county 
lines do not bear any rational relation 
to the services which the counties are 
supposed to perform. The needs of the 
relatively densely populated Boston 
suburbs bear little relation to those of 
the rural communities along the New 
Hampshire border. 


“While the bill faces an uphill battle 
in the Legislature, it is, nevertheless a 
battle well worth fighting,’ Cohen 
said.

City says Ossinger will have 
to go to court to get job, money

NEWTON — If Diana Ossinger, 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s former per- 
sonal secretary, wants her position 
restored and nearly $12,000 in back 
pay and benefits, she will probably 
have to take the city to court. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk is conten- 
ding the legal claims by attorneys for 
Ossinger are ‘“‘unfounded and un- 
substantiated.” 

Ossinger, acquitted in October of 
stealing more than $24,000 from the 
mayor, served under Mann for nearly 
eight years until she was fired’ last 
March after a police investigation. 

The innocent finding by a Mid- 
dlesex County jury came after an 
emotionally charged three-week trial 
that was at times embarrassing for 
the mayor and other city officials. 

Funk has disputed the legal founda- 


tions for Ossinger’s claims against 
the city in a letter to her attorney, 
Thomas Troy. 

Troy, a veteran criminal trial 
lawyer, sent a letter to the mayor in 
January requesting Ossinger’s 
former position be restored along 
with back pay and benefits. 

In the letter, Troy maintained Oss- 
inger has the “right” to back pay, 
benefits, and her “former position or 
a job of equal rank and pay in the ci- 
ty.” 


Funk maintains that Troy's claims 
against the city have no legal founda- 
tion. He said, ‘Basically the claims 
are unfounded and have no basis in 
law ... Hopefully, when they look at 
the matter more closely they will be 
dissuaded from taking any further ac- 
tion” 

During the trial in East Cambridge 
District Court, the prosecution con- 
tended Ossinger cashed 58 of Mann's 


paychecks over a 44-month period by 
crossing out the restrictive en- 
dorsements — ‘For Deposit Only” — 
on the paychecks and cashing them at 
the Treasurer’s Office in City Hall. 

Troy is contending Ossinger was 
assured by Mann and “‘other responsi- 
ble figures in the city” she would be 
granted the rights and benefits of a 
civil service employee. 

Under civil service laws, Ossinger 
would have been entitled to a hearing 
before she was fired. As a result, Troy 
has charged the city ‘violated due 
process of law” by firing Ossinger. 

Funk emphasized that the mayor 
and other top administrative officials 
never assured Ossinger she would be 
given the benefits of a civil service 
position. He asserted, “If anything, it 
was made clear that she and others 
are not civil service.” 

Funk also contests charges by Troy 
that the mayor violated the City

Janet's Big Sister, Amy Kenerson, 
found volunteering as a Big Sister a 
natural thing to do upon moving from 
her large-family’s rural home to 
Boston's Bay Village. 

“There are so many single young 
working people living in Boston, 
thinking mainly about themselves,” 
Amy muses. ‘That's not good. Being 
a Big Sister has been good for me 
because it keeps me aware that I'm 
not the biggest, best, most important 
thing on earth.” 


Since 1951, the Big Sister Associa- 
tion of Greater Boston has enabled 
more than 3,000 women to serve as 
special friends and role models to 
needy girls. The agency, housed in the 
Back Bay's YWCA, is the nation’s 
oldest and largest independent Big 
Sister Association. According to Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, Phyllis 
Buccio-Notaro, women volunteers 
help their Little Sisters gain self- 
confidence and realize their potential. 

Prospective Little Sisters are refer- 
red to the agency by other social ser- 
vices agencies, parents, schools, and 
mental health centers. In some cases, 
Buccio-Notaro says, Little Sisters 
have referred themselves to the agen- 
ey. 

The Big Sister Association sponsors 
activities such as group picnics and 
seasonal parties for Big and Little 
Sisters, and offers additional support 
to Big Sisters in the form of seminars 
and workshops on issues from 
alcoholism to sexuality. ‘ 

A relationship with a Little Sister, 
Somerville resident Pat Adams 
stresses, ‘ doesn't require a rigorous 
schedule of expensive activities. Pat 


jured. Obviously, your first inclina- 
tion as a mother is to run out on the 
court, when she sees her son rolling 
from side to side.

User fees inevitable 


for recreation activities 


NEWTON — Recreation services 
will be cut and residents will be forced 
to pay a sharp increase in fees for city 
athletic programs as a result of cut- 
backs forced by Proposition 242. 

That is the word from Recreation 
Commissioner Russell Halloran. 
However, Halloran said the con- 
troversial tax-cutting measure will 
probably not result in any layoffs in 
his department. 

He explained, ‘‘People are going to 
see less services and an increase in 
fees.” 

Halloran said fewer playgrounds 
will be staffed during the summer and 
residents will face a sharp increase in 
fees for adult programs, 

He said, ‘We are trying to keep fees 
for the children’s programs down. 
Adult fees will go up considerabiy.”” 

As a result of Proposition 22, 
residents can expect to see an in- 


crease in fees for use of city swimm- 
ing and tennis facilities. Further- 
more, all city-run baseball, basket- 
ball, touch football and other league 
programs will be costlier for par- 
ticipants. Halloran noted these fees 
will go up “‘considerably.”’ 

Halloran also noted participants on 
the swim teams during the summer 
months will face a user fee. 

“Over the years, the city has seen 
nominal fees and been accustomed to 
a lot of activities for children,” 
Halloran said. ‘‘We are trying to face 
the challenge of Proposition 22, but 
residents will see a clear difference.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann has asked 
the Recreation Department to cut 
$175,000 from its budget due to Pro- 
position 242. Halloran is preparing the 
preliminary budget.

Hotel scraps parking on 


NEWTON — A pian for limited use 
of the Norumbega Park land as a 
parking area during the construction 
of a proposed $15 million expansion of 
the Marriott Hotel has been “scrap- 
ped"’ by company officials. 

Colin Nadeau, regional vice presi- 
dent for the Commonwealth Avenue 
hotel, made the announcement that 
the plans to use the land have been 
called off. 

Nadeau said, ‘‘From my perspec- 
tive, that is out. Many people had a 
very strong feeling that the land 
should not be used for that purpose... 
We are looking at other sites for tem- 
porary parking.” 

Nadeau said the company is explor- 
ing a number of options, including 
possibly renting spaces and using a 
shuttle bus. 

Marriott Hotel General Manager 
Robert Horgan, however, added, 
“The ideal option would be to use the 
Norumbega park land. If it were open 
to us, we'd take it.” 

The hotel had proposed to carry out 
a portion of the city conservators’ 
plan for the park in exchange for tem-

Noting that the proposal would offer 
a host of benefits to the city, Cohen 
said he was disappointed at the reac- 
tion toward the plan. He explained, 
“Some read that as a corporate 
scheme to annex municipal property 


with corporate property.” 

The hotel expansion includes the 
construction of a new S-story, 227- 
room addition and a 937-car 
underground parking garage. A hear- 
ing before the Board of Aldermen's 
Land Use Committee on the proposal 
is scheduled for March 10. 

The hotel's proposal for limited use 
of the Norumbega Park area for park- 
ing came under fire when hotel of- 
ficials presented the plan to the Con- 
servation Commission in November. 

Although the Marriott offered to 
pay more than $250,000 to the city for 
the use of the land for three months, 
the commission indicated it would op- 
pose the proposal. 

The possible short term use of 
Norumbega Park also drew criticism 
from Auburndale residents and 
resulted in the misconception that the 
hotel wanted to use the land for the ex- 
pansion. 

In a statement released Thursday, 
Robert Horgan, general manager of 
the hotel, stressed, ‘‘We want to 
clarify the mistaken concern of some 
Newton residents that the Marriott 
hotel is seeking additional land such

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Legislation’s focus 
domestic violence 


NEWTON — Rep. Susan Schur 
(D-Newton) this week joined with 
other Women's Legislative Caucus 
members to announce the group's top 
priority for 1981 — protection against 
domestic violence. 

“Despite passage of the Abuse 
Prevention Act, which provides for 
emergency legal remedies to victims 
of domestic violence, a number of 
areas are in need of clarification 
before victims can receive ap- 
propriate assistance,” said Sen. 
Sharon Pollard (D-Methuen), Caucus 
member and bill cosponsor. 

The Domestic Violence Protection 
amendments supported by the Caucus 
seek to make current provisions more 
workable. They will provide im- 
mediate relief for all victims of 
domestic violence in the form of pro- 
tective court orders available through 
the local district, probate or superior 
court. 

Rep. Schur is a cosponsor of a 
number of petitions which reflect 
other Caucus priorities. One such 
priority, divorce inequity, is address- 
ed by a bill filed by Rep. Schur which 
seeks to correct disparities in existing 
alimony provisions. 

“This bill would provide the same 
rights for alimony as are now in effect 
regarding child support,” noted 
Schur. ‘Currently, Massachusetts 
courts have no power to grant or 
modify an alimony order unless the 
original divorce decree was issued in 
the Commonwealth.”

RECYCLING QUESTION OF THE WEEK: Can you bring me up to 
date on recycling activities in other communities? 


Only eight of the 41 communities responding have never had any 
recycling programs in operation. Six communities discontinued recycl- 
ing (mainly paper and glass) because of: problems finding markets for 
their recyclables, low revenues for recyclables and low participation 
rates. The remaining 27 communities recycle a wide range of materials. 

The most comprehensive recycling program is offered by Wellesley. 
Not only does it recycle the standard glass, cans and newspaper; it also 
recycles mixed papers, corrugated cardboard, high grade waste paper, 
compost, two liter plastic beverage bottles, tires, milk cartons and has 
Salvation Army boxes and a recycled book exchange as well at the 


Charles Kiley, Wellesley’s supervisor of sanitation, estimates that 12 
percent of his refuse is recycled in this fashion rather than hauled to an 


Newspaper recycling is the most prevalent form of recycling, with 23 
communities responding affirmatively. It is followed by bulk metals, fer- 
rous metals (cans), glass, aluminum, corrugated cardboard and leaf 
composting. Other materials recycled d ixed papers, high grade papers 
and, in a few communities, inclu e m used motor oil, plastic milk jugs and 


Of the commumities that recycle, 22 operate recycling centers, usually 
at town dump sites. Only three have collection programs. This is because 
residents in most curbside communities dispose of their own refuse. 

_ Curbside trash collection is the exception rather than the norm.

Editorial 


Short fuse on 
crowded prisons 


Sooner than later, Massachusetts has to 
do something about a powderkeg likely to 
explode at any moment. Crowded prison 
conditions aren’t a recent development; 
the only difference is in the degree of peril 
from over-population of the jails. 

An estimate of 15 percent over capacity 
is probably low. Prisoner riots, strikes and 
other confrontations have happened 
before. They seem inevitable, given the 
short fuse at present. 

An unfortunate byproduct is the 
detrimental effect it has on the criminal 
justice system. With fewer cells than con- 
victions, judges tend to make every effort 
to avoid prison sentences. Where possible, 
suspensions are given with the hope good 
behavior will enable those convicted of 
crimes to escape incarceration. 

Confinement of hard core felons, par- 
ticularly those involved in cases of 
violence, has to take place. The risk to 
society is too great to have it otherwise, so 
the congestion is by no means abated. 

Institutions at Walpole, Bridgewater and 
Concord have had their problems for 
years. Now, the Middlesex County’s 
Billerica House of Correction is deeply in- 
volved because it has become a dumping 
spot for state prisoners. 

The overcrowding at Dedham’s Norfolk 
County House of Correction and Jail is 
among the worst in the state. The 72-bed 
facility now jams in anywhere from 150 to 
160 inmates on any given week. 

Billerica HC, known as the “Farm” 
away back, was not the most unpleasant 
place to be in custody, compared to other 
institutions. Not so today. Set up for 265 in- 
mates, it has passed the 500 mark. 

Along with the jamming, the mix of 
prisoners creates serious security pro- 
blems. Sheriff Edward H. Heneberry Jr. 
says the matter has reached crisis propor- 
Hons and represents an untenable situa- 

ion.” 

He has supported a suit brought by his 
predecssor, John J. Buckley, and county 
commissioners to prevent state reloca- 
tions or provide for reimbursement. It has 
to be pointed out the cost of this goes back 
to the cities and towns. 

No amount of viewing the world through 
rose-colored glasses by Gov. King is going 
to make jail overcrowding cease to exist. 
There’s a contradiction, in fact, in his 
hard-line punitive policy, which fosters 
mandatory sentencing and inability to 
house those put away. 

As always, there are suggested 
remedies in the works. A spokesman for 
the Department of Corrections has made it 
known his agency is considering the use of 
Otis Air Force Base barracks to handle as 
many as 150 prisoners. The property is on 
lease by the Commonwealth to the federal 
government, so there has to be an agree- 
ment before utilization. 

Cape Codders in Falmouth area no doubt 
will protest. Even if on a temporary basis, 
the idea has to get consideration. Other 
remedies have to be weighed, too, and a 
positive program initiated.

Given the budgetary crisis, the energy crisis, the 
crisis in education, the lack of leadership crisis and 
Laura's latest crisis on ‘‘General Hospital,” it is 
worthwhile to look back and find that there have 
always been a few weeds in our Garden City. 

Tn 1883, the ‘Newton Graphic” reported a ‘band 
of gypsies have been camping on Beacon Street 
near Chesnut Hill.’’ In those days, no one had the 
idea to call the Newton Housing Authority to place 
these unfortunates in temporary housing units. 

Housebreaks plagued the city even then. Samuel 
Farquhar's house was entered by burglars who 
“were evidently skilled housebreakers, working 
with simple tools and leaving no traces behind 
them.” Farquhar then became the first man in 
Newton to install a central station alarm, yet he had 
to wait 40 years before it got hooked up. 

The city had ‘‘user fees’ at Nonantum Hall for its 
roller skating program. It would cost 25 cents at 
night to skate, and ‘objectionable persons” would 
not be admitted. The announcement for the roller 
skating failed to mention whether disco music was 


played at the rink or not. 

If you think MBTA cutbacks have riled the 
citizenry, you should know that Newton has taken 
issue with mass transit officials before. After the 
Boston and Albany railroad refused to carry 
packages for Newton free of charge, it asked the ci- 
ty to give it “right of way through the poor farm." 
The editorial of this newspaper was the city should 
sell the land to the railroad. The editor complained, 
“If the company would guarantee low fares and 
reasonable treatment, there might be some reason 
for what was asked.” 

There was no Proposition 2 % in 1883, but the city 
was still trying to economize its budget. For 1884, 
the budget was cut by $24,470 to $463,650.00 roughly 
equivalent to what the city now pays for pens and 
pencils each year. 

It was not easy being a kid in those days either. A 
group of young men were kicked off the Bullough’s 
Pond skating area by Newton police. An angry 
letter-writer pointed out that although the incident 
occurred ona Sunday, young men have very few op- 
portunities to go skating. The writer added, ‘‘bear 
in mind that we are in the 19th century.” 


Years before Community Development Block 
Grant programs started paying for signs, housing 
and sidewalks, Newton Highlands neighbors peti- 
tioned the city for street lights, streets and sewers, 

The School Committee was not getting along with 
its superintendent of schools so he resigned. Now, 
Superintendent Fink has lifetime tenure in the job, 
go it will be the other way around next time. 

Complaints came to the newspaper about the 
Water Department, which doubled its rates each 
year for three years. In 1981, the chances are the 
pattern may begin again. 

Overall, there were problems then and there are 
problems now. Kids were dying of scarlet fever and 
horses were running wild in the streets. Now we 
have no horses soit is the kids who are running wild 
in the streets. 

It is worthwhile to remember the time worn-out 
expression, ‘This too shall pass” and some day, 
some writer will look back at our Proposition 2% 
problems and our political problems and call them 
“quaint”. And compared to things in 2083, they just 
may be.

Upstairs at the White House

WASHINGTON — Until the current occupant began 
strolling in at the civilized hour of 9 a.m., we were fairly 
drowning in warnings about the unbearable respon- 
sibilities of the presidency. It is beyond the reach and en- 
durance of one man. 

Now comes a delightful book about Woodrow Wilson to 
dent the dire theories. While he was presiding over the 
iense period just before our entry into World War I, he 
was wooing, with all the intensity of a considerable in- 
tellect and a passionate nature, a charming, buxom 
widow named Edith Galt. Their letters have been edited 
by Edwin Tribble, who provides the context of events 
that make the contents even more remarkable — and 
ironic, Wilson all but destroys the “splendid misery” 
school of presidential thought. 


In time, of course, the presidency broke his heart and 
shortened his life. But during the period of ‘A President 
in Love,”’ the 58-year-old Wilson was as given to vapors 
and transports as a high-school sophomore. 

The Germans were blowing up allied ships, William 
Jennings Bryan, his secretary of state, resigned to pro- 
test Wilson’s pro-ally stance. But Woodrow Wilson was at 
his desk, pouring his heart out in raptures of love. His 
first wife had been dead only eight months when Wilson 
first clapped his eyes on the 43-year-old Mrs. Galt. 


From that day forward, he wrote her every day, 
sometimes two or three times. He mentions, but only in- 
cidentally, the enormous events which intruded on his 
thoughts of her. And he sent his ‘‘chum” state papers oc- 
casionally. But his subject is love — stated in relentlessly 
high-flown prose about knights, and ladies and castles 
and sieges. It is touching, but it gets a bit thick. 


Mrs. Galt is obviously taken aback by the amorous 
onslaught from the Oval Office. Her early letters are 
somewhat reserved. In time, she grows warmer. She is 
ever the Southern lady, couching her suggestion for the 
conduct of his office in a gentle and diffident manner. No 
hint of the tigress-to-come, the woman who with Col. 
House took over the presidency during Wilson's tragic il- 
Iness, comes through her graceful lines to ‘My precious 
sweetheart.”” 


The Lighter Side 





As a matter of fact, her letters are often more 
readable, since she is less cloud-bound than he. 

“You have not stopped thinking of me as a public 
man!” he reproaches her within a month of their first 
meeting. 

Later in the year, without the slightest self- 


consciousness, he tells her of a day in which he was plain- 
ly killing time. On August 3, 1915, he writes, “I managed 
to eke out work enough to last till 1.”” 

He knows that his devoted aides, Tumulty and Col. 
House, are clucking and fussing over the way he is runn- 
ing the country with his left hand, stewing about the pro- 
priety of the widower’s pursuit of love in mourning. 


Wilson had an uncluttered mind, with perspective on 
his office, and on himself. He is a patriot. In one passage, 
he tells her of writing to her while the band plays ‘The 
Star-Spangled Banner” outside his window. 

“J stood up all alone here by my table at attention and 
had unutterable thoughts about my custody of the tradi- 
tions and the present honor of that banner. I could hardly 
hold the tears back. And, then, the loneliness.” 

Wilson, of course, knew of the clacking in Washington 
and the disapproval of his aides. But he did not regard his 
pursuit of love as a distraction. 


“Our happiness is not an ordinary matter of young 
lovers; it is, for me, a matter of efficiency. 

“T am absolutely dependent on intimate love for the 
right and free and most effective use of my powers...” 

Wilson genuinely believed that what was good for him 
was good for the country. He was basically secure, which 
we have learned the hard way in the last 15 years is the 
best thing a president can be. Wilson thought the country 
would understand if it divined a madly beating heart 
under his chilly Presbyterian exterior. The problem of 
“mage” never crossed his mind. 


Those who lust for the inside view of great affairs may 
be irritated by the gush. And it is a relief to find an ex- 
change between him and his love about other human be- 
ings. She regards his aides as inadequate, a common 
complaint from women close to power. Joseph Tumulty, 
his secretary, she thinks — and with good reason, he tells 
her — is not a gentleman. 

“An administration — an office — manned exclusively 
by ‘gentlemen’ could not make the thing go for a 12- 
month,” he told her, in a rare lapse into the everyday. 

We would like more of this. But these letters were not

If they do not exert leadership in

stitution.

of Father Robert Drinan told students 
the fundamental issue between 
Ronald Reagan and the Democrats is 
the president's notion that govern- 
ment is “a bad thing.”

Frank was asked about the social 
service cuts as proposed by Reagan's 
Office of Management and Budget 
director David Stockman. 

Replied Frank, ‘David Stockman is 
a very nice man, but he seems to be 
the Sweeney Todd of the American 
government, he likes to take people

with an established reputation. 

“T think it would be a good deal to 
one of these private schools in an 
expansion-type mood," he said.

accreditation process could take up to 
five years. 

“T’m not sure that parents will be 
willing to take the risk of sending 
their kids to a non-accredited school,” 
said Sidney Cohen.

Noting the $175,000 cut is based on 
the best possible interpretation of 
Proposition 24 for the city, Halloran 
said, “Anything above $175,000 will be 
extremely rough on programs and 
full-time help.

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Alderman Donald Budge would have 
kept the 2%-percent ceiling while 
allowing aldermen to override the an- 
nual dollar limit on taxes that is also 
imposed by Proposition 2%.

Budge, however, left open his op- 

tion to reconsider, possibly reopening 
the issue at the next aldermanic 
meeting. 
Budge said his ammendment would 
give the voters what they voted for, 
while also providing aldermen with 
the “flexibility” needed to deal with 
the new law. 

White argued that a vote allowing 
aldermen to override the tax cutting 
measure would only “disenfranchise” 
voters.

NEWTON — American quiltmaking 
has evolved into one of the most pic- 
turesque forms of folk art. 

Born out of necessity, the quilt 
functioned as a bedcovering and as an 
“insulator for less-than-air-tight win- 
dows and doors. Pieced or patched 
quilts, having no particular color 
scheme and made from bits and 
pieces of worn out and outgrown 
clothing, are fine examples of the 
frugal ways of pre 1750 Americans. 

In the following century, appli- 
qued quilts, usually of floral design 
and made with more attention to ar- 
rangement, became more popular. As 
Americans prospered, quilts became 
more and more decorative. Today, 
quiltmaking is appreciated as an art 
form.

The ARC’s effort is part of a 
statewide paln to educate teenagers 
about alcohol use and abuse. The pro- 
gram was developed to initiate a new 
attitude toward drinking in young 
people. 

“We want to start youth thinking 
about alcohol — about drinking and 
not drinking,” said Kathleen Flaher- 
ty, director of the ARC. 

“Think Before You Drink” is the 
slogan chosen to kick off the cam- 
paign. The Massachusetts Council on 
Alcoholism and the regional preven- 
tion centers throughout the state see 
the decision to drink as a personal 
choice which requires individual 
thought and careful judgement. 

“Drinking in itself is neither good 
nor bad; it is how we drink that war- 
rants consideration,’’ said Ms. 
Flaherty. She noted that most teenage 
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drinking begins on a social level. 
“Teenage culture is such that an in- 
dividual who doesn’t drink is often 
stigmatized.” 


The youth campaign was design- 
ed to encourage young people as well 
as adults to restructure their social 
consciousness. ‘‘We want to convince 
teenagers that it’s o.k. not to drink 
despite peer pressure or social expec- 
tations,” said Ms. Flaherty. 

The ARC was established to pro- 
mote the concept of primary preven- 
tion. They work with people who do 
not drink or who do not have a drink- 
ing problem. The center is presently 
coordinating education committees 
throughout the region and developing 
programs such as the current youth 
campaign to promote primary 
prevention, responsible drinking and 
alternatives to drinking.

It’s also obvious that physical well-being is not fostered by the seden- 
tary nature of TV viewing and raiding the refrigerator at commercial 


Too often the idle time of the family, especially children, is pre- 
occupied with TV leaving little time for other activities. Families, 
transfixed by the television, engage in little or no communication. What 
discussion there is centers around what program they are going to watch.

Under clear skies and a warm sun

along the roads to watch the runners. 
The largest stretch of the 26-mile race 
. along rte. 16 in Wellesley. 

Howard Herrington, who led the 
field for most of the race, broke the 
tape at 2:30:43, a new record. Mark 
Murray, from Wellesley, held the 
marathon's old record at 2:33:40. 

Herbert Abramson, president of 
Silver Lake Dodge, presented Herr- 
ington with a victory-laurel of olive 
leaves and the mammoth Winner's 
Trophy. Abramson’s son, Warren, 
directed the whole event. 

Herrington, a tall red-head, said the 
marathon victory was not only his 
first win, but his first marathon run. 

Herrington hails from Cambridge, 
New York, right across the boarder 
from Glen’s Falls, Vermont. Herr- 
ington studied as an undergraduate at 
Springfield College during 1974-77. 

Presently, he substitute teaches, 
while studying to become a muscular 
therapy intructor. 

Herrington plans to run the Boston 
Marathon. He said he “hoped his wife 
would qualify also.” 

Meanwhile, his wife, Susan, was 
still in the race. 

As she was running the first half of 
the marathon, she saw her husband 
leading the pack after he had passed 
the race's turning point.

Predicts gas will 
stay under $2 


HOUSTON (UPI) - 
Executives of Gulf Oil 
Co. predicted today the 
price of gasoline will 
stay under §2 a gallon 
this year but prices will 
climb while the industry 
recoups its losses from 
early 1981 OPEC in- 
creases and stabilizes 
after the decontrol of 
crude oil. 

However, Gulf's 12- 
cents a gallon increases 
so far in 1981 have not 
been related to decon- 
trol, said Robert W. 
Baldwin, president of 
Gulf Refining and 
Marketing Co., but are 
associated with OPEC 
increases in December 
and January. 

“The effect of decon- 
trol has yet to be felt,” 
said Baldwin. ‘Prices 
are bound to continue to 
go up because of cost 
pressures throughout 
the industry.’’ 

While Exxon USA 
held the line on_ its 
wholesale gasoline 
prices, the nation’s 
largest home-heating oil 
marketer today an- 
nounced it had raised 
wholesale prices for 
heating oil and diesel 
fuel by 2 cents a gallon 
in the East and Gulf 
Coast markets. The 
price hike will become 
effective Feb. 14. 

More than 10 other 
U.S. refiners lifted 
wholesale prices for 
heating oil and gasoline 
last week in the rapid 
price runup that has 
followed President 
Reagan's decision to 
decontrol domestic 
crude oil and pump 
prices eight months 
ahead of schedule on 
Jan. 28. 

Since the decontrol 
order at least 44 
separate price in- 
creases have been made

diate Delivery 
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Retread rubber 
proving to be 
recession proof 
business 


By KAREN M. MAGNUSON 


MUSCATINE, Jowa (UPI) — If there is such a 
thing as a recession-proof business, Bandag Inc. is 
it 


While most transportation-related industries are 
struggling with inflation and energy shortages, 
Bandag — an international marketer of precured 
retread rubber — is making big bucks instead of do- 
ing bad business. 

For Bandag, 1980 was just another record year. 

“We've never had a year that the sales did not in- 
crease and only one year had a decline in earn- 
ings,” said Charles E. Edwards, president of the 23- 
year-old tire retread business. 

“It would be fair to say we did not suffer the 
economic downturn as much as others.” 

Net earnings for 1980 were up 8.3 percent to $27.35 
million, or $2.27 a share, compared to 1979's $25.2 
million, or $1.99 a share, Sales increased 11.6 per- 
cent from $296.5 million to $330.9 million. 

At the heart of growing profits is the Bandag 
system, a cold retreading process in which 
pressure chambers seal a new tread onto the casing 
of a used tire. 


The retread division — accounting for 60 percent 
of the sales and 90 percent of the earnings — more 
than compensates for the company’s less profitable 
heavy duty parts and off-the-road groups. 

Since 1977, when net earnings took a one-time dip, 
the company has had as firm a grip on profits. Even 
in 1979, when the inner city truck tonnage index 
began declining, Bandag continued growing, pro- 
ducing its billionth pound of tread rubber and certi- 
fying its 10,000th retread technician at the Bandag 
Retread Training Institute. 


“As the price of new tires increased, it helped our 
dealers,” said Edwards, an 11-year company 


veteran who was named president last November. | 


“There has been an increased awareness on the 
trucker’s part for the cost.” 

The biggest boost to truck tire costs, which have 
tripled since 1970, came from the escalating price of 
oil. Edwards said it takes 21 gallons of crude oil to 
manufacture a new truck tire — about four times 
more than is needed to process a Bandag retread. 

Consequently, the Bandag retread — selling for 
about half the price of a new tire — grew more 
popular as truckers and the rest of the public view- 
ed it as a cheaper, more energy efficient product. 

“Obviously we don’t like to see anyone else suf- 
fer,” Edwards said, ‘but we were fortunate we 
could capitalize on it (increasing tire costs).” 

Edwards said Bandag also benefited from the 
trend toward radial tires because the company’s 
precured process is the most effective way to 
retread steel belted radials. The ‘‘radialization” of 
tires also improved the quality of tire casing, he 
said, enabling more tires to qualify for retreading. 

Today, one-third of all commercial retread users 
in the nation are riding on Bandag retreads, —— 


Bandag — the only retreading company which 
roduces and sells precured materials and offers 
dependent retreaaers a package program — has 

about 1,000 franchised dealers in 92 countries and 

fot employes in plants and offices throughout the 
world. 

It has come a long way since 1958, when wealthy 
Muscatine pump manufacturer Roy Carver 
discovered the tire recapping process in Germany 
and began building Iowa’s largest single fortune. 
Carver still is the company’s chairman, but he is no 
longer involved in the day-to-day operations of the 
business. 

Edwards, 52, appointed to his post after Pierre R. 
Debrouz resigned because of personality conflicts 
with Carver, predicted Bandag will post another 
record year for 1981. 

“We haven't peaked out by any means,” Ed- 
wards said. ——— 


The future may look even brighter if Bandag ex- 
pands into the passenger car market, Edwards add- 
ed. Although retread tires have been popular with 
the trucking and bus industry, automobile owners 
generally avoided them because they were viewed 
as unsafe, 

Bandag, working to dispel that image, has tested 
its retreads in speed and endurance car races such 
as the Baja 500 and Pikes Peak Hill Climb. In all 
tests, the retreads proved to be just as safe as new 
tires, Edwards sald,

NEWTON — A Parker Street nurs- 
ing home may be converted to five 
condominium units. 

A condominium proposal which 
originally met with strong local op- 
position received the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen’s Land Use Com- 
mittee Monday night. 

The committee voted 4-1 with one 
abstention to give local developer 
Jack Antaramian the green light on 
the modified development. The pro- 
posal is scheduled to come before the 
full board next week. 

The Antaramian Realty and Con- 
struction Co. plans to purchase the 242 
story wood frame nursing home at 7 
Parker Street and construct the three 
bedroom condominiums which are ex- 
pected to sell for $125,000 each. 

Former Newton State Rep. David 
Mofenson,representing a group of 30 
neighbors, originally opposed the 
development. 

However, a new modified proposal 
with neighborhood input presented to 
the committee Monday night received 
only praise from Mofenson. 

In an effort to receive neighborhood 
support, the Antaramian company 
reduced the number of units from six 
to five and agreed to construct the 
new units at the front of the existing 
structure rather than the rear. 

Furthermore , the company is will- 
ing to transfer 8,000 square feet of 
land which neighborhood children can 
use as a play area toa local resident. 

Mofenson, who originally attacked 
the proposal as an intrusion into the 
neighborhood, said the local 
developer has addressed ‘‘all the con- 
cerns of the neighborhood.”’ 

He explained, ‘‘I think the plan as 
proposed is a good one which will

Parking fee 
boost backed 


NEWTON — If you like to park in 
this city for hours at a time, you might 
do well to start saving your quarters, 
If you are a short-term parker, you 
are in luck. 

In a nearly unanimous vote, the 
Board of Aldermen's Finance Com- 
mittee Monday night gave its nod for 
new parking meters on the city’s 
streets — meters that would accept 
nickles, dimes or quarters. i 

The current on-street parking fee is 
10 cents per hour, but the new meters 
would jack that up to 25 cents and give 
parkers the prorated options of 15- 
and 30-minute stays. 

The increase could nearly double 
parking-meter revenues and provide 
the Department of Public Works with 
as much as $135,000 per year of sorely 
needed income, explained DPW Com- 
missioner Charles Thomas. 

Additonally, Thomas told the com- 
mittee, the $70,000 needed to buy the 
meters could be recovered within 
four-and-a-half months after the 
meters were installed. 

Thomas said all revenue generated 
after that time could go toward pro- 
jects such as parking-lot maintenance 
and repair, “efforts which will other- 
wise be unfunded because of Proposi- 
tion 242.” 

The matter is expected to come 
before the full board next week. 

The only objection to the increase 
came from Alderman Wendell

Transcript 
strike ends 


Agreements were reached this 
week with the unions involved in the 
10-month labor dispute at Transcript 
Newspapers, Inc., publishers of the 
Newton Graphic.

“These contracts give the company 
the control necessary for the efficient 
operation of the production depart- 
ments,” Massey said.

NEWTON — Ald. Mark White 
claims State Rep. Joseph DeNucci, a 
former professional boxer, is ‘‘more 
accustomed to talking with his fists 
than his mouth.” 

A confrontation with DeNucci, a 
third term Democrat from Newton 
and Waltham, has White flaming 
mad. 

White claims the 41 year-old chair- 
man of the Human Services Commit- 
tee physically threatened him and 
gave him an unnecessary verbal 
lashing at a city Democratic caucus 
meeting Saturday. 

DeNucci, however, denies ever hav- 
ing threatened White and claims the 
Ward 7 alderman, who is considering 
running for mayor, is trying to get 
“political mileage’’ out of a ‘‘minor 
confrontation.”” 

The political blowup occurred after 
a DeNucci- supported candidate at 
the caucus failed to win a seat to a 
statewide issues convention which 
will be held in April. 

White and other Democrats at the 
caucus claim DeNucci stormed out of 
the meeting angrily. White recalled, 
“The guy was going crazy. He was 
really angry about this.”’ 

Peter Harrington, a local Democrat 
who was also at the caucus, said, ‘‘He 
(DeNucci) appeared to be upset and 
said at the next convention he would 
bring a big busload of people to sup- 
port the Governor.”

White-DeNucci altercation 
leaves alderman fuming 


As DeNucci was leaving the caucus, 
he reportedly blasted White for spon- 
soring a Proposition 2% override pro- 
posal which the Board of Aldermen 
recently approved. 

White said, ‘‘DeNucci started say- 
ing that bill ( Proposition 2% over- 
ride) is going nowhere. It is nothing 
but a gutless bill from a gutless 
board.” 

When White responded by saying 
DeNucci ‘thad no class and would 
never change,” the Newton alderman 
contends the former professional box- 
er went ‘‘crazy.”” 

White claims DeNucci grabbed him 
and used an expletive. 

Harrington, who was in the hall at 
the time, also said he heard DeNucci 
swear at White. 

“Then he grabbed the front of my 
sweater and I saw the fist going 
back...He was out of control. His face 
was red and he was shaking. I was a 
lot scared at this point.”” 

Although White admits the aspiring 
world middleweight champion who 
boxed professionally for 18 years 
never unleashed a punch, he is con- 
sidering bringing a lawsuit against 
DeNucci. 

White claims this is not the first 
time DeNucci has threatened political 
foes. 

“He (DeNucci) has done this before 
to other people. He has threatened 
and intimidated people. He thinks he 
can go around bullying people. This 
has got to stop.’’ 


Private

NEWTON — A sharp rise in the 
number of applications to local 
private schools indicates that parents 
are seeking alternatives to a public 
education. 

While private school officials at- 
tribute only part of the rise to Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2, they say that the coming 
year could bring even more scrambl- 
ing for the relatively few available 
openings in private schools in the 
area. 

A survey of several local private 
schools indicates that many are 
witnessing steep rises in the number 
of inquiries and applications. 

Many schools are also running well 
ahead of last year’s application 
figures, especially the lower-tuition 
private and Catholic-affiliated in- 
dependent schools. 

Applications to, St. Sebastian's 
Country Day School in Newton are 
running roughly 25 percent ahead of 
last year and the Country Day School 
of the Sacred Heart has experienced a 
20-percent increase so far. 

At the nonreligious private schools 


Although DeNucci admits voicing 
his opinion on the Proposition 22 
override proposal, he adamantly 
maintains he never grabbed White. 
DeNucci asserted, ‘‘I did raise my 
voice, but I never put my hands on 
him. I certainly did not raise my fist. 
He is imagining things.” 

DeNucci, who stresses he and White 
have never been friends, said, ‘‘This 
is a political situation. It was a verbal 
confrontation. White has become 
hysterical and I think that is sad... It 
is discouraging that a political situa- 
tion can get into a personal accusation 
that is totally false.” 


DeNucci has labeled White ‘‘an im- 
mature kid.”’ He said, ‘‘White is try- 
ing to make a name for himself. I 
think it is unfortunate to address this 
thing in a serious way in print... This 
man is obviously looking for political 
mileage out of nothing.” 


White claims, ‘I was sitting at the 
bottom of the stairs talking to people 
when DeNucci came up to me and just 
started ranting and raving. It is 
typical of him. For him to deny it is 
just plain foolishness because many 
people saw it.” 


DeNucci added, “I stand on my 
record. Nobody who has ever called 
me has gotten anything but total 
cooperation and I will continue to act 
that way...I am willing to work with 
Mark White and any other person for 
Newton and the Commonwealth.” 
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Libraries eye 
_ three closings

dations for closing branch libraries 
were made public Tuesday and three 
ae targeted to be closed immediate- 
va 
The three to be debated next week 
for immediate closure are the bran- 
ches in Oak Hill Park, Newton Lower 
Falls and Waban. 

Mentioned in a second round of clos- 
ings that would be made later if 
necessary are the branches in Newton 
Upper Falls, Newton Highlands, West 
Newton and Nonantum. 

A public hearing on the proposed 
closings will be held Tuesday, March 
3, at 7:30 p.m. in the Newtonville 
branch, 345 Walnut St. 

Trustees are scheduled to vote on 
the recommendations Wednesday, 
March 4, at 7:30 p.m. at the same 
library. 

Of the $150,000 to be cut from the 
F Y82 Newton Library budget, 95 per- 
cent will be absorbed through staff 
layoffs, Library Director Virginia 
Tashjian told the Library Trustees at 
a special meeting last week. 

Neither the book budget nor the 
reference staff will be cut as a result 
of the 11.6-percent cut from last 
year's $1.3 million budget, Tashjian 
said. 


Arguing that three reference 
librarians have already been lost 
since the city instituted a ‘‘no-hire 
policy after Proposition 2% passed, 
Tashjian said her first consideration 
in cutting staff will be to “cut those 
jobs which will not endanger library 
services,” 

“First of all, we've got to consider 
how we can best run the system,” she 
told the trustees. 

Secondary considerations for laying 
off staff will be educational 
background and longevity, Tashjian 
added. 

The library’s book budget will con- 
tinue to be 12 percent of the total F Y82 
budget of $1,157,612 in order for the 
system to continue receiving aid from 
the state. Another stipulation for state 
aid is that the library can not charge 
user fees. 

At the meeting, Trustees Reichard, 
Lyman Ziegler, Arthur Vershbow and 
Estelle Karlin unanimously voted to 
go into executive session on the 
grounds that discussion would pertain 
only to the character and mental 
health of personnel and collective 
bargaining strategies under the cur- 
rent union contract. 

Trustee Michael Lipof was absent. 

After a one-hour closed session, the 
Board reconvened with Reichard 
stating that no votes were taken. 


School budget 
struggle goes on

NEWTON — As discussions of the 
proposed FY82 budget continued 
Monday night, members of the 
Newton School Committee struggled 
for ways to save programs affected 
by the $177,000 cut over last year's 
budget, but could find little relief. 

The proposed $37,840,000 FY82 
budget, which represents a $3 million 
reduction in the projected FY82 
budget and is $177,000 less than the 
current one, calls for a system-wide 
staffing cut of 20 percent which ir- 
cludes 54 secondary teachers, 19 
elementary teachers, 13 teacher aides 
and 5 elementary specialists. Tuition 
and fee increases for many school 
programs are also part of the 
package. 

Richard Staley, a teacher at War- 
ren Junior High School involved with 
the school’s eighth grade environmen- 
tal science program gave an address 
on the cancellation of related field 
trips because of fewer substitute 
days. In response, Superintendent 
Aaron Fink could only say that it was 
“a good program” not unlike ‘‘many 
good programs that are being cut’’ as 
a result of Proposition 242. 

Committeeman Howard Spergel 
pointed to two items in the budget 
which he feels will dampen cur- 
riculum development by Newton 
teachers — the deletion of funds for 
sabbaticals and a 50-percent cut in 
money set aside for project develop- 
ment. 

Last year’s $78,415 allocation for 
sabbaticals would be dropped if the 
School Committee approves the pro- 
posed budget, while funds for project 
development, the only account for 
unassigned instruction which prin- 
cipals and teachers can apply for,

would be slashed from $9,000 to $4,500. 

“T feel very strongly that if we're 
going to delete sabbaticals and travel 
for teachers to workshops, we're go- 
ing to see our teachers’ creativity suf- 
fer," Spergel said. 

In light of these cuts, Spergel said a 
50-percent cut in project development 
would be “unconscionable.” 

Reacting to other cuts in programs, 
Committeewoman Sandra Fleishman 
said she hated to see the work-study 
program for junior high students 
eliminated. “With the reduction of 
services all around,” she noted, ‘‘the 
cutting of this junior high program 
just creates another vacuum. It’s 
practically impossible for kids that 
age to find jobs.”” 

The work-study program, which 
has been available both for junior 
high students over the age of 14 and 
for senior high students during the 
regular school year and the summer 
session, was funded for FY81 at 
$89,900. The cost of the junior high 
program, which 202 students par- 
ticipated in, was $12,000 plus $2,000 for 
transportation to jobs where public 
transportation was not available. 

Transportation for seniors to work- 
study assignments outside of the 
school system is also provided at a

surveyed, application tallies have 
varied, with some schools seeing 
relatively large hikes, while a few of 
the more exclusive schools are repor- 
ting only normal, expected growth. 

Applications are running 10 to 15 
percent higher than this time last 
year at the Dana Hall School in 
Wellesley and the Chestnut Hill 
School expects ‘‘that we will be turn- 
ing youngsters away even at the 
nursery-school level,” according to 
one official there.

Specifically, many admission direc- 
tors said that parents are reacting to 
rising class. sizes, larger schools, 
decreased individual attention, and 
declining discipline in the public 
schools. Others said parents are look- 
ing for more traditional, structured

instruction in basic subjects, while 
other parents fear for the loss of ex- 
tracurricular art, music, drama and 
athletic programs. 

Newton School Superintendent 


Aaron Fink attributed rising numbers 
of private-school applications 
primarily to the promise of reduced 
programs and services under a Pro- 
postion 24 school budget. 

“Proposition 24% has certainly push- 
ed up applications to private 
schools,” he said, adding that the tax- 
cutting legislation is destined to be ‘‘a 
self-fulfilling prophecy” that would 
push more affluent students from the 
schools and lead to further deteriora- 
tion in those programs and services 
that are left. 

He said that he fears that more and 
more middle- and upper-income 
students will drop out of the public 
system, leaving ‘‘a captive popula- 
tion" of, handicapped, learning- 
disabled and lower-income children in 
the schools. 

“Who do we leave in the public 
schools?” he asked, adding that the 
flight from public schools is occurring 
statewide. 

Both Fink and the private school ad- 
mission directors: agreed that the

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Flap over North principal's 
statement on headmasters

NEWTON — It has turned out to be 
the statement, or misstatement, 
heard ‘round the Newton schools. 

The Newton North High School prin- 
cipal says he was ‘“‘misconstrued;” 
the New York Times reporter claims 
she got it right; the administration, 
faculty and students are talking about 
it; and two School Committee 
members asked for a clarification. 

Newton North Principal Richard 
Mechem, in a Times article Feb. 4 
concerning the controversy over ac- 
cepting women in the Headmasters 
Association, was said to be ‘‘one of 
those who opposes the admission of 
women” to the 88-year-old group. 

Mechem, appearing at a School 
Committee meeting last wek, said the 
reporter who quoted him “obviously 
construed my position differently 
than the way in which I tried to 
describe it.” 

Feb. 6, he joined 66 of his colleagues 
and voted in favor of allowing female 
membership. 

Mechem said last week, in answer 
to a request for an explanation of his 
statements, he had mailed a two-page 
response to School Committee 


members Honora Kaplan and 
Catherine Jones, 

The negative publicity over the arti- 
cle began the same day it appeared, 
more than two weeks ago. Kaplan 
fired off a heated letter that labeled 
Mechem’s alledged opposition to 
female membership ‘‘both 
outrageous and insulting.” 

Jones wrote a note to School 
Superintendent Aaron Fink re- 
questing an explanation. 

Word of the article also spread 
throughout the school, bringing both 
attackers and defenders, who cited 
Mechem’s 21-year record as Newton 
North principal. 

One English teacher, angered by 
the alledged statement, devoted a 
class period to discussing the article. 

Another faculty member said she 
felt the uproar was more an expres- 
sion of “general tension’ due to the 
uncertain impacts of Proposition 244 
than a reaction to the principal's at- 
titudes towards women. 

In an interview in the school paper, 
Mechem said that he had never per- 
sonally voted against the admission of 
women to the exclusive professional 
association, although the organization 


had voted down the proposal last year 
in his absence. 

Mechem has not disputed another 
quote in the article, in which he said, 
“There's a risk that the group 
couldn't survive the change” that 
would occur with female members. 

Mechem has been president of the 
highly-selective Headmasters 
Association for the past year, closing 
out his term at the 88th annual 
meeting in New Jersey last week. 

The all-male, 100-member associa- 
tion is composed of heads of some of 
the nation’s most highly regarded 
preparatory schools. Thirty-four 
members are principals of public high 
schools, 


The issue of accepting women into 
the ranks has proved highly con- 
troversial to the membership since 
the subject was broached two years 
ago. Last year, the proposal failed to 
gain the necessary two-thirds majori- 
ty by one vote. 


During the controversy, Theodore 
Sizer, headmaster of the Phillips 
Academy in Andover, resigned from 
the association because of its refusal 
to admit women. 


Merger of Water, DPW proposed

NEWTON — A plan to put the 
Water and Sewer Department in the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
was aired before the aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee last 
week. 

According to DPW Commissioner 
Charles Thomas, the proposed or- 
dinance “conveys all of the powers 
and responsibilities of the Water Com- 
missioner to the DPW Commis- 
sioner.” 

Thomas cited increased efficiency 
and cost savings as the prime reasons 
behind the proposed consolidation of 
the departments. He said the change 
could eventually save ‘$250,000 a year 
with the new structure along with bet- 
ee and more discrete lines of con- 
trol.” 


The Water Department is currently 
supposed to be self-supporting, pay- 
ing for itself from the recently in- 
creased water rates. The Sewer 
Department should also become self- 
sustaining if the Board of Aldermen 
approves a request to levy a “‘sewer- 
use” charge amounting to 75 percent 
of the water bill. 


Thomas said a merger of the Water 
and Sewer Department with the DPW

NEWTON — Alderman Robert Katz 
wants to battle the loss of revenue 
from the impact of Proposition 2% 
with a city lottery. 

Katz, a first term alderman from 
Ward 8, is considering filing a petition 
for legislation allowing a city spon- 
sored lottery which he claims could 
bring $5 million a year into the 
Garden City. 

Katz is testing the water on the pro- 
posal and seeking input from the city 
executive department, residents and 
other aldermen. 

Katz explained, ‘‘This would give us 
the ability to bring money into the city 
which is especially important with the 
passage of Proposition 212.” 

Because of Proposition 242, which 
was approved by a 3-2 margin last 
November, it appears the city will 
lose $11 million next year. The con- 
troversial tax cutting measure re- 
quires that total property taxes in the 
community may not exceed 2% per- 
cent of the fair market value. 


would be part of a larger reorganiza- 
tion of his department.

The DPW head revealed that the 
Sewer Department has been deficient 
in its maintenance of the city’s exten- 
sive sewer system, a problem he 
would like to see corrected.

Board of Aldermen President Mat- 
thew Jefferson was concerned about 
the size of a consolidated DPW and 
Water and Sewer Department. 

“I’m worried sometimes a depart- 
ment gets so big it becomes un- 
manageable,” said Jefferson. 

Commissioner Thomas replied, 
“We'll have a more consistent level of 
control: of field operations at the 
superintendent level.” 

Thomas added that the reorganiza- 
tion of his department over time 
coupled with loss of personnel through 
attrition would yield a ‘far sounder 
and far clearer structure.” 

Alderman Richard McGrath, a co- 
sponsor of the plan along with Alder- 
man Paul Daley, backed the idea 
before the committee he chairs. 


“To have a water commissioner 
with engineering degrees is not 
necessary any more,” said McGrath. 
“The Water Department is kind of ar- 
chaic as a department itself,”’ he add- 
ed 


Alderman Elaine Gentile was con- 
cerned about the reasoning behind the 
proposed merger which would 
eliminate the position now held by 
Water and Sewer Commissioner 
Verne T. Porter. 

“Are we changing the department 
because we don’t particularly care for 
the department head?” Gentile asked 
the committee. 

Alderman Joseph DePasquale 
wanted to know where the idea for the 
merger came from. Commissioner 
Thomas said the idea was partially 
his, but hedged on his answer, saying, 
“It would be hard to put your finger 
on just where it emanated.” 


DePasquole asked the committee to 
invite Commissioner Porter to appear 
before it. McGrath said Porter was 
told he could come to the meeting if he 
wanted to and that all aspects of the 
proposal were already discussed with 
both Porter and the unions in the af- 
fected departments. 

“Everyone knows we're discussing 
this tonight,” assured McGrath. 


suggests city lottery 


Calling the state lottery nothing 
more than ‘‘a self supporting 
bureaucracy,’’ Katz lashed out at the 
state sponsored ‘‘big money” game 
and the entire lottery operation in the 
Baystate. 

“The state lottery has gotten out of 
hand,” he charged. ‘The original in- 
tent was to bring aid to cities and 
towns. We don’t know where the 
money is going. What started out as 
as good idea is now a self supporting 
bureaucracy.” 

The lottery operation in 
Massachusetts started out as a six 
person office and has grown to an 
agency with over 800 employees, ac- 
cording to Katz. 

“Tt is ridiculous. The state lottery is 
making money, but we don’t know 
where it is going. State aid has not in- 
creased," Katz said. 

Katz contends 67¢ of every lottery 
dollar was originally returned to 
cities and towns and now only 30¢ is 
returned to city coffers. He explained, 
“They (state lottery officials) just 
keep running up expenses. It just 
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keeps getting bigger and bigger.” 

“A lottery is something that can be 
handled locally and that way we 
would know where the money is go- 
ing,” Katz added. 


It is unlikely , however, state 
lawmakers would be receptive to a 
proposal for a city lottery, Katz ad- 
mits. “I could see it being challenged 
by the state in court.” 


Katz has asked City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk for a legal ruling on whether the 
city could run a lottery. Funk has in- 
dicated the city would have to receive 
state authorization. 


Despite legal obstacles and certain 
opposition, Katz is confident about the 
prospect for a city lottery. 


He explained, ‘‘A city lottery has 
tremendous potential. It is certainly 
better than considering a municipal 
tax on alcohol or tobacco.‘

Reconsideration on 2 1/2 override

NEWTON — A proposal to give city 
voters the chance to override Proposi- 
tion 2%, which aldermen approved by 
a 19-1 vote last week will be recon- 
sidered. 

Ald. Donald Budge filed with the Ci- 
ty Clerk to reconsider his vote on the 
override measure which will bring the 
controversial proposal back before 
the Board of Aldermen next 

‘Reconsideration’ gives the full 
board the option of discussing the 
override petition again or letting its 
previous decision stand. 

The board approved a proposal to 
petition state lawmakers for legisla- 
tion allowing city residents to over- 
ride Proposition 2% by a majority 
vote in a general or special election. 

Under the proposal, which faces an 
uncertain fate on Beacon Hill, voters 
also have the option of putting the 
power to override the new law direct- 
ly in the hands of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Proposition 2 requires that total 
property taxes in the community may 
not exceed 212 percent of fair market 
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value. Communities whose tax levies 
are over that amount must begin 
reducing them by 15 percent a year 
until they reach the 24-percent goal. 
The property tax is the principal 
source of revenue for cities and 
towns, 

Budge said he will lobby aldermen 
strongly for an amendment that 
would keep the 2'-percent ceiling 
while allowing aldermen to override 
the annual dollar limit on taxes that is 
also imposed by Proposition 242. This 
Budge amendment was defeated by a 
14-7 vote last week. 

Budge explained, “I decided 
aldermen should take another look at 
Proposition 242. I think there are a 
good number of people who voted in 
good faith for it. I think they got shab- 
by treatment.” 

Budge stressed his amendment will 
keep the intent of Proposition 2% in- 
tact, but also solve the fiscal crisis 
which could result from the new law. 
He pointed out that his amendment 
only deals with the levy limit under 
Proposition 242, 

He added, ‘Probably half the 
members of the board do not unders- 
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tand the difference between the levy 
Tea and 2% percent of total valua- 
tion.” 

Ald. Mark White, who proposed the 
override variation which received the 
go ahead from the board, said the 
Budge amendment ‘‘does not stand a 
chance.” 

“T can't criticize any alderman for 
reconsidering,"’ White explained. 
“However, I don’t think it serves a 
purpose here... Hopefully, his recon- 
sideration will be defeated.”” 

Ald. Lisle Baker, who drafted the 
original proposal to override the tax- 
cutting measure, said it is possible he 
may also try to revive his petition. 

The Baker proposal required only a 
two-thirds vote of the aldermen to cir- 
cumvent Proposition 22, which failed 
to gain Newton voters’ support by a 
slim margin last November. 

Some aldermen are concerned the 
Budge reconsideration may delay 
debate in the Legislature's Taxation 
Committee on the proposal passed by 
the board. Asa result, some aldermen 
are speculating that a special meeting 
may be held to take up the recon- 
sideration.

High tech push 
for local aid 


High technology’s growth as a major 
force in the Massachusetts industrial pre- 
sent and future has been accompanied by 
the development of political muscle. 

It forged an alliance with Gov. Edward 
J. King three years ago. It committed 
itself to creating some 60,000 jobs by 1982 
on a ‘Social Contract’’ with the governor, 
whose contribution was to be reduced state 
and local spending to make the Com- 
monwealth more competitive taxwise. 

The 4 percent tax cap on municipalities 
in 1980 was a direct result. The 
Massachusetts High Technology Council 
had scored a victory there and in other tax 
modifications, with the Legislature back 
ing up King. 

Then, in 1981, MHTC threw its weight 
behind Citizens for Limited Taxation in 
winning the ballot fight over Proposition 2 
%. It raised more than a quarter million 
dollars on the affirmative side of the boil- 
ing hot issue. 

Both Mass. High Tech and the CLT 
allowed a serious omission in the 2 % 
referendum, dating back to the initiative 
petition defeated in May, 1980, in the 
General Court. It failed to incorporate the 
same stringent spending restraints for 
municipalities on the state itself. 

Such restraints, coupled with a 
guarantee of increased local aid, would 
have averted disaster now confronting 
many cities and towns. The MHTC and 
CLT are acutely conscious of the omission 
and applying pressure for legislative 
relief. How vigorously they follow through 
could be a vital factor in the coming battle 
over local aid. 

High Tech has discovered belatedly Pro- 
position 2 % could backfire, obstructing 
future expansion if the cities and towns 
don’t get offsetting help from the state. 

New industry almost always means im- 
provement of open land, with extension of 
sewer and water lines, water and public 
utilities. A sizable portion can involve the 
outlay of municipal funds, usually con- 
sidered investment well worth making 
because of the anticipated tax return. 

Communities now face budgets so str- 
ingent there may be nothing to invest after 
cutting vital services to the bone. Some 
already are considering a no-growth policy 
which would impose a moratorium on 
public works expenditures linked to new 
projects. 

Here, then, is a contradiction as 2 % 
threatens to discourage precisely what it 
was intended to promote. Mayors are be- 
ing advised against promoting new 
developments until the outlook becomes 
more favorable. 

The Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts, embracing the wider 
business area, was quick to see the im- 
plications. Only a month after the proposi- 
tion passed, AIM filed an amending bill to 
grease the way for greater state involve- 
ment. 

“T would hate to see a town turn a com- 
pany down because it saw no near-term 
economic benefit,’ High Tech Council 
President Howard Foley says. He will 
unless his organization convinces the 
General Court it must act.

Story of a garbage head

“A week ago I saw a friend of mine 
who’s been 10 years in Danvers state 
hospital,” Ron McElwain was saying. “I 
brought him to my home for a visit Sun- 
day. 


“Ten years ago, when he was 18, he 
took one hit of LSD. He never came 
back. 


“There I was Sunday at my house 
having to wipe his nose, fix his collar, 
tuck in his shirt and feed him. He hasn't 
come back in 10 years. He had just one 
hit.” 


McElwain, 27, works on a construc- 
tion crew on the North Shore. Tall, lean, 
wearing blue jeans and a plaid shirt, he 
had taken the day off to come to Sharon 
to tell an audience of 75 employees 
gathered in the cafeteria of a precision 
manufacturing plant about the 
Massachusetts drug scene and his own 
riveting story that began with smoking 
marijuana when he was 12. 


“I was a garbage head,” he said. “I 
started with pot, went on to speed, 
heroin, LSD, the works. Out of a $270 
paycheck, I'd spend $90 for drugs. One 
day three years ago my two year-old 
daughter put her hand up to her nose and 
sniffed, the way we do with cocaine. A 
while later my wife who was pregnant 
with our second child aborted at four 
months. I said to myself, ‘Hey, what the 
heck’s going on here?’ and then I sud- 
denly woke up and decided to stop it all. 

“The thing that gets you is the loss of 
memory. I don’t have flashbacks any 
more, but I try to think back sometimes 
—and I just can’t. You know, on the jobI 
spend most of my time correcting the 
mistakes of the guys high on pot who 
don’t give a damn whether they do good 





Peter Early, cool, tough, sophisticated, 
had been for seven years a big-time drug 
dealer making $10,000 a week, spending $500 
a day on his own habit, driving three cars, 
vacationing in Florida, ’till the feds caught 
and indicted him. He is now working full-time

Dr. C.W. Dempesy, physics teacher 
and neuroscience researcher at Amherst 
College, took the microphone to describe 
some dramatic scientific experiments 
showing the neurological impact of pot 
on rhesus monkeys, results that belie the 
propganda promoted by National 
Organization for the Reform of Mari- 
juana Laws (NORML) that pot is 
harmless. 

Released in marijuana smoke are 
420 different chemicals, he informs, of 
which the primary is THC 
(tetrahydrocannabinol). THC is closely 
bonded to the smoke, so for maximum 
high, it is kept in the lungs as long as 
possible. When inhaled it settles in fatty 
tissues, i.e., the brain, lungs and 
reproductivie organs. In the brain, it 
fixes first on the pleasure center and 
then on the anxiety and fear center. 

Test monkeys, Dempesy continues, 
will under no circumstances voluntarily 
inhale marijuana smoke; it has to be ad- 
ministered forcibly by mechanical iron- 
lung apparatus. Two slides showing 
slices of a monkey's brain flash on the 
screen. They show that nerve cells which 


in normal brains pass on information via 
electrical impulses no longer permit the 
signals to pass after pot has coated cer- 
tain membranes. Cells that produce pro- 
tein are clogged and destroyed so the 
electrons cannot get through the nerve 
endings. “Memory is the first thing to 
go," says Dempesy with clinical finality. 
“With 20 million young people under 18 
involved, we feat an epidemic.” 

Mike Maglio, a senior at Beverly 
High — on drugs since 11 until eight mon- 
ths ago — describes the celebration two 
weeks ago at his trade school of ‘‘Na- 
tional Trip Day‘; “Only 50 kinds in the 
school didn’t take a trip on LSD that 
day,’ he says. 

Peter Early, cool, tough, 
sophisticated, had been for seven years 
a big-time drug dealer making $10,000 a 
week, spending $500 a day on his own 
habit, driving three cars, vacationing in 
Florida — till the feds caught and in- 
dicted him. He is now working full-time 
at Spectrum, a drug rehabilitation 
center in Westboro, 

The driving force behind this mari- 
juana presentation and the prime mover 


in a growing program of awareness in 
Massachusetts and nationwide was Otto 
Moulton, a chunky, curly-haired suc- 
cessful 49 year-old owner of Fairview 
Machine Company in Topsfield, makers 
of precision machines for, among others, 
the microwave industry. Moulton is also 
vice-president of the Washington-based 
National Federation of Parents for Drug 
Free Youth. 

Recently Moulton launched Commit- 
tees of Correspondence — with the mot- 
to, “Write Makes Might'’ — a spon- 
taneous network of citizen’s groups 
modeled after Sam Adams’ 1772 commit- 
tees of correspondence that made the 
case for the American Revolution. To- 
day's committees confront NORML at 
every possible occasion; they oppose 
moves to decriminalize pot; they 
mobilize to put head shops distributing 
paraphernalia out of business. They are 
pestering House Speaker Tip O'Neill not 
to disband the Select Committee on Nar- 
cotics Abuse and Control but to make it 
permanent. q 

Moulton and his growing legions 
believe that to avoid the crippling of 
another generation of American youth, 
word must be spread about the facts 
about pot and drugs and the myths, 
generated 10 years ago by outdated tests 
on pot 10 times less potent than today’s, 
must be confronted and dispelled. 

By educating young and old, these 
anti-drug forces foresee a growing army 
of young people like Ron, Mike and Peter 
developing to bring their peers to their 
senses. 

The King administration soon will 
file legislation to prohibit the manufac- 
turing, use and distribution of all the 
drug paraphernalia now available 
through head shops. Other officials are 
looking for scarce funds for educational 
programs. 

“Yes,” says Moulton, “I think 
there’s a turning of the tide. After 10 
years, there are signs the facts are cat- 
ching on. 

“Why am I doing this? I don’t want 
my country destroyed.”

No help in U.S. for exiled thugs

MIAMI (NEA) - When Manuel Cerillo came to the 
United States during last year’s Cuban boat lift he 
landed with hopes for the future. He would find 
friends, he thought, maybe even distant relatives, 
and they would help him to get a job, get a home, 
and get on with a proper new life. 

It hasn’t worked out that way, however. 

Perhaps it never will. 


The thing is, Cerillo arrived with a criminal 
record. He told federal authorities that he had been 
convicted of petty thievery in Cuba, and jailed as a 
malcontent, and so he was immediately taken from 
the regular refugee ranks and placed under close 
guard until an investigation was completed. 

Cerillo didn’t like it. He had served his time, paid 
his debt, and this was no way to begin anew in 
America. He complained, and soon began to argue, 
and eventually he lost his temper. When he was told 
he might be sent to a federal penitentiary he decid- 
ed to run away from the refugee center. 


Once out, he changed his name, went into hiding, 
and looked about for ways to make a living. When 
he couldn't find work, he says, he began stealing 
food to eat from the supermarkets. Perhaps in- 
evitably he expanded the activity to include snat- 
ching bags and purses from women on the walks. 

Today, seven months after hoping so much for the 
future, Manuel Cerillo has once again become what 
the Spanish call a “‘ratero” (a crook). He has also 
become a headache for the United States. 

What's to be done with him? That’s the rub. He 
still wants a decent life here, he still wants a job, 
but how can even a kindly nation help an exile who 
is essentially a thug? 

And it’s not only him. While most of last year’s 
125,000 Cuban exiles have been resettled, and are 
moving toward the mainstream, an army of others

with criminal records has been rejected and left in 
immigration limbo. Officials say the plain truth is 
that nobody wants these people here. 

This sentiment is not surprising. Federal agents 
say they are now holding 1,800 exiles with criminal 
backgrounds and many of them are genuine lowlife. 
Some of the refugees were killers in Cuba, ap- 
parently, while many others have committed 
assaults and robberies since arriving in the United 
States. 

Also, there are hundreds more doing dirty 
business at the local levels. Here in Miami the 
police say crime has skyrocketed since the boat lift 
of last spring. Area officers say there were 200 
more murders in 1980 than in the year before, and 
the number of rapes at Miami Beach has doubled. 

Not all of the increase can be attributed to 
refugees, of course. But police claim they've done 
more than a share. Crime rates in Miami’s J ittle 


Havana have gone up 100 percent, and law enforce- 

ment agencies report that almost 350 exiles are now 

in area jails or charged and awaiting judgments. 
Thus there is precious little sympathy for the 


rateros. And federal agents frankly admit they 
dou’t know what will be done with them. They can’t 
be jailed forever, and they can be freed without 
public approval. They can’t even be sent back to 
Cuba, for nobody there wants them either. 

At least, nobody in Cuba wants them now. The 
U.S. government hopes this will change, and Jim: 
Thompson of Miami's refugee task force thinks 
there may be a chance. He says the United States 
has gone out of its way to urge the Fidel Castro 
regime to take some responsibility for the rateros. 

If it doesn’t, Thompson adds, the state depart- 
ment will then ask Cuban communites around the 
nation to come to the rescue. He says the Cubans 
are largely responsible for last year's boat lift, and 
therefore have a duty to see that all of their coun- 
trymen — rateros included — are resettled. 

The trouble with this rationale is that the Cubans 
don't seem to agree with it. Not here in Miami 
anyway, Cubans in the street say the tainted 
refugees should be cut loose in the Atlantic Ocean, 
and Hispanic political leaders insist they will never 
do anything to assist common bandits. 

Rafael Villaverde puts it clearly enough. He 
directs a popular community center, and is often 
called the unofficial mayor of Little Havana. “They 
can send them to jail,” he says, “or they can send 
them to hell. The only way they will send them to 
this neighborhood is over my dead body.” 

And so it seems there will be no early end to the 
problem of the exiled rateros. And meantime the 
dreams of men like Manuel Cerillo seem further 
com Ful than ever. 

e lives in an old car now, by the way. 

And he runs with a gang. z : 

“My fiancee is in Cuba,” he says, ‘I miss her a 
lot. I came to America to be free, but that didn't 
happen. If nobody is going to care about me, I'm not 
Going to care about them,””

private school applications and 
enrollment may not occur until later 
this year, after parents have lived 
with the consequences of the law. 

“In later years, the more that you 
cut in the public school system, the 
more applications you'll see here,’’ 
said Anne Elise O’Connor, director of 
admissions for the Country Day 
School of the Sacred Heart. 

According to School Department 
enrollement figures, private school 
enrollment in the city peaked at 4,116 
in 1963 and eventually fell to 2,145 in 
1979-80. That decline outpaced a 
similar enrollment fall in the public 
schools from an 18,424 peak in 1967 to 
13,050 in 1979-80. 

Over the past two years, however, 
while public enrollment has continued 
to drop, private-school enrollemnt has 
risen a slight one to three percent, 
despite rising tuitions. 

But, the ultimate question that 
dissatisfed parents will be forced to 
face over the next few years will not 
be the cost of tuitions, which range 
from $2,500 to $6,000 a year for day 
school and up to $9,000 for boarding 
school, but where their children can 


go. 

Almost all of the private schools 
surveyed said they had no plans at 
present for future sizable expansion. 

Among the reasons cited for the 
projected enrollment freeze were a 
lack of expansion money and a lack of 
facilities. Many also said that rising 
enrollments would ‘defeat the pur- 
pose” of running a small, close-knit 
school. p

Recovery of the 
security deposit 


After a lease is ended or a tenancy terminated, the landlord and tenant 
must settle the security deposit. 

Chapter 186, Section 15 B, of Mass. General Laws outlines the pro- 
cedure to be used by the landlord and the tenant. 

The landlord, within 30 days after the termination of a lease or the end 
of a tenancy at will, must return the security deposit, or the blaance 
thereof, to the tenant. The landlord may deduct from the security deposit 
charges for the following: 

— Any unpaid rent which has not been legally withheld. 

— Unpaid increases in real estate taxes which the tenant has promised 


— A reasonable amount necessary to repair damage caused to the 
dwelling unit by the tenant or their guests. 

— The law says, ‘“...In the case of such damage, the lessor shall provide 
to the tenant, within 30 days, an itemized list of damages, sworn to by the 
lessor or his agent, under pains and penalties of perjury, itemizing in 
precise detail the nature of the damage and the repairs necessary to cor- 
rect such damage, and written evidence, such as estimates, bills, in- 
voices, or receipts, indicating the actual or estimated cost thereof...” 

The landlord is not allowed to deduct for repairs made to damage listed 
on the written statement provided toa tenant at the beginning of the lease 
or for any damages claimed by the tenant in his written statement, at the 
beginning of the lease, unless the landlord can prove that the original 
damage was repaired and the new damage was caused by the tenant. 

The law says that, ‘The lessor shall forfeit his right to retain any por- 


Policeman innocent on theft charge

WAREHAM — A Newton police 
officer was found innocent of stealing 
$250 worth of lumber from a 
Plymouth home by a six man jury in 
Wareham Superior Court last week. 


The jury deliberated for about an 
hour before acquitting Stanley 
DeCoste of Plymouth, who was 
suspended from the force without pay 
in September 1979. The jury returned 
the verdict at 2 p.m. after hearing 
nearly three days of testimony. 


After the verdict was announced, 
Attorney Thomas Troy, who defended 
DeCoste, said, ‘Obviously, we are 
pleased that Mr. DeCoste has finally 
been vindicated. I am sure the 
Newton Police will be pleased to have 
him back.” 

Troy , who also defended Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s former personal 
secretary, acquitted of stealing more 
than $24,000 from the mayor over a 44- 
month period in a trial last October, 
said he expected that DeCoste would 
be immediately returned to the force. 

DeCoste was initially found guilty 
of stealing the lumber from a con-

“Tf the utilities intend to charge us 
for their increased fuel oil costs, it 
seems only fair they reduce our 
charges by the amount of tax savings 
they will realize.” 


One of the more distressing aspects 
of Prop 2 %, DeNucci points out, is 
that under the new law residential 
property owners will carry an unfair 
portion of the property tax. 


“People are faced with the rising 
cost of housing, fuel, food and nearly 
everything else. H.1813, while not a 
substitute for rising utility rates, will 
at least help hold the line on the size of 
increases to which customers will be 
subjected,” concluded Rep.

Despite the economic strains, we still live in a time when we are faced 
with the need for many services — new jails, sites for dumping waste, 
energy plants, appropriate mental health facilities, expanded educa- 
tional facilities, etc. 
The universal cry to improve essential services can always be heard 
with fervor and consensus — until the discussion . boils down to deciston- 
making. Assuming that funds are available, where do we place the re- 
quired but nuisance-causing (and even potentially dangerous) services? 
The common refrain is: “Yes, but not here!" An unsubtle commentary 
on the present state of the societal mind echoes: “Every person for 
himself or herself! We're in favor of the just cause as long as it doesn’t in- 
fringe upon our personal security and potential needs.” 
America is especially prone to the riddle of relating personal needs to 
the imperatives of the larger society — town, state, country. A case in 
point is gun control. Constitutionally, and practically in view of the 
dangerous streets, there exists a right for citizens to possess and use han- 
dguns responsibly, although this premise frequently assaults the con- 
comitant need of the community to limit availability of guns for those who 
would abuse them. 
Our contemporary history is characterized by an adversary relation- 
ship. You are either for something or against it. The notion that sharply 
conflicting points of view have a responsibility to find a pragmatic, joint 
solution in tne public interest gets little attention.

Jim Barrett and John Tobin are usually looking 
for trouble. Big trouble. Fires, Explosions. Floods. 
Vandalism 

“You name the disaster,"’ Barrett said. ‘‘we 
cover it, We're referred to as disaster specialists." 

“Someone asks you what you do for a living,” 
Tobin said, ‘‘and it's hard to explain. When so- 
meone says, ‘It's going to be a nice day tomorrow,’ 
I say, ‘‘Oh, don't say that,'"” 

The pair are leaders of Fire Restoration Services 
of Westwood, a firm that inspects, tests, appraises, 
and restores property damage. The 13-year-old 
company, which began as a housekeeping and maid 
service, is based in Southwest Park in Westwood. 

“We put things back in condition prior to the 
loss,” Barrett said. ‘After excessive heat damage 
or water damage, people think their things are 
totally destroyed, but we say, ‘stop throwing these 
things away. Quit tossing things out.’ ; 

Through various processes, the company does 
wall cleaning, ceiling cleaning, drycleaning, and 
carpet cleaning. It uses soot sponges, chemical 
cleaners, oilbase sealers, and chemical mixtures to 
remove heat cracks, layers of black soot, and the 
odor of smoke absorbed into wood after a fire. 

When disaster strikes, a team of consultants, 
specialists, and a staff chemist, restore walls, 
carpets, draperies, books, oil paintings, furniture, 
silver, and clothing to the condition before the 
disaster struck 

In most cases, Barrett said, services eliminate 
the need for ever replacing furniture, carpets, and 
upholstery. 

‘A white cat was once covered with black soot as 
a result of a house fire,"’ he said, ‘and we were able 
to recommend a treatment to make it white again. 

“The house was a severe mess. It was dangerous 
for the animal to be in the fire because they lick 
themselves to keep clean and they can become 
seriously ill. We suggest they are taken to the vet 
immediately.” 

Six years ago, when a firebomb was hurled into 
the John F. Kennedy Birthplace in Brookline, Fire 
Restoration Services brought back the $100,000 
damage to its original condition in two weeks. 

A heavy residue of soot and smoke inundated the 
Beals Street structure. But the furniture, 
chandeliers, upholstery, walls, woodwork, pain- 
tings, and carpeting were totally restored. The Ken- 
nedy house is now reopened to the public.

Solid state 
kit building

NEW YORK (UPI) — Before the era of tran- 
sistors, complex integrated circuits and exotic 
microparts, ham radio enthusiasts used to build 
most of their own equipment. 

Now, after a period of re-learning and re-tooling, 
many hams are returning to building their own 
gear, thanks to the development of explicit, easy-to- 
follow kit manuals and fairly inexpensive, 
specialized tools. 

No longer does a do-it-yourself kit builder need a 
degree in electrical engineering to work with solid 
state parts. The state of the art has evolved so that 
even the novice can work with standardized gear. 

There are a few caveats. 

First, everything has been dramatically scaled 
down. Gone are the breadbox-sized transmitters 
and receivers.

Will be largest 
savings bank in state 


BOSTON — Boards of Trustees and Corporators 
of Suffolk Franklin Savings Bank and Mutual Bank 
for Savings recently unanimously voted to approve 
a formal ‘agreement and plan of merger. Plans to 
merge the two thrift institutions into what will 
become the largest savings bank in Massachusetts 
were first announced in late December. 

Herbert W. Gray, President of Suffolk 
Franklin, will become chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the merged institution, and Keith 
G. Willoughby, President of Mutual Bank for Sav- 
ings, will become president of the combined bank. 

The principal headquarters of the merged bank 
will be 45 Franklin St., Boston and will operate 
under the charter of the Suffolk Franklin Savings 
Bank, which will be the continuing corporation.

Bourgeois, Callanan, 
Kenney named all-stars 


Waltham High's superb center- 
wing Laurie Bourgeois and Newton 
North forwards Rick Callanan and 
Bob Kenney were among 26 athletes 
named this week to the Suburban 
Teague Hockey All-Star squad for 
1980-81. 

Bourgeois, a starter for two years 
on the varsity, was the lone Hawk 
selected to the team. Despite being 
saddled over the last half of the 
season with a combination of torn 
ankle ligaments anda slight shoulder 
Seperation, the 6-1, 190-pound senior 
still managed to total 23 points on 11 
goals and 12 assists while playing for 
a club which won only two of 16 games 
while also posting a pair of ties. 

“Most of the time in order to score a 
goal he had to do nearly all the work 
himself,”’ admitted Waltham coach 
Peter Yetten. “That, coupled with the 
fact that he was injured half the year 
leaves me with nothing but praise for 
the effort he put in.” 

Bourgeois is hoping to continue his 
hockey career next year at a Division 
I college or university, with Maine 
currently high on his list. ‘I'd recom- 
mend him to any Division I school,"”’ 
said Yetten. “Not because he’s the 
best player I've ever seen, but 
because he has enormous potential. 
Laurie's a sleeper as far as talent is 
concerned. He's a strong skater; he 
can shoot; and he’s coachable. His 
desire and dedication is what could 
help him make it as a hockey player.” 

Perhaps the greatest testimony to 
Bourgeois’ skills this year is the fact 
that all nine coaches in the Suburban 
League voted him to the first team . 
“And that wasn’t a token selection for 
a kid playing for a last-place team,” 
pointed out Yetten. “He made it 
because he deserved it. So many 
coaches would watch us play and say 
to themselves, 'who is that No.4 out 
there. He’s a pretty decent hockey 
player.’” 

Like Waltham, Newton North did 
not enjoy a spectacular year either, 
finishing 4-10-2, But Callanan and 
Kenney could hardly be faulted. 
Callanan, a 5-8, 155-pound senior, led 
the team with 18 goals and 16 assists 


for 34 voints while Kenney, at 5-8, 140, 
had 15 and 15 for 30 points. Together, 
they tallied 33 of the Tigers’ 44 goals. 

“T don’t know how you can replace 
production like that,”’ says Newton 
North coach Don Crowley. ‘We'll just 
have to play a different kind of game 
next year without them.” 

The remainder of the All-Star team 
was dominated by two-time league 
champion Brookline, which not only 
walked away with MVP _ honors 
(shared by the brother duo of Tim and 
Joe McMahon), but also placed four 
other players to the squad. 

The McMahons have been a story 
all their own for two years now. Last 
year, Tim, then only a sophomore, led 
the league in scoring with brother Joe 
right behind. This year, all they did 
for an encore was repeat the feat. 
“They’ve done it all for us for two 
years,” says Brookline coach Ron 
DiVincenzo. “I'm sorry to lose Joe but 
I sure am happy to have Tim coming 
back for another year.” 

Tim, the junior left-winger, knock- 
ed home 19 goals and added 22 assists 
in '80-81 for his league-leading 41 
points, While his brother Joe finessed 
his way through the opposition, Tim 
relied more on sheer speed and 
power. A strong, flashy skater, he 
utilized that sturdy build (5-11, 175 
pounds) to fashion a blinding shot 
from the left side. 

Joe was the stickhandler of the two. 
If he got hold of the puck anywhere in 
the general vicinity of the slot, the 
goalie was in trouble. ‘“He knew how 
to put the puck in the net.

Big East going big time 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) — 
For years, frustrated Eastern college 
basketball coaches watched as high 
school wizards leaped from the 
playgrounds of New York and 
Philadelphia to the Atlantic Coast 
Conference and the Big Ten. 

For example, Lou Carneseca’s 
subway-token recruiting budget at St. 
John’s often couldn’t match the lure 
of tough conference play, large 
arenas packed with rabid fans and a 
regular diet of national television ex- 
posure. 

Now that is changing since St. 
John's and seven others banded 
together to form the Big East Con- 
ference. 

Commissioner Dave Gavitt believes 
the Big East is beginning to halt the 
exodus of Eastern talent to the well- 
established conference teams. His 
most convincing argument is 7-foot 
Cambridge, Mass., schoolboy star 
Patrick Ewing. 

Ewing, the biggest prize in the 1981 
college recruiting wars, turned away 
hundreds of other scholarship offers 
to play for coach John Thompson at 
Big East defending champion 
Georgetown. 

In addition, St. John’s and Pro- 
vidence are on the college shopping 
list of Bill Wennington, another highly 
touted 7-footer from Long Island 
Lutheran. 

“T think he (Ewing) is typical of a 
trend we're seeing in the East,” said 
Gavitt who is Providence College 
athletic director. “In the past, we'd be 
competing alone for someone of 
Patrick's caliber. 

“Tf the Big East conference wasn't 
formed — and I believe John Thomp- 
son would agree — I don’t think 
Patrick Ewing would be going to 
Georgetown.” BA

‘People had trouble 
identifying teams.” 

Take traditional basketball powers 
like Syracuse, St. John’s, Providence, 
Connecticut, Villanova, Georgetown, 
Boston College and Seton Hall, stir 
them up in a conference, and you have 
instant recognition, 

The conference got off to a gaudy 
start last year, with several teams 
finishing in the top 20 in several rating 
systems. Five teams went on to 
postseason play. 

An NCAA computer study of major 
conferences rated the Big East first in 
the nation. 

“Now I'm not going to be foolish 
enough to say we’re better than the 
ACC or the Big Ten, but we are cer- 
tainly one of the best five conferences 
inthe country,” Tranghese said. 

This year, only Connecticut and St. 
John's have made appearances in the 
UPI weekly top 20 ratings, but the 
fans haven't noticed their absence. 

A national on-campus record crowd 
of 23,916 fans crowded into Syracuse's 
new Carrier Dome earlier this year 
when the Orange played St. John’s. 


More than 22,000 tickets were sold for 
Syracuse's Feb. 14 rematch with Con 
necticut under the dome. 

Connecticut has lured over 15,000 in- 
to the Hartford Civic Center. 
Georgetown and St. John’s are selling 
out at a record pace. Boston College 
used to average one sellout a year, but 
every conference gam __e this season 
has been SRO. 


“Boston College has gone from be- 
ing a nice quiet gym to a raging 
madhouse,” Tranghese said. 

Attendance is up ‘“‘significantly”’ in 
the conference, he said, although ex 
act figures are difficult to gauge since 
this is the first year for round robin 
play. 

Each conference school keeps its 
own gate receipts, but revenue from 
the conference’s 4l-game regional 
and national television package is 
spread around the league. 

“The conference sustains you when 
you're down,” Gavitt said. 


Competition has been brutal. Only 
Providence and Seton Hall appear out 
of the running for the conference title. 
The six remaining teams all have a 
clear shot at the league tourney, to be 
held March 5-7 under Syracuse's 
dome. 

“The games themselves have just 
been terrific,’ Gavitt said. “We're 
finding a lot more interest in Pro- 
vidence in what Syracuse is doing, 
and a lot more interest in Syracuse in 
what Providence is doing.” 

Gavitt said there is some ‘‘concern”’ 
among coaches that the teams will 
“burn out’’ after the conference.

General George Custer has been 
there before. So has Davy Crockett.

The pivot became a battleground 
and as a follow-up to the Ewing-Proia 
clash in the first quarter (in which 
Jarvis sat Ewing down at the 3:27 
mark), a second fracus in the bench 
area quickly resembled a check-out 
line at Star Market.

She’s called the

By Ellie Grossman NEW YORK (NEA) - ‘The 
Leona Roberts Helmsley Story,” or, how a glib, 
sharp-witted beauty from Brooklyn became queen 
of New York’s real-estate market. And then mar- 
ried the king. 

Scene I: The handsome Gold Room of the $128 
million Helmsley Palace Hotel on Madison Avenue. 
Tea is being served in fine china. A harpist plays on 
the balcony above the door. Mrs. Helmsley — 5 feet 
7 1% inches, 123 pounds, green eyes, short wavy 
dark hair — sits wrapped in fur while, beyond, her 
personal security guard keeps watch as she 
responds to a reporter’s questions. 

“I was born on July 4th and don’t ask the year; 
you'll never get it,’’ she quips in a deep, husky 
voice. “I was a tomboy, really, always busy with 
friends. 

“TI majored in English at Hunter College for two 
years, and then my father, who was a millinery 
manufacturer, became ill, and I had to go to work.” 

She was “‘gorgeous,”’ she recalls, and she knew 
how to walk, so, ‘‘I became a model on Seventh 
Avenue. I loved it. I made $300 a week. Then, after 
four years, I married a lawyer.” She grimaces and 
lights a cigarette. ‘The marriage lasted 12 years. 
Toolong.” . 

Divorced in ’62, she discovered How it felt to need 
money. “‘My son and I lived with my mother in 
Brooklyn for six months,” she says, ‘‘but I don't 
like to be dependent. I like to do, not take.” 

Flashback: the New York real-estate office of 
Pease & Elliman. Leona accepts a job as a recep- 
tionist for $75 a week. ‘‘Provided,’’ she tells them, 
“you sponsor me so I can get my real-estate 
broker’s license.” They agree, later stall. She 
threatens to leave, they finally concede. “I studied 
for 10 days, lost 10 pounds and passed the test.” 

Quick cuts of Leona on the move: She works to ex- 
haustion and sells the first condominium in New 
York, then converts one apartment building after 
another into a co-op. She does, in short, what no one 
has done before in New York, and trains her staff of 
40 to do it, based on her own instincts and industry. 
In 66, a senior vice president, she leaves Pease & 
Elliman to become an independent co-op broker. 

“IT made $450,000 in commissions in one three- 
month period,’’ she says. “It was overwhelming, 
but I’ll tell you something very funny. The last thing 
that entered my mind was the money. I just enjoyed 
working. . 

“I get charged when a deal is going,” she says, 
eyes bright. “It makes my blood flow. Those 
buildings were my life, my beaux.” 

And next to them, real beaux looked defective. 
She sighs. “Let me tell you, sweetheart, it’s very 
difficult to date men when you're making $500,000 a 
year. We'd talk business, and I'd be talking inthe. 
millions. They'd think, she must be full of baloney.”” 
She grins. ‘‘In a way, they were frightened of me. 
Maybe inadvertently I was putting them down.” 

Enter Harry Helmsley, in 1971, fearless, for- 
midable, owner of much of Manhattan and the now 
31 Helmsley Hotels in 13 states. (Now 71, he's 
estimated to be worth $5 billion.) 

“Harry offered me a job, but I refused at first. I 
said, ‘I don’t need more money. I’m in a bad tax 
bracket.’”’ When he asked again, she accepted. And 
then she asked him to dance. ‘‘He opened the danc- 
ing at a real-estate function, and I’m telling you 
he’s a gorgeous dancer, 6 feet 3 inches, just 
gorgeous. So I mouthed, ‘Me next.’” 

In 1972, they married and took a lease on 
paradise. Her eyes become moist, her expression 
tender and she says: ‘I never intended to remarry. 
I thought, either you meet the prince the first time 
or never. And at that stage of my life!” 

She pauses, struck by the wonder of it. ‘Isn't that 
remarkable? That in this world of millions of people 
we found each other!” 

The maitre d’ of the Gold Room approaches, 
cowering. He carries the cushion Mrs. Helmsley 
ordered to replace the one on which she sits. Ignor- 
ing his stammered apologies, she coolly rises and 
allows the exchange to be made. 

Scene II: Leona Helmsley in her office at the 
Helmsley-owned Park Lane Hotel on Central Park 
South. (The Helmsleys live in the penthouse duplex 
with swimming pool, greenhouse, wrap-around ter- 
race and, in the upstairs living room, she says, a 6- 
foot fireplace that’s “‘gorgeous.”) Named president 
of the Helmsley Hotels in June ’80, Mrs. Helmsley 
oversees customer relations, decorating and 
renovations for the chain. Meticulously. 

“People who are inept don’t like to work for me,” 
she says. “I don’t think I’m a yeller, but I’m very 
definite in what I want. I read every comment card 
the guests send in — there's a card in each room 
and there are 14,000 rooms all told — and I answer 
every card. ' 

“If I hear someone was treated badly, I repri- 
mand those responsible. And if I ever saw a camel- 
back mattress, I'd kill the manager. So, people who 
do a day’s work for a day’s pay love me. But you 
can't be all things to all people,’’ she says, lighting a 
cigarette, ‘‘and as long as I’m all things to my hus- 
band, I couldn't care less.”

New style embassies 
built as ‘safe havens’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Concrete 
will be poured in some distant country 
in April for the first U.S. embassy 
“safe haven” — the first of several 
bunker-like retreats where diplomats 
can take refuge from terrorists. 

Engineering and communications 
teams, including Navy SeaBee con- 
struction experts, have surveyed 14 
other diplomatic compounds in “high 
risk” areas where terrorists or ex- 
tremists may want to repeat the 
Tehran hostage episode, and where 
host governments may not be able — 
or willing — to honor their protective 
obligations. 

And highly trained, multi-service 
military rescue teams are now “in be- 
ing” and ready to move in with a 
rescue force if necessary. 

All of this is part of a low key pro- 
cess begun last year by the Carter ad- 
ministration, but which has been 
dramatically heightened and hasten- 
ed since President Reagan took office 
Jan. 20 and the 52 American hostages 
returned from Tehran with horror 
stories of torture and harassment. 

In welcoming home the hostages 
Jan. 27, Reagan grimly pledged to 
them and their colleagues still serv- 
ing in U.S. missions abroad that it will 
not happen that way again. 

“Those henceforth in the represen- 
tation of this nation will be accorded 
every means of protection that 
America can offer. Let terrorists be 
aware that when the rules of interna- 
tional behavior are violated, our 
policy will be one of swift and effec- 
tive retribution .. . There are limits to 
our patience.”” 

The ‘“‘safe havens” at potentially 
threatened embassies — with con- 
struction of the first to start in about 
two months — are intended to tem- 
porarily protect all present at the 
time of an attack, including local help 
and any visitors who happen to be on 
the premises. 

Concrete-encased, they are design- 
ed to be fireproof and protective 
cates small arms, with independent 


electric generators, secure com- 
munications and water, emergency 
food and medical supplies. But they 
are not bomb-proof bunkers. 

Safe havens can only afford refuge 
for a limited time until forces of the 
host government can intervene — or 
in extreme cases, if they can’t or 
won't intervene — until an American 
commande force arrives on the scene. 

An official declined to estimate the 
survivability of the safe havens in 
terms of hours or days, but a military 
source remarked laconically: ‘‘Air- 
craft travel pretty fast.” 

Safe havens are distinct from the in- 
sulated U.S. embassy security ‘“bub- 
bles,” which contain sensitive com- 
munications equipment and where 
confidential conversations can be car- 
ried out without fear of hostile elec- 
tronic surveillance or “‘bugs.”” 


“Bubbles” are usually located on 
the top floors of embassies and con- 
sulates. Safe havens will generally be 
on ground floors or underground, but 
will have independent and secure 
communications to the outside world. 


The sanctuaries will have “secret 
exits” in case they become untenable 
under attack. 


“All this is going to cost a lot of 
money,” said an official connected 
with the project. “Multimillions.” In 
some areas, most of the construction 
material — and the workers — will 
have to be brought in from outside. 

One figure of $40 million has been 
mentioned for only the first 10 of the 
projected installations. Construction 
contracts have been let already for 15 
with the possibility of still more on the 
drawing board. The United States has 
diplomatic relations with 139 
countries. 


Officials declined to identify the 
“high risk” embassies where safe 
havens will be installed, but they are 
believed to include those in most Mid- 
dle East nations, some areas of Africa 
and Latin America.

cost of $2,000 to those jobs remote 
from public transportation. Both 
students employed by the schools and 
by outside employers, such as CETA, 
are paid $2.50 an hour. 

Fleishman told members of the 
committee that she would rather see 
$2,000 in transportation costs for 
seniors saved and applied to preserv- 
ing the work-study program for junior 
high students. ‘‘Finding a way to work 
is part of the job training,’ she con- 
cluded. 


School Committee members seem- 
ed surprised by Roy Cornelius, the 
director of support services for the 
school system, when he reported that 
a major portion of the roof of Hyde 
School in Newton Highlands needs 
repair at an estimated cost of $40,000. 
Mayor Theodore Mann felt the 
repairs would more likely cost 
$50,000. 


Noting that the roof is leaking, Cor- 
nelius said, “It simply has to be 
repaired this spring if you're going to 
leave that school open one more 
year.” 


Mayor Mann commented on a roof 
project for all Newton public schools 
that need repairs. He said the item 
had been docketed with the Board of 
Aldermen, but could be affected by 
the final determination of the city’s 
property valuation. Mann’s com- 





ments evoked a strong reaction from 
Committeewoman Honora Kaplan. 

Saying $40,000 was “a lot of 
money’’, Kaplan said she was 
“disconcerted”’ over the lack of ac- 
cess to such information until the 
meeting. 

Following a Thursday night 
meeting at Bigelow Junior High and a 
Saturday meeting at the Education 
Center, the School Committee is 
slated to take a straw vote on the pro- 
posed FY82 budget at its March 2 
meeting.

Cohen defends 
nuclear waste bill 


BOSTON — Rep. David B. Cohen 
(D-Newton) has testified before the 
Committee on Energy in favor of a 
bill that addresses problems 
associated with nuclear power and 
the long-term storage of radioactive 
waste. 

The bill provides for a moratorium 
on the construction of any new 
nuclear generating facility until a 
safe method for permanently storing 
radioactive waste is developed, tested 
and licensed. 

Rep. Cohen stated that, ‘‘It is inap- 
propriate at this time to increase our 
reliance on nuclear power when we 
have no safe method for disposing of 
its highly toxic waste materials. 

“Significant safety problems are in- 
herent in the disposal of nuclear 
fuel,” he continued. ‘“‘Mechanical er- 
ror cannot be discounted. For exam- 
ple, in June of 1973, it was discovered 
that 115,000 gallons of high level 
radioactive waste had leaked from a 
tank at the waste storage facility in 
Hanford, Washington. The official in- 
vestigation revealed that the tank had 
been leaking for several weeks and 
that the automatic alarm system fail- 
ed to alert anyone to the leak. 

“Furthermore, the inevitable pro- 
blem of human error is also a signifi- 
cant risk. At the Hanford site storage

facility, management did not review 
monitoring reports that would have 
shown the leak. Also, the monitoring 
equipment was not subjected to the 
proper preventive maintenance. 
Those persons responsible for 
overseeing the storage of the waste 
materials did not have the necessary 
formal training,”’ he continued. 

“The great weight of evidence at 
this time indicates that the prolifera- 
tion of nuclear power, with the 
necessary storage of high-level 
radioactive waste, presents dangers 
to us unlike any we have ever en- 
countered before. Even supporters of 
nuclear energy recognize the need for 
more stringent safety requirements 
in the disposal of waste materials. 
The burden must be on the industry to 
resolve the storage question before 
we increase our reliance on nuclear 
power. To the extent that unanswered 
questions remain, they have not met 
that burden. At the present time, the 
benefits of nuclear power are too low 
and the costs are too high, both in 
economic and human terms. 

“It is clear that we must take the in- 
itiative to protect ourselves from the 
further dangers of accumulation of 
dangerous wastes that are the in- 
evitable byproduct of the develop- 
ment of nuclear power. This bill takes 
that initiative.”

new casinos 


HARTFORD, Conn. 
(UPI) — Saying casino 
gambling would bring 
“crime, congestion and 
corruption,” a state 
legislator says he'll try 
to outlaw any more 
gambling facilities in 
Connecticut. 

The Legislature’s 
Public Safety Commit- 
tee was scheduled to 
hold a hearing tonight in 
Bridgeport on a bill that 
would clear the way for 
the state’s first gambl- 
ing casino. A second 
public hearing was 
slated for Wednesday at 
the state Capitol. 

The proposal would 
allow the installation of 
a $100 million casino in 
Bridgeport, providing 
an estimated $12 million 
to $15 million annually 
for the state and tax in- 
come for the city. 

But state Sen. Steven 
C. Casey, D-Bristol, a 
co-chairman of the com- 
mittee, is opposing the 
bill and has introduced a 
measure that would 
place a permanent ban 
on any new gambling 
facilities in the state. 

Casey released a com- 
mittee report Saturday 
which presented a 
critical opinion on the 
effects casino gambling 
has had in New Jersey. 

He said the study con- 
cluded that. ‘the costs 
that come with casino 
gambling far outweigh 
any benefits.’’ The 
study drew heavily on 
testimony by New 
Jersey Attorney 
General John J. 
Degnan, financial and 
newspaper reports and 
national magazine 
studies. 

“Three things come. 
with casino gambling — 
crime, congestion and 
corruption,’’ Casey 
said. 

The senator met 
Saturday with officials 
who blocked a similar 
proposal in Newport, 
R.L, and said Connec- 
ticut has enough legal 
outlets for gamblers to 
bet their money. 

Connecticut already 
has one dog track and 
three jai alai facilities, 
including one in 
Bridgeport.

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The dance explosion 


By the Arts Council 

“Suddenly, dance is 
everywhere — in local 
erforming halls, in 
schools and on televi- 
sion,’’ notes Anne 
Hawley, executive 
director of the Mass, 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, the agency 
that watches over the 
state's growing arts in- 
dustry. 

“While we are 
familiar with the 
established, older com- 
panies like the Boston 
Ballet, Concert Dance 
and Jacob's Pillow,” 
Hawley continues, ‘‘we 
are now seeing an in- 
credible expansion of 
activity. New com- 
panies like Dance 
Gallery of Northamp- 
ton, Art of Black Dance 
and Music of Somerville 
and Spanish Dance 
Theater of Roxbury are 
appearing. Just one sign 
of the growth in dance is 
that the number of ap- 
plications coming to our 
offices with requests for 
funding have increased 
five times in the last 
three years. This year 
alone, the State Arts 
Council supported 
dance with over a 
quarter of a_ million 
dollars in awards.” 

Michael Sirota who 
oversees all applica- 
tions from performing 
arts groups points to 
several factors that 
have caused the current 
explosion of dance ac- 
tivity. 

“People are so much 
more aware of dance 
than they were a decade 
ago,’’ says Sirota. 
“Much of this increased 
interest is a direct result 
of the excellent pro- 
grams toured around 
the country with federal 
and state funds. And 
television coverage has 
done wonders in in- 
troducing a wide variety 
of styles to the public. 

Many claim that the 
Dance Touring Pro- 
gram started in 1965 by 
the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts 
(NEA) was the beginn- 
ing of this new era for 
dance. 

“The Dance Touring 
Program was simply an 
audience development 
tool,’’ says Nello 
McDaniel who heads the 
Dance Program for the 
NEA in Washington, 
D.C. “The situation in 
the sixties was grim. A 
dance company would 
travel to a city for one 
performance with no fee 
guarantee and frequent- 
ly no local sponsor who 
was responsible for an 
audience, It was very 
hit or miss. 

“The touring pro- 
gram,’’ McDaniel con- 
tinues, “transformed 
those one-nighters into 
residencies of at least 2 
2 days with guaranteed 
fees and local sponsors 
who set up schedules of 
public performances as 
well as lecture 
demonstrations and 
master classes for area 
dancers and school 
children. Dance quickly 
became a part of the 
lives of thousands and 
thousands of people.” 
Another shot in the 





arm came from the 
State arts agencies 
which were just forming 
all over the country in 
the late sixties. Spon- 
sors, already assured 
one-third of a dance 
company’s fee by the 
NEA, found many state 
Agencies willing to pro- 
vide another third, mak- 
ing dance touring even 
more attractive to 
Potential présenters. 

State agencies often 
also provided technical 
assistance, paying cns 
consultants to teach 
Sponsors various skills 
Such as publicity, fun- 
draising and space 
design. 

While the effect of 
touring was substantial, 
television's impact was 
far greater. 

“When the Jeffrey 
Ballet Company per- 
formed on television in 
the mid-seventies, more 
people saw that one 
show than had ever seen 
the company in all of its

Anne Hawley of the 
State Arts Council adds, 
“Every day we see the 
results of the dance ex- 
plosion. Many new com- 










panies have formed, 
such as the Berkshire 
Ballet of Pittsfield, now 
three years old, the 
Boston Repertory Ballet 
which is in its fourth 
season, and the Mass.
